1415^ and the latter on th^ ^oth of May ^ ^^\^* 
The long interval of nine CentuHei is very barren of 
real hifiory that can be depended upon^ it being a long 
dark night of ignorence and apq/lacy ; the little learn-^ 
ing whieh did exift being chiefly confined to the Monh^ 
mtd what they fet down for religion is only a crude 
heap of trifling ceremonies^ and flvpid legends^ fo 
that we mu/l look elfewhere for the churchy the real 
followers of Chrift wh(f tread in his fleps^ who re^ 
nouttce the world, the fiefb and the devil^ and wha 
deny tbemfehes and taie up their crofs daily^

The more I ready the mf^re I admired their dpSrinfif 
fpiri}y temper y condulk and behqviour i and eafily pe^y 
ceived they ^ere the Jimple followers of him pfhofe 
Ungdom is not of this wqrldy and of whom the woirJd 
is not worthy ; / found them to be the etteellent of the 
earthy fuch as followed the Lomh wherefoever he 
led them I and hearing in their fuffering bodies the dyi^ 
of the Lord JefuSy that the life of Chrijl was mant" 
fefled in thenty and ly their mortified lives and pure 
doBrines they tefiijied that the world and its deeds were 
evil.

$him. So th canon of Laieran^ under Pope Jileat* 
emder the iiird, made i^asnft the IViddenfee and jHAi^ 
^enfes enjolne^ upon pain of anatiemOf that no matt 
prefume to entertain or cherifli them in his houfft 
or lend, or esercife trdffic with them. The Synod 
if TourSf in Francie, under the fame Pope, ** Orders 
Vnder the like interminationj that no man Ihould 
prefume to receive or affift them, no not fo much 
as to hold communion with them in felling or 
buying ; that being deprived of the cpmfort9 o^ 
humanity, they may be compelled to repent of the 
error of their way. (b)'' From hence we need not 
qoonder that, they were poor, jfnd as they firft nuuk 
^ their appearance in France^ in and about the city of 
Lyons ^ they were called in den/ion^ the poor oF 
Lyons. But that they were not evil dqerSf we have 
tie tefiimony of their enemies*. Sancho Reinerus, am 
apo/iate^ and a perfecutor of the Wcddenfee in^ the thir*^ 
teenth Centuary writes ^ Among^ all the Seds, none 
18 more pernicious than that of the ppor of Lyons 
(i. e. the Waldenfes) for three reafons, i. Becaufe 
it 18 the mod ancient. - Some aver their eziftance 
from the daya of Silvefter ; others from the very 
time of the Apodles. 2* Becaufe it ia fo univerfal ; 
for there is hardly a country into which tliis Sc&

It feems pretty clear from various authoritieSf thai 
Aey carried the pure reformation- into Bohemea, even a 
Century Before the time of John Hufs^ as early as \\ 701 
and tberrfore exifled long before they went by the nama 
of Waldenfes or Albigenfes^ yea fevered writers will 
have it that they never were tainted with the eorrup* 
tions ef Rome^ but have hepi themfelves free from the 
Mother of Harlots all along. For ^uhen both the 
Greek and Latin Churches were abominably corrupted 
thefi' poor Jheep were fcattered up and down in their 
obfcure retreats f and^now and then ventured out^ wheit 
there was the leafl prof^eS of being anywby ufiful, at 
the hanard^ and often at the expence of their lives ; fa 
that in the midfi of that general apoflacy and darinefi

ta |he word of Godi By thi« means the upright 
were Confirmed in the faith, and fuch at were faHefi 
afleep, again awakened; Thefe united Waldenfes 
and Bohemians held, in many places, their private^ 
in others public meetings; and fent miffions from B04 
bemia to England, Honorary, Brandenburg, Pom* 
crania, &c. afilHled their fuffering biethren of the 
WaLlenfes in their difttefs, andfupplied them with 
sninillerft from the fcminary of their brethren in 
Italy, whither, as to an univerfity, they fcnt their 
youth from Bohemia. This continued above two 
Iiundred years till I39l» when being difcovered 
through the imprudence of two of their preachers, 
they were cruelly perfecuted, and, for the moft • 
part defperfed abroad in the adjacent countries! "(a}

^me iave thought that the Waldenft^ and Alhigenfet 
were the twO wtneffei fpoken of, in the elevmth chapter^ 
pf RroeiafhnSf thus fays Btfbop Newttm^ "But the 
true witncffes, and as I may fay, the ProteftaDt| 
of this age were the WaMenfes and AlbigenfeSji 
who began to be famous at this time^ and bein^ 
difperfed jnto vari6us parts and places,, were dif- 
tinguifhed by various appellations. Their firll and 
proper name feemeth to ha«e been Vallenfes, oc 
inhabitants of the valleys ; and fo faith on^ of the 
oldcft writcrSf Ehrordf who wrote in the year 12 12 
they call thcrafelve* Vallenfes, becaufe they abide 
in the valley of Tears, alluding to their fituation in 
^he valleys of Peidmont ; they were called Albi- 
genfes from Albi^ a city in the fouthern parts of 
France, where alfo great numbers of them were 
fituatcd." (b) He then gives us a pretty large y/3- 
JlraS of their Creed from Perritfs Hiftory\ a part of 
^which will be found in the enfuing Hiflory, Nay^ the 
Bijhop looks upon Waldo to be the Angel which pro* 
claims the fall of Babylon ^ or Rome in Rev. %iv, 8.

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♦.* By tiU feoo«d Angel proclaiming the fall of the 
inyftic Babyloo or Ronncy we mtderfland particu- 
larly Peter Valdo, or Waldo, and thofe who con* 
enred with him, the Waldenfes and Albigcnfts; 
ynho were the 4r(l heralds^ a« I may fay, of this 
prodamatio'ni at they firil of all m the twelfth 
Centuary pronounced the church of Rome to be 
the apocalyptic Babylon, the Mother of Harlotf, 
and abomi^atioin of the earth ; and for this caufc 
not. only departed from her commimion themielvel, 
hut exigaged great ntimbcra alfo to follow their 
cxaAiplcy and laid the firft foundatioa of the Re* 
fpnnatipn." (a) 

I judge they tuere branches of the fame tree wh» 
pfprefut to death in England under Henery IL Rich* 
ifrd II. Henety IV. and Heniry V. as heretics ; 
0nd from them Wichltjge and John Hufst Jerom of 
Prague received their lights which Jhone out in fuh 
hifire as to enlighten all Europe^ and I hope willJUn^

^nful interefts ; /o like' Nero who fet Rome on Jire and 
then charged the crime upon the Chrifiians, it isJKll ft 
with the enemies of truth ^ they hate the light y andraife 
up alHhe outrage they pofftbly can againjl it, and thus 
criminate the innocent, Senfelefs calumnies of the fame 
nature flill continue, and no ^wonder ; for Satan will 
fghtfor his ancient dominion^ and willfltrup his trujly 
Servants. He that is horn^fler the flefh will perfetute 
him that is Bom after the fpirit ; and if they cannot

Jtames^of rage and perfecution^ in every age and country^ 
t9 the very great reproach and fcandal rf the chrijlian 
namcy and is as contrary to the fpirit of our Saviour 
as ddrhnefs is to light* 

i Jball not exhibit a pompous catalogue of Authors 
tofho have treated more or lefs upon thefe morning Jars 
of the Reformation, as that would avail very little to 
the generality of readers ; nor Jhotdd I have fivdled 
this introduaion to fucb an extent y. only . I thought it 
eltgable to prifent thff reader nvith-ihe thoughts of fuch- 
men as Archbi/hop UJher, Btfhop Newton^ ^c. and 
as I have a pointed diflike to notes ^ I could not ^ell 
introduce them in the Body of the Hipry^ therefore I 
ju^ed it bejl to prefent them here in the introduaion.

CHAP. I. 

Mod ai all Hmes bat had bis Wlimjei. The ime 
wien WaUa Began to $sacb.

^ft^^uff^^^^ffr edification of hia Church, giving them 
his holy Spirit for their guide» and his truth for a 
rule, to tlie end they may difcern the Church which 
began in Mel, from that which began in Cam* As 
B ^ ^9 
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alfo teachmg them to define tHe Church by faith, and 
the fatth by the ScriptureSy ftrengthening them in 
the mldft of their greateft perfecutionsy and making 
them to know, that the crofs is profitable, fo long as 
the faithful change by that means, earth for heaven^, 
and the children of God are not toft when bising 
maffacred and cafl into the fire by a courfe of juftice,. 
or rather injuftice, we may find in- their blood and 
a(hes the feed of the Cluirch. 

That which hath been obferved in all ageSf hath 
after a more particular manner appeared amongft 
thofe Chriftlans called Waldenfis^ who were raifed in 
a time when Satan held men in ignorance ; bftving 
wrapped the greateft part of thofe that called them* 
felve$ Chridians in that great fin of the worid, I 
mean idolatry ; kings and princes imploying their au- 
thority for the eftablifhrnent thereof, appointing all 
thofe to the Daughter that would exempt themfelves 
from the puniQiment due unto idolatexs* 

This was about the year of our Lord li6o,. at 
which time death was. inflided upon all thofe that 
did not believe that the body of our Lord JefusChriii 
was in the Hoft under the accidents of the bread^ 
yea the very body, as large as it was upon ^ the 
crofs ; the bread vanishing, and being traniubftai)-^ 
tiated into the fie/h of Chrift. At that time it was 
like wife enjoy ned to adore the Hoft,. to bow the 
knee before \\ : yea it was called God^ and men did 

beat 
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l>eat their breafts before it, and locked it up m & 
box to worship it, as thef (Itll do even at this day. 

This do6irine being altogether unknown to the « 
Apoftles, who never fpoke a word of any fuch myftery, 
occafioned many ChrifttanB to enter into a deteftation 
thereof, chufing rather to fuffer a temporal death by 
Telifting idolatry, than by coflfenting thereunto to 
fufiPer in hell. 

Peter ^aldof or ff^alJo z chiztn of Lyons, (hewed 
himfelf mod courageous in the oppofition of this ia^ 
vention, taxing therewithal- divers other corruptions^ 
which with time crept into the Church of RomCf 
affirming that (he had loil the faith of Jefus Chrift^ 
that (he was that whore of Babylon,, fpoken of i» 
the book of- Revelations.. 

That we were not to obey "the Pope, in as much, 
as he was not the head of the Church- 
That Monkery was the mark of the Beall. 

That Purgatory ,^ MaHes, dedication of TempTe^^ 
Wor(hiping of Saints, commemoration of the dead^ 
were no other than the inventions of the devil^ and 
the fnares of Avarice. 

Waldo was fo much the more attentively hearkened 

unto, becaufc he was in high cfteem for his learning 

snd piety, as alfo his great bounty towards the poor^ 

sot only noarifhing their bodied with his material 

B j; breads 
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bread, bat their fouls with fpiritual, exhorting; 
them principally^ to feck Jefus Chrili the true bread 
of life. 

Many Authors write, that he had a rcfolntion to 
lead an unblameable life, approaching as near as he 
could to that of th^ Apoflles, and that upon a mourn* 
f jI accident that fell out unexpefled,. which was this* 
Beinpj one evening in the company of fome of his 
friends, after fupper one of the company fell down 
c^ead upon the groun<i,' with which' fudden accident 
iValdo was touched to the quick, and by this-dart of 
God's juftice was wrought to an extroardinary amend- 
ment of life, applying him felf .wholly to the reading 
the Scriptures, feckfng thereinjhe way of f^lvatron,and 
•fomctimes confuhing the writings oP the ancients, he 
continually inftrufted thofc poor people that reft)rt{d . 
unto him for aim's* ...

The Archbifhop of Ly§ns being advcrtifed ihat 
Waldo made profelfion of teaching the people, boldly 
blaming the vi6e, luxury, cxcefs and arrogance of 
the Pope, and his Clergy, iBhibited him from, teach- 
ing, efpecially for that he being a lay peribn, he 
-exceede(^ the limits of his profcffion, and therefore 
that he fhould not continue under pain of exGommuni« 
cation, and proceeding againft him s^s againft an/ 
Heritick. 

Waldo replied, that he could not hold his peace in 
a matter of fo great importance as the falvation of 

inen^ . 
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mro, and that h€ would rather obey God» than 
maiK 

Upon t^is anfwer the Archbiihop endeavoured to 
bavc him apprehended, but could nor, becaufe iVaicIo 
liaving many relations aud friends, was beloved' oF niany, 
and fo remained privately in Lpnsy by thc^ favour and 
protedkion of hi^ friends fur the fpace of thr^e years* 

Pope Alexander^ the third, having underftood,u that 
in Lynns there were divers perfons that called in 
qucftion his fovercign authority over the whole Church, 
fearing that this begiiining of rebellion might ^\^^ fome 
blow to his dignity and power, curfed Waldo and his 
adherent-s, and commanded, the Arcbbifhop to pro^ 
Geed again ft them- by eeclcfiafti<fal cenfures, even to 
the utter extirpation of theoK 

bther things we cannot learn of th'*fir(t perfecu- 
tjon. But ouly that they who elcapcd out of Lyons^ 
vifVjbi^rom IVa/dOf were called Walden/es^ followed hi m^ 
and afterwards did fpread themfelves into divers coun* 
tries and places. 

CHAP. II, 

That the difperjion of Waldo and his foHo'werSi toat 
. the means that God uftd to fpread (he ^ofpel almo/l • 
throughout all Europe, 

WALDO retired from Lyons, Into the moun- 
taiiis of Hattphiny, with certain perfofis 
capable of receiving the impreflions of his belief* 

' .' Vignier 
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J^ignter faith, that he retired into Plcardy^ where in 
a Oiort time, he did fo much good, that there .were^ 
divers perfonii that did adher unto his do^rine, and 
fufFered great pcrfecotion. For king Philip Auguflus 
excited by Ecckfiatlical perfons, took arms agaiiift 
the Waldenfes of Picardy^ raifed and overthrew three 
hutnlired honfts of gentlemen that followed their 
party, and deflroyed certain walled towns, purfuing^ 
them into Flanders^ whither they were fled, and 
caufed a number of them to be burnt. 

This perfecutu>n forced many to fly intn Germany^, 
where (hortly after they^wcrc grievoufly perfecuted^ 
by the Bifliops of May f nee and Strajburgh^ who • 
caufed to be burnt in the lown of JBnigne thirty five 
Burgeflcs of Mayenct in one fire, and at Mayencr 
eighteen, who with great conftancy fuffered death. 
And at Strajburgh fburfcore were burnt at the in* 
fiance of the Bifhop of that place. Thefe perft^pu- 
tions multiplied in fueh fort by the edification that^ 
they received who faw them die^ praifing God^ 
and afluring themfelves of his mercy, that notwith* 
ftanding the continual pcrfecutions, there were in the 
county of Pajfau and about Boherpiay ki the year 
1315, to the number of 80000 PValdenfis^ and Ba^- 
kemians that made profLffion of the fame faith. They 
had likewife^ goodly Churches in Bulgaria^ Croatia^ 
Dalmatiaf and Hungaryy as Math. Paris reports, in- 
ftruded and g<)vcrr\fd by one BarthrAomew born at 
Careaffon, The Mlgenfo 00 the other fide profefling 

tlie- 
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ihe &ine faith» have filled many other countries, till 
in the end,, they were almoft wholly ejitirpatedi. a» 
fliall appear in their particular Hiftory.

Bj wiat flames the Waldenfes have teen called by their 
' adverfarhs f and ^th what faulu and tfffencU the^ 
Hdvf ke^ ckargedi 

THE Monkni Inqufitorii and mortal enemies to 
thf fVkldenfest laid upon thena many opprobrt- 
oas imputations, a£Srming them to be the authorsof 
all the hereiies in.the world} imputing all thofe mon-^ 
ftrous abufes that they had forged only to the ff^ql- 
denfesf as if they only had been the receptacle of; all 
errors. 

Firft', therefore they called them, from IFaldo, 
Waldenfes ; of the country of Jilht^ Alhigenjes. 

And becaufe fuch departed from Lyons fpoiled of 
all human means, in derilioh they called them the 
beggars of Lyons* * * 

. In England they were called Lolfardr, fronor the 
name of one Lollard who taught there. 

In Frovence they were called Stccarsj a word for 
Pedlers in French, which iignifies Cuipurfe.- 

la 
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In Italy they were called Fraticellh as ni«ch a^-to^ 
fay, Brothers, becaufe they lived la low and conccMrd 
together. 

And becaiifc. they obferved no^ other day of reft 
but the Sabbath days, they called them In/aialhai'^ 
as much as to fayt lh«y obfervcd no Sabbath. 

. And bccaufe they were alvays expofed to continual- 
fuffcrfngf, from the Latin word Patlor^ which fignl*^ 
fieth to fuffer, they called them Patareniens. 

And for as much a9 like pfoor paflengers, they wan- 
dered ffom one place. tQ a.nQttier» they were called 

In Germany they were called Gazares^ a& miich a» 
to. fay, execrable and egregioufly wicked. 

In Flanders they were called Turlufini, that Is to 
fey, dwellers with wolves, becaufe by reafon of their 
perfecutions they. were conftrained many times to 
dwell in woods and deferts. 

Sometimes they- were called by the names of thofe 

. countries and reigions where they dwelt, as of ^/^*, 

jilbtgeolf ; of 7houloufe^ Thouloufa'ms s of Lamhardy 

Lombards; of PUardy, Picardsi c£ Lyom, Lymifis; 

of Bohemia f Bobenuans. 

Sometimes to make them more' bdi<Mi8, they tnade 
them confcdemtcs with ancient heretics, -but yet under 

more 
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*ierte than ddiculoos pretexts, for becaufe they mad^ 
profeffioa -of purity in their lives, and of faiih, they 
calkd them Cathares. And becaufe they denied the 
bread, which the prieft ihtwed in the Mafs, to be . 
God, they called them Arians^ as denying the affinity 
of the eternal Son of Qod. And becaufe they main- 
iain*d that the aufhorily of Emperors and Kings 
depended not upon the authority of the Pope, they 
called them Manlckaanti as appointing two Princes^ 
one good, and the other bad. 

Sometimes they fpitefully abufed them. Matthew 
Paris calls them Ribalds, The compiler of the Trea- 
fure of Hiftories calls them Bii^gerers. Ruhis faith, 
that when a man fpeaks of a foicerer, he calls hini 
Waldmje* And that which is more, he takes upon him 
to prove they ate fo. To which temerity it (hall be 
neceflkfy to anfwer in its due place-, where they (hall 
be cleared from all thofe (landers which their enemiea 
have laid upon them, out of thofe books from which 

we ha?c gathered that whidi followetb;

Firft, they impofe upon them, that ancient 
calumny wherewith the Chrlflians of the Primativc 
Church were defamed, that x^^ that they aflembled in 
the night time, in corners and lurking holes, and that 
the Paftor commanded the lights ifhould be put out, 
%'ng> Siui poteji capers capiat^ that is, catch who 
catch catT 5 whereupon every man endeavoured to 
fatten upon whom hfe could, without any refpc6l of 
blood or parentage^ artdtliat the lights being put out, 

they

fon wkh his mother, the brothcrwith his fiAer»«nd 
the father with his ovirn daughter t adding moreovei> 
that they were tonnderftand, that the children Jb be* 
gotten were mod fit to be Paftors. Thefe and^marff 
-calumnies and (landers were'(IU|<^ upon them falMjr 
foV- Chria's fake. '

Ildtu the Waldenfes are juflified and cleared from (hit 
xalumnies contained in the fohner ChifJ>ier, fjf tbofc 
Ktfritings which they have lefu 

THE Waldenfes of Bohenua, whether they -were 
the remainder of that people that followed 

tValdo, as fame 'are of' opinion that -he- ended bis days 
in Bohemia^ after he had retired out of Germany y and 
efcaped the. hands of the Bifhops of Mayence and 
Strafburghj or whether they were fuch perfons^s after- 
wards profclTed the fame faith which the IValdenfes 
did, it is without all doubt that they were grievoufly 
peffecuted by Ladiflaus king of Hungary arid Bbhe* 
wia : and there is ftill ektant, an Apolegy of the faid 
Waldenfes f which they fent unto the king, to juftify^ 
themfelves againft. fundry complaints which^srcre made 
againft them by their adverfarics : as alfo a book 
'With this infcription, 7 he caufe of our feperaiion from 

^tbe "Church of Rome. And for as roUch^as thcanfwcr 
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to the firft calamny, that If, tliat thtj a^embkd 
thcmfelves in darkcornergy where the candles being 
put out, their adver^iriet 4o affirm they coaniitted 
▼ile inceftf, we have copied out the anfwer of thefaid 
Apology in their ownlanguage, ihe tranflation of a 
pait of it is as follows. 

Among other things oar enemies puUtfh, that we 
tmke cor pleafnres in dark caves and ^ corners, witk 
whomfoever^all |iKfent themfehes unto us, whether 
they be our mothers,, or daughters, -or wives or Mers* 

How true this is, may appear in, that God having 
kept and preferved us for above thefe forty years paft, it 
never'has been'known that there hath been any whore- 
dom amongft us that hath efcaped.punifliment, ^r any 
fuch villany committed. Therefore oar UvtB and car- 
riages condemn thofe tbataccnfe us. 

And for as much as the WMenfes fpeak this of 
themfeWef, and to their own praife, and thertFore this 
their juftification may feem bat weak, look a little 
into that which they ha?e written eifewhere againft 
whoredom, which may fuffice to (hew, that they were 
very far .from this diabolical affedion to debafe them- 
fclvesby inceft*. Thefinof hixuiyylayeheyyis verypleaf- 
ing to the devil, but difpleafing unto God, and injurious 
againft our neighbours; becaufe therein a man obeyeth 
the bafcft part of his body, rather than God who 
Hath preferved it. He that is given to this vice keeps 
fcith to no man, and therefore David c^u{tdL hisfatth- 
lU fervant to be flain, that he might en^oy h(s wife. 
C ^«i0a 
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Arnon defiled hw After Tmnbt. Thi» vice o?fliri||rt«| 
the hcritage^of many^ u it i* laid'of -^ prodigailonj^ 
tbtt he ^ftc4 hts foods liting Tioioiifly. 

. Balaam raade.choi/cc of this abomination to provot 
the children of Ifrael to fm, by which there iiica 
twenty four thoufand perfons. 

Thit fin waa tlie canfo of the blindnefs of Samson 1: 
it perverted Stflomon : and many have pcnftied by \hc 
beauty of a woman. Prayer, fAftingi and diffauce 
of place, arathc remedies againft thia fin. For a man 
may* overcome other vices by combating with them, 
but in this a man is never viAorioits but by flying 
fn^m it, andnot approaching near unto it : whereof 
inre have aa example in Joftpb. It U. therefore ,ogr 
duty to pray daily to th€t Lord, that he will. keep u^ 
far from the fin of luxury, and.give us undcrftandizj^ 
and chafilt J. 

Againft the fecond calumny, that they maihtaid 
that a man may put away his wife when it pleafeth 
l^m, they fay, that marriage is a knot that cannot be 
untied but by death, ezceptit be for fornication, as^ 
our Saviour Chn'ft faith. And St. Paul i Corint. ^.; 
iaith. That the wife is not to depart firom berhuiband^. 
nor the imlband from his -wife. 

To the third calumny, touching the. community ol 
goods and wives, they fay conoeraiog marriage, that 
ft was ordained by Cod long jEnce in the teVredial 

Paradiff, 
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'Tzrviittt and that it is'ft good remedy agaiffft «liore« 
dom.' And thM 8t. Paui <pcaktn|^ tkereof faitiiy 
Lei every man have bir tvi/e^ and every woman her. 
hujband: As aliby that the huAand ougfit to love hit 
Viiht as Chriil loved his Churchy and the married 
coaple ought to live together in holinefs wtth^heir 
^ildren^ bringipg thfstn up In the fear of God. 

As tottchlng.gopdai every maxthath poflefied his own 
.yro^f fabftan^j^ at aU tipnes and ia all places. In 
J)auphb{yt when the ^rchbiihop^ xX Amtrnu^ 
^nd Rqfi^in^ h^d fpoiUd them of their goods : When 
X^it lord of ^r^efifi^re^ and M^ntainar^ add Arreai of 
fifmni^ had difp^ffed the WaUenfes that dvrelt inth^ 
▼alle.j of Fr/^tfflm$re and of Jirgentierey of their goods 
^d po^cffioi^li^ |:he re^it^tipn.9f every ^a's inheri- 
tance was proCepuced by tjie particular perfpos from 
Vhom they had taken thenu The Waldenjet of Provence 
do demand at this prefent of the Pope/ the goods and 
la^da which have been an^neaxd to their demain, and 
taken from them by confifcacion^ every particular 
perfon making oath for eyery part and parcel of 
goods and lands which had defccnded upon them front 
ilieir anceftora iht Waldenfesi timeout of misd^ they 
isever having bad ^xiy fuch community amoiigft them, 
^at might.any way derogate firom that lawful pror 
priety which every one had to his own lands. 

The calumny to.ucbing Baptifm^ which, it is faid, 
' they denied to Tittle. infants : but from this imputatioa 
(bey quit (bcni&Ivcr as follows ; 

C i True 
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Triie'i^ ts> that bciog conftraincd for certain year** 
to fulEer their ehildren to be baptized by the Prieft,a 
of the Church of Romef. they deferred the doing, there* 
ef as long as they could poffiblyi becaufe they had in 
deuilation thoCe human inveations which were addeiA 
to Ihat holy Sacrament» which they held to be poU 
lutions thereof. And for as much aa their Paftota, 
which they called Barbei » were many times abroad 
imployed in the fcrtrce of their Churches^ they could 
Aot hare the Sacrament of Baptifm admintftred lb 
their infants by their own Ministers r for this caufe 
they kept them long from Baptifmy which the Prtefti 
perceiTtng, and taking notice of^ charged them there* 
upon with this ncgleft : which not only their adver* 
feries kaTc believecly but divers others who have wen 
approved of their life and faith in all other pointt. 
Every other calunmy is. confuted, in the (ame apologi^ 
but is too bog to be entirely inferted, 

But it may not be amlfs to add the teftimonies gMrei(> 
to the piety of the WaU^nftt^ by divers of their adver^ 
faries themfdves. 

Jacobus de Riberiaf wha in his time gave aid to 
the perfeeution of the Wuldknfu^ faith, that . they 
held a long time the higher place in GdUa Norhom^ 
ih the Diocefe of Mi^ Rhodes^ CaiorSf and ^gtw^ 
and that in thofe times Priefts and Bifliops wec^ in 
little e(leem» becaufe the faid Priefts^ for the moft

'The Cardinal Baromus attributeth to the Htatd^Jf^ 
of Tholoufi the title of good men, who telh lis thfcy 
wei^eapeaceable people ; however he elfewhere iinput- 
eth unto them fuadry crimes, and that very falfel v. 

As tovchif^ertiditiodf RahermsYkdA faid, that they 
teach their children, yea, even their daoghtera, the 
Epiflles and the Gofpels. Jacobus dt RlUria fikith, 
that they were fo wcU inftruAedin the Scriptures, that 
he hath heajrd ^ plain countryman repeat the book of 
Job word by word, and diverfe others that could per- 
fed^ly repeat the whole New Teftament. 

The Difhop of CavaiUon in the time of the great 
perfecution againft the WaMtnfes of Merindaii in Pro* 
v^£r, of which wefhallfpeak in dueplace, appointing a 
certain Monk, a Divine, to enter into conference with 
them, to convince them of their error, before, faith 
he, wt come to violence : but the; Monk being much 

perplexed; 
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ptrp\t%tdfrtllrtd himlelf, fayiog,tKat he had not pro- 
fited (o much to his whole life in the Scriptures as he 
had dooe in thofe few dajtf of his conference with the 
fatd fFaUenfiff in examining the Artides of their 
Confeffion by the pafiages of Scripture cited by them.

Liwis Xllth King of France having been informed,^ 
by the enemies of the fTaUen/es dwelling hi JPro^nce^ 
of many grievous crimes which were chargeji iipOf 
them, fent to make inquifition in thofe places^ the 
Lord AJam Fumn mafter of Requefts, .and a PoAor 
jbiSorhone called Paruif who was his. confeffor* They 
vifite^ a]l tl^eir Pari(he$ and Temples, and^ found nei- 
ther images, nor fo much as the leaft (hew of any or^ 
naments belonging to the Mafs and ceremonies of the 
Church of Rome, much Icfs any fuch crimen as were 
impofed upon them ; but rather that they kept their 
Sabbaths duly, caufing their children to be baptttdi 
According to the Order of the primitive Church, teach- 
ing them the Articles of the Chriftian faith and th«

THEODORE BEZ^fifi hishiftory of worthy meo» 
calleth the Waldcnjet the feed of the moft. pure 
ancient Chriftian Church, which was miraculoufly pre* 
ferred in the midft of the darknefs and errors which 
have been batched by Satan in thefe latter times. 

ConJiBmi 
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Conjlant upon t]ie Revelation, (heweth that tlid Re- 
formation of the Church in the Weftem parts of the 
world began in Francf^hj the means of Waldos ai)d 
that from this.faurce it fpread itfelf through the reft* 
"of Europe, 

BulRnger Ipcalathus of the WaMenJeSx "Wtiat ftbul^

Geffmany^ Poland^ Boiemiaf and other countries and 
km^dooift of the World, the WatdehJeSi Have made pro- 
ftflion of the Gofpel of Chwft |cfu«, and ftt tfifelr 
writiag and preachiog accufed the Pope to be the true 
Anijchriftof whomi the Apv>ftle Saint Jol^n had pr9- 
phefiedt and therefore we were to fly from h\^^ . Tjbefe 
people beiAg^tortur<ed;Wiih4ivcsXemoftcri44 tofja^i^ 
have with unfpeakaiblf! cppftanf:y givep .tenfiif^opy ^f 
their faith by glorious martyrdoms, and the like they 
fuffer even at this very day, even fo late as the time of 
Lewu the XlVth of FrariOfj fhet ^^ had revoked the - 
edift of Nontz I in the year 1685 we meet with the 
following relation, of the {ufiering^of the ffn^ofioU in 
France* It is impoffible to meet withparalellinftancei 
among the heathens in then* perfecutibns of thie pri- 
mitive Chriilians, the bloody butcher^ who were lent 
to them under the name oX DragaonSi invented* k tliba- 
fand torments to try their patience and to force an ab- 
duration from Vhem. They caft fomc into large fires, 
and took them out when half roaftcd. They hanged 
Othtjrs with large ropes under their arm pits, and plung- 
ed 
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<d ihem feycral times into wells, till they protnifed to 
renounce their rSigion. *Soni'e they flafh'ed and cut 
with knaves; Some they toik by the nofe with red hoi 
tirigsi and led^hcm ti^ akd downthc room' till thcjr 
proraflfed' to turn Catholics. Such was the rage of 
ftate religion at that time, and it feldom faret better 
5vitL/eal Cbridians when what is called chriftianitj h 
mai^e a flatc-engine, or the ofleniible pretence to gra« 
tify.^itHer^ac^bition or avarice. It is beyond the pow« 
cr of man to bani(h or to root them out, notwith* 
ftanding it has been often attemptefj by mo ft mighty 
kij^saod princes ftirrcd up by the Pope^but it is God 
faith bf, that'hath hindred all their violent outrages^ 

" Zitfifrconfeffed that^eh^ed the Waldehfes^ as def* 
pfrtte m^dtitH he knew the piety and tinth of their 
Wttiniiy tfeeiV dwn cdrtfeffi6ns ind vrtltlngs, thereby 
he perceived that thefe goad and 4ioneft nien were 
thudh wronged, «nd that the - Pope' had "condemneil 
them for hereticks, being rather worthy y)f the pmlb 
that is due to Saints and Martyrs. 

I^J^»in^jalfQ read the confeffioo of Uie WaUtnfe^y}xt 
iaid that Vtt did* thank Cod foi> that great light chat it 
iiad pleafed Grod to impart uilto them^ taking g^cat 
cojnfort with them, for that ttll occaifion of fufpiciofi 
amongft them thereby they fufpedcd -eath other o¥ 
berefy, was taken away, and that they were, knit fa 
clofe together, as that they were all (heep of one fold^ 
ttndcrithe only PaftoV afid Bi(hop df our fouls, whd 
&Mc&d forever. 
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LeSieur de Pigneaux who was a Pallor of the JPo^* 
Jlenfes in thevalHeftdf ^^i^mon/, hath written a treat3b 
of their lifci mannersy sind religion, to whom'hegfvc^ 
this tcHioiofiyy that they were a people of a holy and 
godly life and converfation, well governedy great eo^ 
mies to vice, but efpecially their Bafbes, for fo they 
called their Paftors. And fpeaking of thofe of his 
own time, he fatth : We lirein peace in thefc vallies 
of Peidmont, and in love aad amity one with another, 
we have commerce together, neter marrying our fona 
to the daughters of thofe df the Church of *Romf, or 
dur daughters to theJf font^^; yea, oUr manners and 
liuftoms pleafe them fo well, that fuch as are matters 
and ca^themfclTes catholics, defire to chufe their mcn- 
(ervants aiKi maid fervaiits rather from amoqg.U8 thaa 
ihemfelves. And ihey come alfo fram far .to feck 
Durfesfor thefr children amongft us, findtog in onra 
more fidelity than in their own. Reader^ Jet ibu he 
mr real charaQer^ 

And as touching the doiftrine Tor which the Walden^ 
>/haVebeen*perfecutcd,they do affirm, faith he, that 
we arc to believe the Scriptures only, in that which 
xoncernaour^akatfon^not a«y way d^>ei«Jing upoa 
men. That the Scripturct-coiitain in them whatfoever 
is ncccflary to falvation, and^that we are «ot to believe 
any thing but what God hath commanded us.

That fi ngtng^ and often rehearial of divine Service^ 
, Mjs tied to certain dajSt. fuperfliiQus feafts^ fyiFereoce 
t)f m^^fsj {q many de^ees and osdea .o£ Fnei3» 
Monks, and Nuns, fa naany benedi^ions and confe* 
orations of qreatures, vows,, pilgrimages, and .the 
whole .confuiion and ^reat number .of . cereokonies 
heretofore invented, are to be abolKhed. 

They deny the fapremaey of the Pope, and eipeci* 
ally that power that he ufurpeth over ciyil government; 
and they admit of no Qtbe]P degivees^ than Bi(hops» 
Priefts, and Deacons. ^ . 

That the Sec of Rme is the true J?a^yo», and' that 
the Pope is the fountain of all the evih in thcfe days. 

That the marriage of Priefts js good and lawful. 

That tliey.who hear the ^ord of God, and have the 

true knowledge thereof, are the tTue Chnrch, unto 

Z> which 
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which Chrift Jefiw hath delivered the keys, to let in 
the flock, and to chacc |iway the wolves. 

Behold here, faith f^in^ux^ the doArine of the ffW- 
■ Jenfesy which ^hc enemies of truth have oppofed, and 
for which in thofc times they perfecuted them^ their 
enemies themfelvcs being j udges. 

Firet fpealcs of the Waldenfes as followeth. Th^ 
Papifts, faith he, have imputed great crimes, and that 
Very wrongfully, 4into thofe ancient faithful people, 
commonly called Waldenjes^ or the poor people of 
Lyonsy who make it appear that the Pope is 
• Antichrift, and that his do^lnne is nothing elfebut 
human traditions, contrary to the do^rine of Chrift 
Jefus. For which caufe they have dealt agafnft them, 
as the ancient Pagans did againft the Chriftians, accuf* 
ing them that they had killed their own children ta 
their afiemblies* 

The Author of the Hiftory of the reformed Church^ 
es in France writeth thus. The IVaUenfes t\mt ovX of 
mind have oppofed themfeives againft the abufes of the 
Church of i?«i»r, and have in fuch-fort been perfecuted, 
not by ihe fword of the word of God, but by all kinds 
of violence and cruelty, as alfo by a million of calum* 
~ nies andfalfe accufations, that they bave l^en forced 
to difperfe themfeives into what parts of the world 
they could, wandoring through delart places like poor 
favagebeafts; the Lord neverthelefsprefcrving the 
tj^mo^an^ of then)^ in' fuph fort, that, notwithftanding 

the 
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tht furjr of the wkole world, they were flill preferred 
in three countnea far dlftant one from the other, that 
19, Calabria^ Bohemia^ and Peidmont^ with the border- 
ing parts thereabout, from whence they have been 
difperfed into the quarters of Provence^ about two 
hundred and feventy years fince» And as touching 
their religion, they have always avoided the Papal 
fupetftition. For which . caufe they have beeu 
ftlways vexed by the Biftiopi and Inqutlitori, abufing 
the power of fecular juftice» in fuch fort, that it is an 
tvident muack of God that they flvould be able to con- 
tiQue.- 

John Ciqfigo^ writes as follows. It is written o^ 
the Waldenfet that they rcjeded all. the traditions and 
ordinanQTS of the Church of Romey as unprofitable 
and fuperftitious, and that they made no great account 
of their Clergy and Prelates. And for this caufe being 
excommunicated and chafed out of the country, they 
difperfed themfelves into many and divers places, as 
ttilo DoM^bmy^ Provence^ Languedoty Peldmottt^ Cala* 
irhf Bohemia, Englatuf, and. other places. Some 
have written that one part of the Waldenfes retired 
themfelves into Lombardjy where they multiplied' in 
fuch a manner, that their do6lrine was difperfed 
throughout all Italy ^ and came as far as Sictly. ' Ncver- 
^ thelefs in ttis great difperfion, they always kept thertf- 
felves in union and fraternity for the fpace of four 
hundred years, living in great fincerity, an^ the fear 
of God.

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The Author of the Hiftorj of the State of th« 
Church writes of them thus. After that JValdo^ faith 
he, and his followers were driven out of Lyotu^ oae 
part of them retired to Lomhardyi where they multi- 
plied in fuch a manner, that their do£kine. began U> 
difperfe itfelf into lialy^ znd canae into Sicily^ as the 
Patents oi Frederick the fe<:ond, given out again d them 
whilil he reigned» do witnefs* 

. Fe/emieehs faitK, that when the Pope «ndhtf;etteh» 
poks faw that the Roman Hi'erarehte received great 
detriment by meant of the fVaUenfet^ in'fomuch thtt 
there were certain Princes that had undertaken therr 
defence, amongft whom was the King of Aragon^ and 
the Earl of Thouloufci in thofe days powerful Princes 
m France^ they began to opprcls them upon moft iib- 
juft occafions, blringing them into haired with the peo- 
ple, and efpecially of Kings, to the fend that by this 
means they might be utterly exterminated. 

* V Venter makes mention of tlte< WaUenfis in his 
Hillorical Bibliothick, and faith^ that they have en-- 
dured many Jong and grievous per&cuttoiiSy and y.6t 
. notwithftanding there was never any thiog that could 
•hinder them from retaining' that do^^rine which >lhc:y 
: liad received from the Waldenfn^ delivertng it^ as it 
were, from hand tto hand unto their children. . 

Holcfgary z&xmSf that the fValdenfes^zridL Jllngenfit 

. were of a contrary opinion to the Biihop of Rome in all 

thofc maxims or principles that were publicly. preach- 

^ ed 
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ti and.comfflanded bf his adthoricy, that is» that were 
invented hj him, and contrary to the word of God* 
And he wttnefieth withal, Uuit there were amohgft 
them wife men, and very learned, and fufficient to de* 
fend their beh'ef againft the Monks. 

JlfaMas //lyricus writes, that lie finds by the writ- 
ings of WaUo^ which lay by him in certain ancient 
parchments, that Waldo was a learned man, and that 
he did not caufe the books of the Bible to betranflated 
into the vulgar tongue, but that he took pains there- 
iahimfelf, . ' 

It is moft certain, thai, the adverfaries of Waldo and 
the WtMenffs^ make no great account of thefe above 
named teftimonies, becaufe they hold them to be botli 
of pne and tKe fanae rank and order, both the witnefles 
and thofe to whom they bare' witnefs, that is, all for 
hereticks, but this hiftory is not only for the enemieSf 
of the truth,; but to the (cwl thte lovers thereof may fee 
that what* is produced, doth not intend only oar 
own* particular commendations, but to (hew that Jthere 
have been before us certain great perfonages, whofc 
memory they reverence that havefpoken of the WaU 
denfes^ aa^pf the true ferva'nts of God, who have men- 
tioned the truth with the lofs of theic lives,- and ear* 
neftly defired in their times to fee the reformation we 
enjoy in ours;- , 

And as le Sienr de S, Aldegdnde faith, the occafion

And as the faid JldegMde obfcrves^ it "was a fpreat 
work of God, that.h.ow deligeat foever the P<af^ w^Hk 
thtir Clergy have been, ufiag likewife the affiftstnce -erf" 
fecular Princes and magiibates, to root them out, yet 
they could never do it ; neither by profcr^ionst, nof 
banifhrnents^nor excommunications,, nor publkationd 
of their Bulls, nor. Indulgences and Pardons to aU 
thofe that (hall ihake war agatnd them ; nor by apy 
manner of torments^ fire, flames, gibets, dl^thercruej 
cfFttfion of blood, could they ever hinder the current c« 
th^ir dodrine, but it hath ipread itfelf almoft iRtpaiU 
the corners of the earth. - 

Thus h^ih k Steur deSanBeAlclegonde writ of the WaU 
denfes. But forafmuch as doubt may be made, whether 
we have in thefe days any proofs in the world of their 
belief.

That Peter Waldo and the Waldenfis have kft lodi 
winch mate 'Proafof their helief^ and what they an:, 

THAT Waldo left fomcthing In writing unto us, 
it appears by that which Mccth. HJyricus faith, 
that lie hath certain parchment9 of his^ whieh iheir 
him to be a leanted -mail* • 

The author of the hiftory of the (late of the 
Church givcR this teftimony that followeth. Waldo^ at 
the fame time, faith he^ made a colkftion in the vulgar 
toiigue of fundry paffages of the ancient Fathers, to 
the end he njight defend his opinions not only by the 
authority of ^<? holy Scripture, but alfo by the tcfti* 
m^y of ^l^^ofiors again d his adverfaries. 

It is '^o th later van t 6f God to whpm we are rhuch 
Ijound'for the tftuU it ude of books -Writ ten by the Wal- 
denfcs. For as oft as he lighted upon any, he gathered 
thc:tn together and kept them carerully, whieh he did 
the more commodioufly, for that, as he fftith, he con- 
vcrfed with them almoft for the fpace of forty years, 
v^hlch was about fome fourfcore years "pad. For it was 
•bout the end of his days that he delivered to Come par- 
ticular 
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ticular perfons his fafd Memorials, which he had ga« 
thered tooching the WaUenfUf and all thofe aneieat 
books which he had collc^ed in their vallies, touch- 
ing the fubftance of which he thus fpeaketh. We 
have, faith he, certain ancient books of the Waldenfu^ 
containing Catcchifms and^ermons« which are manu- 
fcrips written in the vulgar tongue, wherein there is 
ttothing that makes for the Pope or popery. And It 
is wonderful, faith he, that they faw fo clearly in 
thofe times of darknefs, more gro& then that oi Egypt* 

From hence we concluded, that the dolSlrinc which 
hath been maintained in our times againJl human iir« 
▼entions, is nut new, but to thofe that have buried it 
wilfully, or whofe anceftors have deufted it, from 
their ignorance of the goodnefi thereof; there being 
found divers wruingSy and Chat fn great number, which 
make good that for this four hundred and fifty years 
Che doctrine of the reformed Churches is thefelf fame 
which for many ages have been buried by ignorance 
and ingratitude. 

Which our adveriaries themfelves have in forae fort 
ifvouched, when they fay and confefs, tliat the doc- 
trine which they call new, id but^the fubftance of the 
errors of the ancient iValdenfes^ asnjav appear by their 
own writings.

Won 
the hearts of many of the En^fif even of the greatelt 
men amongft them; infomuch that a certain fcholarcar^ 
riedto PragWy a>bookof Wickli£Fe% called the Uni« 
verfalitics, which being deligently read ovttr by John 
Hufsf he increafed and cxfjlained the do&rine long be- 
fore fowed In Boiemia by the Vfatdenfest and was in a 
manner hid from the time/ of WolJoi in fuch fort that 
many of the peoplt » fcholars, Nohlei atid Ecclefiadi- 
cal perfons themfelveii followed the &me do&rine» 

The Cardinal Sailarmine {kiih^ that Wickliffc could 
add nothing to the herefy of the U^aldenfes* 

Ecchlus lays an impiUatioa upon Luther^ that be 
hath done nothing el fe btit renewed the herefies of the 
W-aldenJes^ AlhigenfeSy Wickliffe, and John Hufi^ long 
fince iiondemnedl 

jdJpbonfus de.Cqftro^ faith, that Wickliffe hath done 
nothing elie but brought to light the errors ot th& 
WalJenfa. 

We need not therefore difpute any lotfger of the 
antiquity of this db£trine, but only of the purity 
thereof, fince that not only by the affirmation of thofc 
that were advcrfaries to the IValdenfes and the laft rc- 
formationy there are whole ages, during which 
the fubftauce of the^ belief hath remained in divers 

perfoflSy 
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periods, ^ho<;ryjng out agand the abufes which have 
crept into the Churchy have been opprefTtd by pcrfc- 
cutions. Alid for.as inuch as it is. denied, that we 
have had a fucceffion of fuch iaftruxnents, who bav.e 
q>pored^theoifelve8 /com time tf> ume againft thofe 
corruptions and errors, which hav^ born fway, we 
will produce tn the following Chapter, a catalogue, 
both of thofe which our radverfaries have named, 
and put to death, and of tbofe whom the Waldenfes 
have had for their Pallors, for thefe four hundred jand 
fifty years la ft paft, at lead of fis many as have con^ 
toltnowlcdge. 

CHAP. vn. 

Ih names of fiveral P/iJlqrs of the Waidenfei^ *who 
iavi inJlrtiSed them for four hundred years lafi. 
fafiy and have come to our knowledge* 

WADD0 from whom the Waldenfes took their 
name, began to teach the people in the 
year of our Lord ii6q, 

Le Sieur de SanSe Jlldegonde obfervcth, that at the 
idn)e time .that W^^o began to fhewhimfclf and to 
teach at Lyons^ Ood raifed others in Provence and 
Langudoa, among whom the principal were, /irnoldj 
Bfperoi\y and Jofepbt of whom they were named 
^rndldifts, Jofephtftsy ^nd E/peroniJs : though becaufc 
their do^^Fioe was firft received \n JiJii in tli£ .country 

0t 
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of the jilhigenfesj ihtf were commonly called Alhigen' 
Jesy in fuch manner that on the one iide the Vfaidenfes^ 
- and on the other the AUngenfes were as the two Olives, 

or the two Lamps which St. Jtihn fpeakcth of, whofe 

light did fp read itfelf through all the corners of the 

earth. 

A.t the fame timti, faith hci, followed' Pe^et^ Brms^ 
ivhereupen many called them Peter Brufi^is^ 

To whom- there fncceeded in do€krine, one Henry^ 
the one being a prieft the other a monk, and they 
taught in the Bifhopricks of Arks^ Amhrurtj Die, and 
-Oapt from whence being chafed away, they wcre.re- 
<:civcd at Tholoufe. 

There was a certain man, faith he, called Bartbtdo*. 
fnew born at CarcaJJ''me^ that;^ ordered and "governed 
the Churches in i?«^aW^, Croattar^ Dalmatian HungH' 
ryi and appointed minillers, as Matthew P^r/j reports, 
naming him their Pope or Blfhop, and alkdging to 
that purpofc the letter which the fiifhpp oi Portw 
ehfe Legate to the Pope in the parts thereabouts, writ 
to the Archbifliopofi?o5«and hisfuffragans; demand- 
ing fuccours and affiftance againft them, infomuch that 
they were at the tail conftrained to retire themfelvc» 
intodefarts, following that prophcfy in the I2 of the 
Revelation, which faith, that the woman gr-eat with 
child, that brought forth a man chikl, which i« 
the true Church of God, ftiould in fuch fort be 
perfccuted by the Dragon^, which caft out of 

bis 
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iiis ffioutli wtter as a <£o(yd aft^r tlie trcKfiafii tK^ 
lie might caafe her to be can-ied away 0:f the flo&dy ib 
that (he was conftrained to fly into the wilderfid'^'» 
where (he (hould be nouriihed for a time, and times, 
and half a time, or for the fpace of forty two months, 
or athoufandtwo hundred and threefcore days. 

Ramerius makes mention of two famous BKhops of 
tbe WaldenfeSf viz, of one Belazinan%a of Vervna^ 
and one John de LupOf who tadght ainotvgft thetn, as 
is above written, about the year 1250. 

Jmold Hoij Paftoir atnongll: the Wddcnfts^ .main* 
tained the difputiftton at MontReal^ whereof we (hall 
-ftiake mention in its due place* 

Lelfufd was alfo'tn great reputation amongft them, 
both for a commentary which he" had written upcm 
the Revelation, as alfo of that he had given kn'ow- 
ledge of th« Dodirine in England^ from whofe name 
the Waldmfes were calkd Lollards^ a terna of reproach 
t)ftcn nfcd by Bonner and other pcrfecutors in the 
days of ^teen Mury. ' 

The Wddenfes of the vallies ^l Angrongne^ of Dau* 
phlny^ Provencey^nd Calahria, have had for* their 
Pallors^ thefe whofe memories they have prcferved fo^r 
above three hundred years pad. 

John of the valley, of Eucrena^ who for foflae oflen<!c 

was fufpendcd from his office for feven years, dul-rng 

E which 
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iRrbich time he remained at Gmnes, where the PaftroH ' 
had a houfct as they had alfo another very fair one ai 

jPlorenee. 

John GirarJp A Meane,f fumamed i^ith the great 
hand« v 

Of the valley of Angrongne^ Thomas Bqfty^ who died 
in the fervice of the fValdenfes Churthes at Poville. 

Sehqfiian Bqftyt who died in Calabria. 

John Bellonat, of the fame valley, who was the firft 
amongft the Paftors that married a wife. 

Daniel de 'Vakntiaf and John de MoRnes. 

Thefe two were fent into Bohemia to ferve in the 
Churches of the Waldenfet gathered together in the faid 
Realm : but fhey Betrayed the Churchea, by impru* 
dence as is thought^ and brought muchmifchief upon 
them» by difcovering unto theenelnies of the faid 
JVaUenfes whatfoever they knew of their . troops and 
meetingSj whereby there happened a great perfeeu- 
tiony which occafioned the Churches o£ Bohemia- to 
write to the Waldenftan Churches of the Alps^ from * 
thenceforward not to call to fuch an high vocation^ 
any pezfon i^'hofe faith, honeffy and zeaU was not 
throughly known by long proof and experience. 

The laft Paftors which they had were Georgt 

Waurely and Peter Mafcon^ who in the year of oar Lord 

Hi^ were fent into Germany to confer of religion 

' witb 
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Wfhtk Oecolampadiusf Bucer and oUiem. Peter Mqfeem 
was taken prifoner at D^w* 

Steven Negrin and Le*Bui^ Pafchal were fcni into Ctf- 
pArta in the year ijiSo, to the WMenfian Churches at 
Montaldf St. Ktfit and oth|;r places thereabout. Steven 
Negrln was taken prifoner and fent to Cejence^ wher^ 
)ie died in prifon for want of fuflenance. 

Lettne Pafchal was fent to Rome^\'^\Ltxt he was con^ 
demned and burnt alive> Pope Btiu the fourth of that 
name being prefent and his Cardinals : whom he funi^ 
iDoned to appear before the throne of the Lamb> to 
gire an account of their cruelties. 

There are a great number of others, as may appear 
by the proc^fs commenced againft the Waldtnfes: of 
' .Dauphuiy which are come to our hands, 'wherein men- 
lion IS made of divers Paftors which they have had, 
who have been many times imprifoned, and delive^^ed 
unto death by the Monks and Inquifitors, who caufed 
them to be watched even upon the high Alps^ when 
they travelled from one company to another, but a» - 
we have only their bare names, it is no great ufe to the 
reader, to fill feveral pages with them. This fmall 
number may fu£Bce to -give us to underftand, that 
though their enemies did their beft endeavour wholly 
to baniih them, and to root them out from off the 
earth ; yet the eternal God hath not ceafed to provide 
labourers for his harveft, when there was any need to 
preferve^ even to this prefent day, namely 1600, only 
E a ' in 
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The money that it given nt bf the people^ is carri- 
ed to the aforciaid geaeral Cooncil, and is delivered 
in the prefeoee of all, and there it is received by the 
moft andcnt members of the Coancil, and part there* 
of is given to thofe that are travellers or wayfaring 
men, according to their neceffities, and part unto the 
poor* 

\^Ticn any of us that are Paftors Aall fall into any 
foul or unckan fin, he is caft out of our company, and 
fbrbiddc n the chai ge o f preaching. 

Amongil other povi^r and aathority vtltich God 
hath given to his fcnrants> it belongs unto them to 
choofe guides of the people, and Elders in their char- 
ges, according to the divcrfity of employments, in the 
"unity of Chrift. Which is proved by the faying of the 
iVpoftle in the Epiftle lo Titus, chap, i, ver. 5. For 
iiiscanfe *rft I thee w Creie^ that thoujhouldefl fetin or* 
ier the things thai are wanthgf amd ordmtt Elders m evC' 
fy City^ as I have appointed thee. 

Thns yon fee how the Paftors of the WaUenfes were 
chofen and maintained in their charge ; but to the end 
that their zeal may the better appear, we will infcrt in 
the following letter which one of the faid Pallors wrote 
to one of their Churches ; by which it may eafily ap- 
pear with how holy and fanSified affe^ion they labour- 
ed to call the people to repentance, and to inftrud 
them to the faith.

to maintain, Increafe, and nouriih to the utmoft of 
your power, without diminuation, thofe good begin* 
Bingt and cuftonvs which have been left unto us by our 
anceftors, whereof we are no way worthy- For it 
would little profit us to have been renewed by the fa- 
therly inftanccy and the light which bath been given 
OS of Gody if we give ourfelvea to worldly .diaboHcal^- 
and carnal converfations, abandoning the principal, 
which 18 God» »nd the fiilptton of our fouls, for thia 
Aort and temporal lite.

Letmethera* 

fore intrcat you by the love of God* that you decreafe 

' not, bat rdtlier increafe that charity; fear and obedt- 

cnce which it due unto God». and to yonrfelves, and 

keep all thofe good cufloms' which you have heard an4 

iinderftood of Cod, by our meanst' an j that you 

would remove from amongil yod all defaults and 

wants* troubling the peace, the love, the concord, 

and whatfoever take th from you the fervice of Godj 

your own falvatioif, and the adminiflt-ationof the truth; 

if you dfefire that Grod (hould be mercifulunto you Iri 

your goods temporal tind fpirituaL For you can do 

nothing without him ; and if you deBre to be heirs 

of his glory, do that which he commandeth' : If 

you' will' enter into life keep his commandments. 

Likewife be careful that there be not nooriflifed a* 

mongft you any fports, gluttony, dancings, nor any 

lewdnefs,- riot, queftions, deceit, ufury nor difcord ; 

neither fupport or entertain any perfons that are of a 

wicked con verfation, or that give any fcandal or bad 

example amongft you,.- but let charity and fidelity 

reign amongft you ; and all good example ; doing 

one to another as every #ne delires (hould be done 

unto himfelf. For otherwifi? it is not poffiblc'that 

any man fliould be fo^ed, or can have the fkvour cither 

of God or man in this world, or glory in another. 

And it is neceffary that the condu£l6rs principally 

Aould have a hand herein, and fuch as rule and govern.

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For Mplien the head is fick tSt the members are Hkc^ 
wife ill afFeded. And therefore if jou hope and de^ 
fire to poflefs eterna) lifer to live iq^good efteem and 
credit, and to profper in this world in jour goodt 
temporal and fpiritu^l, purge 'yourfelves from all dif- 
orderly ways* to the end that God may be always 
with you, who never fbrfaketh thofe that truft in 
him. But know this for a certain truth, that God hear- 
cthnot, nor dweikth with finaers, nor in the foul that 
it given unto wickednefs, nor in the man th«t is fuh- 
jeft unto (in. And therefore let every one elenfe the 
way« of bis heart, and fly the danger if he will not . 
periib therein. I have no other thing to write at thla 
prefent» but that you would put in pradice thefe 
things : And the God of peace be with you all, and . 
accompany us in our true, devout, and humble prayers, 
that he will be pleafed to fave all thofe his faithfi^ 
fcrvants who truft in Chrift Jefus.

We bch'eve that there is one Giad, the Father^ Son, 
and Holy Ghoft. 

We acknowledge for Holy and Cannonical Scripture 
all the Books of the Bibla. Then follows a Catalogue 
•f all thcBooks of the Old and New Tcftamcnt. 

The Apocryphal Books are not received or the 
.Hebrews, bat we read them for the inftrufkion of 
the people, not to confirm the authority of the Ec- 
defiaftical Dodtrtne&: Then follows a Catalogue of 
Apocryphal Books, a'S' they (land in our Bibles. 

The Books above named teach thus much, That 
there is one Gx)d Almighty, wholly wife and wholly 
good, who hath made all things by his gobdnefs. 
For he created Adam according to his owninaage 
and fimili^tude : but by the malice of the devil, and 
the difobedience of Adam^ fin entered into the world, 
and we arc made finners in Adam^ and by Adam. 

-That Chrift was promifed to oui' forefathers, who 
received the Law,, to the end tliat knowing their fin 
by theLaw,and their unrighteoufncfs and infufiiciency, 
they might defire the coming of Chrift, to the end 
ke might fatisfy for their fins, and accomplifli the 
Law by himfelf. 

That Chrtft was born at the time appoihtcd by God 
his Fatber, that is to fay, at a time when all iniquity 

abounded. 
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ilbounded, not for the fake of our good works, for 
all were fi oners'; but to /the end he mjght offer hi6 
grace aod mercy unto us. 

That Chrift is our life, truth, peace. Advocate, 
Paftor^ facniice and • lacrificer ; who died for 
the fakation -of all thofe .who believe, and is raifed 
again for oar juftiHcation. 

We. do alfo firmly hold, thw thcf^ is no othef 
mediator or advocate with God the Father, but only 
Jcftis Chrift. Atid as touching the Virgin Mary^ 
that (he is holy, hnm'ble, and full of grace ; and fd 
do we believe of all the Saints, who wait in 
Heaven for the refurre&ion of their bodies at th( 
day of judgment. , 

We do alfo bdjevle that 'after this life, there ire 
only two places ; the one for thofe that fhall be faved, 
the other for the damned, which we call Paradife and 
Hell, denying altogether Purgatory, as beitig a dream 
of Antichtift,, and invented -againll the truth. 

We have alfo always believed,, that the inventions 
of men are sfn -unfpeakable abomination before God, 
as the feafts and the vigils of Saints, holy water, and 
luch like, bu^ principally the MaJSfes. 

We do abhore all human inventions, as coming 
from Antichrift, all which bring troubles with them*

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Wc believe that the Sacraments arlc outward fign« 
of holy thing€, or vifiblc forma of iflvlfiblc grace; 
and are of opinion that it is good that the fattfaful do 
feme times ufc thofe figns and vifibk forms. But 
nevcrthelcfs we believe and do hold, that ttic afore- 
faid faithful may be fa^ed, not receiving the faid 
figns where they want opportunity to ufe them. 

We do not acknowledge any other Sacrament but 
Saptifm and the Euchrift. i. >• the Lord's Supper, 

We do honour the fecular power with all fubjc^ont 
obedience, promptitude and payment. 



C H A P. XI. 

jfnefher Oonfe/^cn of the Ifdith of -the wMenJes.' 

WE believe that there is only one God> trho t« 
a Spirit, the Creator of all things, the Father 
•of all, who is above all, and in us all. Who is to be

We brieve that theHoIyGhoft-is our Com€:>rter, 

^•preceeding from the Father and the Son} by wbofe

We believe Aat there irf one holy Church, which is 
the congregation of all the faithful, which have been 
'from the beginning of the wofld, and (hall be unto the 
end, whereof our Lord Jefus Chrill is the bead: 
which Churdi is governed by his word, and . guided 
by the Holy Ghoft, in -whkh all good Chriftian* 
ought to remain: for it prayetti without xeafing. for

We hold that the Miniftcrs of Che Church ought 
to be irrcprchenfible both in life and dodlrine, other-

We confiera that Kings, Princesj and Governors 
are ordained and eftabli(hed Miniflers of God, whom 
we arc to obey. For tbey carry the Jword for the 
defence of .innocentSy and the punifhment of male- 
fa£lorft; and for this caufe^we' are bound to do them 
honour, and to pay tribute. From which power and 
authority no man can exempt htmfelf, a9 ntay appear 
by the example of our Lord Jcfus Chrift, who refbfed 
not to pay tribute,, oat chalteogtng any jurifdidlon 
.of temporaLpower. 

We believe^ that in the Sacramcntof Baptifm the 
water is the vifible eiLternal fign, which reprefenteth 
unto U8 th^ power and virtue of God invifible, fo 
working in us, by his, grace, renovation of the 
Spirit, and mortification of our ir^embers in Jefus 
ghrift, by which wc are al(b received into the holy 
congregation of the people of God ; protefting ao^ 
declaring before it our faith and change of life* 

We hold the Sapper of our Lord Jefus Chrift, to 
be a holy remembrance and thank/giving for the be^e* 
fits which we have received by his death and paffion, 
whi<;h is to be received in faith and charity, examin- 
ing t>urfelve8, that fo we may eat of that bread and 
ilrink of that cup, as it is written in the holy Scripture*

VTc confcfs that they that fear God, feek the things 
that plcafc him, doing good works, which he 
hath, prepared to the end we (hould walk in them, 
which are charity,, joy, peace, ^patUnce^ btnlgnJty, 
goodnefs, naeeknefd, fpbricty, and other wofki con«* / 
tailed in the holy Scripturti, 

_ Oil the contrary, we confeft that we are to take 
heed of falfe teachers^ whofe end. is to call people 
fr»m the true worfiiip of God ; and to' reft thcmfelvea 
upon creatures, putting their confidence in them, aa 
9^to to perfwadc the people to leave thofe good duties 
thfat arc contained in the holy Scriptures, and to do 
thofe invented by men. 

We hold, the OM and New Teftament for the rule . 
o£ our faith, and we agree to the general confeflioa 
of'&itfaj, with thofe Articles contain,cd in the Syn?bol 
0^ the Apoflles^ which dath thus begen, I helUve in 
God ifc 'Fi^£r jilmgky^ bfc. 

Fiona hence, we fee the purity of the Doftrines held 
by thefe primitive Roformers, as virell as the hoUucfs 
o£theirli:«es; either of which may aftoniibut, efpeci|il- 
ly if we eonfidcr thedatknefev^hich foreounded th<jm> 
and the few advantages which they had at that woe* 
ful period of apoftacy. The received iAaxim, that ig- 
noraace fa ^he iaother of deirotloiiy had well nigh 
F z bani(hed 
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baftJifccd Icarnmg as Well at religfen i^ of the WorUTr 
Nay, fo ignorant w<re fome of the Priefts that they 
toiild not read ; yea,, that many of the Bifhops could 
not write their own name, infomueh that it wat| 
common, and thought no difgrace for the Signature 
of a Biftiop to be a mark, like that of a poor country 
man in our time, and was thus exprcffcd, the mark 
of his Lordftiip of L. J>. or whatever Dioccfs hej 
might be fet over. From hence we may judge how 
the people were taught, and the great pity tind mercy 
of God in raGng up fuck burning and (hining lightt 
aathe WaUenfes were, and whofe light will never be 
put out, but will fhine brighter and brighter to the 
perfc^ day. Having brought forwaid, their origin 
from as far back as we can trace it ; the holtnela of 
their lives from tlie tcftimony of boih friends, and 
avowed enemies ; it will be neccflary in the following 
book to exhibit their examples of faith and patience 
under the iron hand of avarice and bigotry ; in vvhich 
we fee as the real doArines ot Chrift, and the ezperi* 
cnce and lives of his Saints are the fame in all ages j^ 
fo rage, felfifhnefs, bigotry and perfecution have al- 
ways been the fame from the Egyptian bondage to 
the prefent time.

The doctrines of the WaUenfes arefufficiently known. 

by what is contained in their cohfeffions above men- ' 

tioned : and yet neverthelefs, it is for the fame that 

they have been perfecuted for the fpace of four hundred 

and fifty years i and ftill would be if they ICved i\ear 

thofc 
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thofe fikcee where human tnTentions are preferred be- 
ton the word of God. For%tKott^h Satan be con«> 
foandedi and his kingdom difitpatcd by the brightnefs 
of the Gofp^f yet he ceafeth not to hold thofe under 
the yoke of idolatry* whofe under (landings he hath ^ 
bh'ndcdy and to keep them by violence under the 
tyranny of his laws* hiding that ignorance and etror 
which men naturally love» in that darknefs whereia 
they take pkffure. But as it hath not pleafed the 
eternal God, that the faith of his fervants and martyrs 
fhould b^ buriedt fo it likewife pleafeth him, that 
their conftancy ihould be made manif eft for our edifi- 
cation and example. And this is the reafoji why hav- 
ing (hewed in th^ firii book, that the IValdenfet be- 
lieved for iahration what was neceflaryy I have thought 
good to publiih . in the fecond book .what is come 
to knowledge of their fufiPerings for righteoffn^fs. 

Reader^ whoever thou art, whether Churchmaa 
orDiflenter; ArminianorCalvtneft; keep thy hands, 
tby tongue, thy heart, thy influence at the remQtcd 
diftance from perfecution. Let God carry on his own 
work in his own way. If tinners are converted to 
God, rejoice! they are the purchafe, the dear bought 
parchafe of thy Saviour's blood. Thou wilt fee thtfc 
niartyrsandconfeflbrs were not fuffering and contending^ 
for(hadoW8,orcuningly dcvifed fables. O ! no, 'twas the 
honour of their crucified Lord ; the life, power and 
praftice of real religion ; it was for that Gofpel which ' 
is the power of God to.^n cndlefs life. By pcrfecu- 
F J tioa 
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tion I odderftaa<l any reftraint in point of fytm^ or 
iyftems, times or. places* For he who would compcf 
ane in any of thefe circumftances^ or refufe my fpcitty 
or connexion on that account, that man would carry 
his violence much farther were it in his power ; and it 
is happy for me that neither my liberty,, nor property, 
nor life is in the hands of fuch a tyrant. O let us he- 
ware of fuch intolerance in any (hape whatever, and let 
us allow each one liberty to give all diligence tojnake 
his calling and elledion fure.

C H A P. I. 

By whom ibe Wahknfet have been perfecuteJy for wiatf 
by what meatUy and in what time. 

He Waldenfet have had no greater ene- 
mies than the P(fes\ becatffe, Monk 
RoinertUi fays, that amongft all thofc 
that have raifed themfelves againil the 
Church of Rome^ the IValden/es have been always the 
mod dangerous and perniciousy infomuch that they 
have refilled. hiai for a long time; as alfo becaufe this

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ScA 18 more general, for there h fcarce any coutttrf 
la which it hath not taken footing. And becauiie afl 
olher by their blafphemies agaitift God, ftrike horro? 
into men's heart« ; i>ut this on the contrary, hath a 
great appearance of piety, for %hcy carry themfelves 
uprightly before men, and believe rightly touching 
God ID ail things, holding all tbe Articles that 4re 
contained in the Symbol, hating and reviling the 
Church of Rome^ and therein they are eafily believed 
of the people. Such is the teftimony of this bitter 
enemy to Chrift and hi» followers* 

And tn another place the faid Rainerius faiA) that 
the firft leflbn that the Waldenfes give to thofe wboai 
they witi to their Se6^, is this, that they teach them 
What the Difciples of Chrift ought to be, and tlmt by 
the words of the Gofpel and the Apoftles, affirmnig, 
that they only are the fucceflbrs of the Apoftles, that 
immitate their b'fe. Inferring thereby, faith he, that 
the Pope, the Bithops^ and Clergy, that poffefs and 
eAjoy the riches of this world, and feek aFter thera^ 
follow not the examples of the ApoAles^ and there- 
fore are not the true guides of the Church ; it never 
being the purpofe of Chrift Jefus, to commit his 
chafte and beloved fpoufei to thofe who rather profti- 
tufe her by their^'^ad examples, and wicked adioh^ 
than prcfent her in that purity yherein they received 
her at the beginning, namely, a Virgin cha'ftc and 
without fpot. Reader, note this. 



In 
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In ksiKd tkmfore of divers difoourfcs which the 
Widdenfa hsive written againft the luxuryt avarice^ 
pride,' and errors brought on by the Pope, they have . 
always perfecuted them to death* ^ » 

The means they hare uftd utterly to exterminate 
tnem, have been in the firft place th^r curfes, canons* 
confHtutionSs decrees^ and whatfoever elfe might 
make them odious to the Kings, Princes^ and people 
of tbe earth ;:* giving them ovcF) as much as lies in* 
their power, unto Satan, intcrdidingthcm all com* 
mnnion and fbcicty with thofc that obey their bws^,- 
judging them unworthy to inherit, or to- make wills, 
or to be buried in common churdi yards ; confifcating 
their goods, difinheriting their heirs, and where they 
could by any means apprehend them, they have con.* 
dcmned them to be delivered to the fecufer power, their 
houfes to be raifed, their lands and inoveablea confiT* 
cated, or given to the firft conqueror. 

Bnt forafmuch as no Prince or Magiffrate, or any 
other had any power to frame a proceW'againft any in 
the faft of pretended herefy ; command was given to 
the Bifhops, every one in his jariididion, to make 
an inquiry into their jf^ock8, "^nd take notice how every 
particular perfon was affededi to the ordinances of the 
Popes, and the Church of Rome. So when IValdo be- 
gan tot complain againft the cormptlonB of the faid 
Church of Rome, jilexander the third, then 'Pope, 
enjoined the Archbifliop of LyotUf to proceed agarnft 

him> 
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Kim ; and forafmUoh at tbe fald Prelate di^ dol banil^ 
hiOi^aecordiQgly and as foon aft he defired^- he.fpeediljr . 
ai&mhled acauncily.where he excomimiiiicsted IValA^ 
and all thofe tha^ followed ht8>do^iae* 

But thiV rooans wa& thought^ ta be toor eafy for fir 
preifing an afttpn as this of the ff^M^n/est who ceafed . 
not for all tho(e thunderbolts^ to preach, that the 
Pope was jintkhrl/hf^ the Mafi an abomination.^ the 
H^ an idol> and Purgatory a fable t , Points that be- 
ing recdved were fufficicnt^to overthrow all the au- 
ih.ority of the Popei and to .dry up all the rivers of 
g^ia to the Clergy. And-therefore Innoi:ent the thirdr- 
who (uoceeded Pope Cehfim the thirds . about the year 
11,38, took another courfc tfian that o£ the ordinary 
Biibops> to frame the procefs againft ^the W.aldfnfes^ 
ai^ othet:8 whom he called HeretiGk6. He authorized 
ceitain Monks, who ha4 th)e full power of Uve ^n- 
quifition in their hands, and framed the ptocefs de- 
livered to the fecular power, by a full and abfblute 
attthorltyr^andafarihorterw^y, but much RHaro crufl); 
delivering the^%op^e by thoufands in ta the. hands of 
ibft Magiftrates, and the.MagHlratesto theexpcnti-. 
owers; whereby m a, few; years,.. all Chriilendom was; 
jnuch^rnqvedby tbofc pidful and himentftble fpeAad^s, 
to fee. all thofeburnc^, or hanged, who tru^fied only in 
one Lord" Jefujs Glirill for their fal^tioa ;. and re«» 
nounced the vain hopes invented by men, and (o^ their 
profit^ which waa a)l the fruit of that aforefaid In^Mii* 
IkioDir which we.(hji^lfpeak^ofii\.thefoUQwiQg chaj^er.

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CHAP. 11. 

Of the Inqutfiiionm 

'T N tl)€ beginning of the perfecutjon of the Pope$^ 
X utterly to exterminate the IValdenfesy they were 
content with the means above mentioned in the prece- 
ding Chapter^ but either becaiife the bufinefs went 
but flb^^ly fofwaed, or notwithftanding tltefe meanit 
the number increafed in fuch manner of thofe who 
b«lieTedj:thatthcfe m^ans. were found to be too weak* 
it waa refolted by Pope Innocent the thirds to tryl)y 
the way of prcachHig if he could c^t^ln that, which' by 
'Violence, he could never do. He fent therefore cert^ia 
Bifhops and Monks, who preached in thofe places of 
the WaJdenfes that were fufpefted to profefs their re- 
ligion ;.but as a ceitain writer fays, the faid preachera . 
converted not any, but a few poor peojile ; for the 
mqft part ftill -petfifted in the-profeffion of thejr faith. 
In Gallia Narhomnft there were crhployed two Monks, 
^hat is to {2i^y Pierre de Chateauneuf^ znd Zhminic born 
at Ccddhorre \n Spam, to- whom they joined a certaia' 
Abbot of Cifleaux and in a throng, asit were together, • 
there came jnany other, Priefts and Monks, and' a- 
inongft the reft a certain Biftiop of Cefr^. Dominie 
continued his perfccutions of the Waldenfes both ia 
deed and word.. This Monk feeing himfelf to be in 
authority, inftiluted an' order of legging'Monh^ wh» 
after bis name were called Dominicans ^ and the (aid 

Jifoak 
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Monk wa8 c.anoDize4» and bU Order ^oofirmed 1^7 
•pope Honoriuu 

He laboured in the Inquifitton Sis the chief, with 
fuch fatisfaftionto tlie Pope, that from that time for- 
ward, the Monks of his Order, have. been always em- 
ployed in the I nqiiilit ion. . 

The power given to thefe Monks who wereloquifitors, 
was without limits. For they could afiemble the people, 

- when they pleafed, by the found of bell ; proceed a- 
^ainft the Biihops themfelves, .and fend out a4>rocef8f 
if there were need, to imprifon, -and to open-ihe 
^prifons without VcootroL All -nanner of accufatieos 
were fufHcent; A Sorcerer, a Harlot w(p*e fufficent 
^vritoefles, without reproach, in the pretended hereff- 
It was no matter who did accufe, or whether by 
Asrord of mouth, or by tickets caft in before the Jn- 
jquifitor; for without 4iny peribnal appearance, ior coa- 
ironting one an other, the procefs was framed* with- 
out party, -without witnefs, or any other Jaw, 
than the plcafure of the Inj^uifitor. To be rich was 
a crime near unto hercfy, and he ..that had any 

^ thing to loofe, was in the way t© be undone, either 
418 an herctick, or at leaft, a favdurer of hereticks. 
One bare futpicion (lopped the mouth s. of fathers a n^ 
mothers, and kinsfolk, that tbey.durft not intercede 
for fear of punifhment ; and he that did intreat for 
the conveyance of a cup of cold water, or a little, 
•firaw to lie upon in fome (linking dun|[eon, was con- 
^demned for a favourer of hereticks^ and brought to 
. * . the 
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^ tbe^fiiitte or worfe extremities. 'There was so .advo-> 
cate thatdurft undertake the defence of his aeareft 
Jeinffnao or friend, or Notary tliat durft require anjr 
ad in fcis favour* And that which vas ofipfe, after 
that a nvan was once eatai^gkd within the faarea of 
the InqinfitioUf he coajd n«ver live in any afiuranoe^ 
for he had always to begin again i For if any man 
weffrfet at liberty, it was o»ly for a., time till they 
«ight eonfidet of iu De»th ttielf made, not an end 
#f the puniflMient, for they loive left us certain copies 
«f their fentences agaiaft the bones of the dead, to 
dtfinter aod bmm^ihemy yeathirtyyearsafterthe.de* 
•ccafe of the party accufed. They that were heirs 
had aochingr certain ; forupftn.any aecufjlti^n (^tjieir 
lathers or Icindred, they durft. n^t und<^taMe the 49«> 
fence of. their oiyn. right, or pcfffefs, their own inhen^ 
lance, withont the .-mme of fufpicion <ff her^fy^ 
The .people, yea. th«j opofl ftiighty, and richcft mmf>tigi\ ' 
diem, wereiConftKaiqed, in a. manner, to adosrc thefe, 
Monks the Inquifitors, and to beftow uppn th^ great 
prefents for the buildifig of theit Cqnvents and dona- 
tions of-thcir hoii&s* for ftwc j^f being acciiifed (^ 
herefy,. and not be ofteesn^d jti^alous. for jthe fmh o| 
thoie holy f#ih«)FS. • Anii "^he b^er ^ entciif^^in men. 
with an appreh^nfipn .<>f .tbiefe things, theyrfometiflops 
made (hews and bi:av<u)ofsof their .prifpners^ leadipg 
thcnri in triumph at their proceffion, ferae being en- 
joio^dto whip themiiebes^ others to go cuvcced after 
the banner of St. J^^e^^x, thati&ta £ay, withcer^r^ 
tain x^d Cafibcks with- yeliuw cs^oiTe^ Aofignify that 
G they 
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they were fuch as bad been convinced oF fome errott 
and that the firft offence they ihould afterwarda 
comaait, they fliould be condemned for hereticka. 
Others appeared in their ihirt8» bare-foot and bare- 
beaded, and a withe about their necks* a torch in 
ihcir hands ; that being ^hus prepared and fur nifhedt 
they might give terror to the befaoldei;^, to fee fuch 
perfbns of all eftates and fex, brought to Co mj&rabfe 
9 condition ; being all forbid to enter into the Chu'rchp 
but to ftay in the porch, or even caft an eye upori the 
Hoft when it was (hewed by the Prieft'; until it was 
jQtherwife determined by the Ffuhers, the Inquifitors* 

And for the full accompliihment of the content- 
ment of the faid Fathers, the accufed were exiled 
for a penance, into the holy l«and, or in rolled for 
fome other expedition *againft the Tiiri/, or other In» 
£deh, levied by the Pope, to fcrve the Church for a 
certain time at their own charge ; And in the mean 
time, the faid holy Fathers took poffeflion of the 
goods of the poor Pilgrims ; and that which was 
worft of all, at their return, they muft not enquire 
whether the faid Monks had in their abfence any 
private familiarity with their wives ; for fear leaft they 
ihould be condemned for backfliders, impenitent, a^d 
altogether unworthy of any &vour. 

Now thefe violences being executed frdtai the year 
1206, which was about the time that Domnic cre&ed 
bis Inguifitiooy po the year izzB, thisre was Xo great 
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g Itatock macle af poor Chnftians, that the Arch« 
bifliops of Ahf Aries f and Narbongf bcrag aflefflbled 
together at AvignM^ in the fame year, at the 
inftance of the faid Monks, the Inqaffitorsy to confer 
with them about divers difficuhies in the execution of 
their charge, had compaffion oti the mffery of a great 
number that were aecufedi and kept in prifon b^ the 
laid Monka» the Iiiquifitort» faying i 

It is come to our knowledge^ that you have appre* 
hended fo great a number of the Waldtnfa^ that it is 
not only impol&bie to defray the charge of their 
nourifhment, but to provide Ixme, and done to build 
prifons for them; we therefore counfel you that you 
defer a little fuch imprifonments, until the Pope majr 
be advenifed of the great numbers that have been apt 
prehended, and that he advife what pleafeth him 
to be 'done ; if not, there is no reafon you (hould < 
take off^nfCf for thofe that are in^nitent and incor* 
rigible, orthatyoufbould doubt of their relapfe, or that 
they fhould efcape away, or having their liberty, 
Ihould iofefk others,' becaufe you may condemn fuch 
perlbna without delay. 

But notwithftanding, in the year 1160, there were, 
according to the report of Morels above eight hundred 
thoufand perfons, that made profcf&on of (the faith of 
ih^lvAWaldcnfis. 

As touching the fubtilities of the faid Ihquifitors, 

wo fhould not have had any knowledge thereof, but

No inan (hall be held as a penitent ffiiRi if he ^e> 
cun ifol tliofe that he kftdwi to be AuA u hinAit. 

He that accufeth not thofe^at are like unto himfelf^ 
(hall be cut off from the Churchy, as a rotten niember y 
for fear left the members thai are foundi 'fliould bti 
- corrupted by him. 

Alter ^ny bne hath b^en delivitfred to the ftcotor 
power, great care muft be taken , that he be not fi^f- 
fefed to excufe himfelfy 01^ to niatiifeft'his (nnoce^ty 
before the people : becaufe if he be delftered to dtath^ ' 
it is a ftumbling block to the lay-peOple ; and if he 
make aa efcape, there is danger of his loyalty. 

Gooci heed muft be taken, not to'prdmtte Kt^ umo 
Tiim that Ts condemned to death, before the people; 
conlidering that ah Heretick will riever fuffer Minfelf 
to be burnt, if he may efoapeby fach 'promifes. And if 
he fhall pfomife to ngpenl before the people^nf he 
. ; :: \^ ha^c 
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bave; not his. life granted onto hiM, there will arife 
B reproach amoi^|;ft theixiy and it will be thought thdt 
he is unjuftly pot to death. 

Note, fay they, that the Inquifitor ought always 
to prefuppofe the fa^l, witiiout any condition, and is 
only to enquire of the circumftances of the fa^j as 
thus ; how often haft thou^confeffed thyfelf unto the 
Hereticks ? In what chamber of the houfe have Xhtyt 
\dL\ft I and the like things* 

The Inquiiitor may look into a book, as if he found 
there written, the life of him that is accufed, andtali • 
that he enquires of him* 

It is neccffary to threaten death to the accufed. If he 
confefa not, and to tell him the fa6t is too n(ianifefty 
that it is fit he fhould think of his foul, and renounce 
his herefy, for he muft die; and therefore it (hall be 
good for him to take patiently whatfoever fhall light 
upon him. And if he (ball anfwer i (ince I miift die, 
I liad rather die in that fahh I profefs, thap in that of 
the Romi(h Church $ then conclude for certain, that 
before he made but a (hew of repentence, and fo let 
him fuifer juftice* 

, We muft not thiiik to vanquifli Hereticks by learn- 
ing, or«by the Scriptures, inafmuch as men that are 
learned, .are rather confounded by them, whereby it 
comes to pafs, that the Hereticks fortify themfclves^ 
feeing they are able to delude tUenwft learned. ' .*

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Moreover the Inf uiGtotr muil tcU them* that they 
fhall gain nothing by fweartug fal4y> h/eq#fe tfcef 
have enough to convince tbern by witaefe } and t^re- 
fore they muft not think, that by means of thw oaih 
they tiall avoid the fentence o^ death ;^ but they muft 
promife them, that if they wiH freely confeft their 
«rror, they (hall have wiercy 5 lor in fuch perplexities, 
there are muny, that conftfs their etror in hopeto 
Tfcape* 

Thus you fee the fubtih'ties of the Inquifitors^ fuch 
US they praaifed, in times paft, againil the WaUenJet 
Jhrpu^hout all Europe. It remains that we now fee 
what their praAice hath been in every particular 
Realm and Province, fo far forth as is come to li^ht. 
And firft we will begin with Dauphiriy^ becaufeitift 
the Province into which Waldo and his followers rs- 
tired thetnfelves at their departure fronv Lyons ^ 

CHAP. III. 

Tbeftiferhtgs vf the WMenftan Churches In Dauphtnp 

THUS Perrln writes, the Waldenftan Churches 
in Dauphlny^ have been for thefe many hundred 
years fpread abroad thn ughout divers parts of the 
Province. . For they have had Churches- in Valentki 
where there are plac-s, wherein timeout of mind, 
the faith cf the IValdenfis h^xh been received from

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the iatlker to the foa^ w As FuulqtuSf Beauregard^ 
J^ulentia^ aftd La Bauhne near Creft ; out of .which 
jd^aoeff t^ere are come to Qur h%\\i%f certain. proceiTea, 
ai^inil fome fiayticular pcrfooe of the iame places^ for 
bfetng acctifed by the Inquifitorfr of adhering to the 
faith of the. IValdsnfes above three hundred years flncor 
But the moCl famous Churches of the faid Pru7tocer 
are thofe of the valley of Fraffinierey near Ambmny 
of Argenterie^ of the valley Loyfe. On thtr other fide 
of the AipSy thcire is a valley called the valley of Pra^ 
gelny. where they have inhabited lime out ©f mind. 
A vallej that is in the Jurifdiftioii of the Archbifhop 
of Yvrin, peopled even at this prefcnt with thofc that 
defcended from the H^aldenfir, They were the in- 
faabkants of this valley that pcopkd the Waldenftan^ 
▼allies of Feidmonf^ La Peroufe^ St, Martin^ An^ 
grongncy and others ; as alfo thofe of the WaldenfeS' 
who inhabited Pnmencei and CaLhrkir are leome out 
of thofe places of Dauphtny^ and Peidtnont^ In the 
talley of Pragela^ there are at this day fan I judge about 
the year 1600, or rather before, )/tix goodly Churchcsj 
every one having their Paftor^ and every Pallor having^ 
divers villages, which belong, to every one of ihtfe 
Churches, all filled with thofe whidi have dtfcendeJ 
from the ancient Waldenfes. They are Churches truly 
reformed time out of mind. For although ifi the faid 
valley» there are at this prefent old people, and not 9 
fmall nnmber, near a hundred years old, and fome 
older, yet thefegood old men, have never heard fron* 
their fathers, orgrandfathcrs, that mais was ever fung 
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in iHeir timea in that country. And tbouglf ptfrha;* 
the ^rchbffliops of Turing have caufect it to be fon^ 
in.the faid valley, whereof the inhabitants have had no 
l;nowledge, yet there are not any amongft theai that 
make profeffion of any other faith or belief, than the 
confeffion whereof we hav« mentioned in the foroier 
book. 

La Sieur de Ftgnausc^ who was one of the firft 
Paftors that preached to his people, long b^orc the 
exercife of the reformed Reh'gion was free ifi France, 
cojLild not fuffiicently praife the integrity and piety of 
thefe people ; whom he found altogether difpofed to 
receive the word of God, which their fore-fathers 
k^d chert(hed» and ia which they had inftruded their 
pofterity. And it was worthy of obfervation, that not* 
witbftanding, they were weakned on all (Ides, and 
environed with enemies of their Religion^ in danger 
to be apprehended when they went out of their doorSi^ 
yet there was never any worldly motive»-that had power 
to alter their holy reit>lutionv . from the father to the 
fon> to feVve God ; taking hia word lor th« rule of 
their faith> and his law for the rule of their obedience. 
And they have been bklTed of God, above all Chrif-, 
tian people throughout Europe ; infomuch that their 
infants were hardly weaned from their mother's bread, 
but their parents took a lingular delrght to inftru^ 
them in the Chrlftian faith and dodrine^ until they, 
were able to confound maay perfoas dwelUng elfe-;

To this pals their Paftora brought them, who not 
being content to give them exhortations upon the 
Sabbath days, -But went alfo in the week-days to in* 
ftrud thexDy in the villages and hamlets thereabouts ; 
not fparing themfelves for the roughnefs of the rocka^ 
the coklnefs of the air> the incivility of the country^ 
where they were fain to climb tip high mountains to 
Vtiit their flocki aad to carry unto theoi the food of ^ 
their foukf even&tthQ£B timet when the people ta 
the heat of funmer. were keeping their cattle upon the 
High rocks, and there they often teach aird inftru£t 
vhem in th$ open fields^ Tbei*e yot^ may fee thofe- 
iHat bear the word of God with sttention and revei% 
cncei There difcipline i« eseroifed with much fimt» 
There the people pray with fervency of zeal, atthevr 
veturn froin their labour, at nigU when they go to 
their r«ft, itnd iti thr fiaorning Jaelbre they undertakie 
&ny work % firft in .their private honfesr then in the 
Temple they beg fhe affifl^uice of the Lord in aU 
their aftioas, thoughts, words and deeds } and (b 
betake them&lfes to their bbours, uuder the piotec- 
tion of the living God, whom they Ic^ve,. honour and 
^dore. There, you may difcover more zeal andfimplb- 
city, than in many other places, that abound ia 
the delights and ple^fures of this worl3 ; neither are 
theyferode andhlbcki#i,,but that they have divers 
^<»%ft them thai oAn read, and deKfcr their miad* 
■ - . " m 
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in good terms, cfpecistlly they that tnnrcl (ometm^ 
into the lower countries for tradfe and commerce J 
they haVc khools wherein their children arc taoghtf 
neither do they want any thing they think neceffary 
to advance the glory of God amongft them* 

The firft perfccutton thfat is come to our knowledge-, 
was that, which was moved by a certain Monk of the 
order of the Frier- Minors, named Francit Borel&i 
having a commifSon in the year 1380, to make in- 
quiry, aiid to inform touching the Scft of the IVal^ 
4onfis9 in the Diocefc of ^iV, /hletf Amhrun^ Vten* 
noi Geneva, Aubotme^ Sa^^ the^ F'gnetioa County, 
Dyois, Forefixf xht FrincfpaKty of Orenge^ the City 
of Avignon and Sdon \ as his Bull gave him authority, 
which he received from Clement the feventh, who 
then was Resident and rnled in Avignon^ By reafon 
of the n^arnefs of his Court to the habitation of the 
WaUenfes^ he thought good to purge Dauphmyy of 
thofe that held him to be Antichrift ; and for thft 
caufe he commanded the'BHhops of Dauphiny^ Pro' 
- veocet and other places, to which his power did extend; 
for there was then a fchifm, and aR^ Europe was divide 
ed, partly for Urban the fixth, and partly for this 
faid Ckmentf to watch in foch fort over their ftocksj 
that there might not any live amongft them who were 
of the Sea of the WMenJeu 

This Monk, cited to appear before bini» at Aminati 
all. the inbabiuou ^f Frn^ffinicref Argenti^ef and the 

valley 
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ysSky pMiey upon pain t>f jexcommunication. They 
3i|)pearcd not, nor any for th€=m, and weije therefore' 
condemned ibr their contumacy, and in the end (hut 
out of jthe Church, by the lad and moft dire^ail ex- 
communipation ,of offendeu : and in the fpace of 
thirteen years, during whlcU time he now and then 
caught one or other, and delivered to the ftcolar 
power to be bui^4it at Qfjsnd>le^ to the nurtxbier of one 
hundred aad^fty -men, divers women, with .man^r oE 
their Tons and .daughters well (Iricken in ye^irs, whofe 
flames we ha«e not bei:e iniS^tted becj^ole w.e w^ould 
not weary thfrT^esdei^ 

Of the v^Jliey c^ Jrgenilere ^nd Trqffinteres^ xX, 
both Je^es^ to the number of eighty^ were all con- 
demned to be delWered to the fecular power ; in fu,ch 
fort, that whenfocyer any of them was apprehended^ 
he was prcfently brought to Gr/wo^/p, andthcre with* 
out any Q.ther Jn^w;oT prQcefs, i}m:nt:Mive/» 

Tfhis lafft. Sentence was pronouBced jAt'jfmtrm m 
the Cathedral Church, in the year 1393* to thp.great 
gain of the Inquiptors, who adjudged %o thcmfelves 
two parts of ihe .goods jof the laid .condemned, and 
the .rctt to the ten^poral commanders, <with. inhibition 
to tlyeir bordjeri«ig neighbours, to affift thjem in any 
manner, to receive them, vifil;, defend, ortpminifter 
wlief or fuftenance to any of them, tor tp converfc 
with theiii in any fort, or to do them any favour, or 
ffx^ them- any »id orco^mfel^upon pain ot being 

treated 
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treated as a favourer of hcrcticks; they being declar- 
ed unworthy of all officrt, and public chat^ges and 
councils ; forbidding every man to ufc the ferrice of 
any of tbcm in matter of teftimony, they tbemlelves 
being judged infifflicieDt tt> make a will, or to fbcceed 
in any inheritance. 

Tilts MonkTeferred to himf«lf» by the fald fentenoc^ 
the review ^nd examination of the proct&of ^mie 
dozen that he named therein ; and they were tbofe 
•which he would willTngTy have to ^^afs by tbcgoMeii 
gate. For in the procefs that is^^ome lo our hatidst 
there are many that complain, that they had never 
been entangled in the fnares of the Inquifitorsy but 
for their goods ; being well known thai they never 
iiad any knowledge of the belief of -the WakUnfu. 

As touching the Waldenfet of the valley of -^m^Ai^ 
tlicy were afFalled by their enemies upon the ^de of 
Suja,^ a town in Petdmont^ about the year 1400 : And > 
forafmuch as they had many times aiTaulted them ia , 
^ain, at fiich times as they could retire themfelves in- J 
to the high moantains, and caves or hollow places 
thereof, from whence they might maeh arnioyt 
and hinder thofe that came to aflail -^em, the faid 
enemies fet upon them, abont the feaft of the Nativity 
of Chrift, a time when thefe poor people never thought, 
that any would have dared to havie pafifed the mouo* 
tains, being covered with fnow, who feeitig their 
craves and cameras taken by their eneiirieip they be- 
took 
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took themfelves to one of the higheft mountains of 
the ^ip^t named afterwards the Mergamt that is to 
fay, the mountain of retreat ; and running together 
in troops with their wives and children, the mothers 
carry tog their cradles, ^nd leading their infants by ^ 
the handy that were able to go; the enemy followed them 
until nighty andilew'many before they could recover 
the mountain. They that were then flain had the 
better bargain. For night coming upon thcfe poor 
'people^ which were in the fnow, without any means to 
make a fire, to warm their little infants, the greateil 
part of them were benummed with cold, and there 
were in tbe morning fourfeore fmall infants dead in 
their cradles ; and moft of thevr mothers died after 
them, and divers others were giving up the laft gafp. 

The enemies being retired in the night, into the 
i)oufes of ^hefe poor -people, they ranfacked and pil- 
laged whatfoever they could carry to Sufa ; and for the 
full accomplifhment of their cruelty, they hanged 
upon a tree, a poor Waldenfian woman, whom they 
fnet upon the mountain dc Meane^ named Margret 
Atbode* 

In the mean .'time, the JValdenfes of the valley 
Frajfifitere^ who remained and had efcaped this perfc- 
cutidh, were again violently handled by the Arch- 
bifhop of Amhrun^ their neighbour, in the year 1460, 
that is, in the time of Pope Pius the fecond of that 
name, and of Lews the eleventh^ King of France. ^

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This ArdibiflM^ named y«fci, comtniffioiied againft 
the WaUn^t a cdtaio Monk, of the order of the 
Frier-Mtnors, called yohm Vajleth whp proceeded with 
foch dnigcoce and Tiolcncet that there was hardly 
mnj perfon in the ndlies of Fntfiuere, ^rgettikrep and 
Lojlfip that could efcape the hands of the faid Inquj* 
fitor ; for thef were apprehended cither as^reticks^ 
or faTourers of them* 

TI1C7 therefore that knew nothing oi the belief of 
the Wdimfisp had fcoourfc onto King l^twit the 
cleveathf humbly befeechtng hioi, to ftay by his au- 
thorityt the coorfe^of fndi perfccntions. The King 
granted unto them his letters* which may be thought 
.good to iafert at latge; becaufe by thi^in it will be cafy 
to kobw what the defire of ikut faid Monks was, who 
intangled in their proce6 many of the Romifli re- 
ligion, under colour of the lo^utfition of the Wti^

The Arclibifhop of Amhrtm ceafed aot to proceed 
again ft the accufed ; yea> he was much more animate^ 
than before, grounding himfelf upon that daufe of, 
the afore (aid Letters ; If there he not any found rehd' 
lious and refraBory^ and that obfiinatelj harden themfelvu 
in their opinions. And therefore he pretended not ^ 
do any thing agamft the aforekid Letters, becaufc 
they which had obtained them, made not their ap- 
peaance in judgnntnt^ for their juftification, verifying 
that they were neither obftinate nor rebellious. More- 
over, the Archbifhop extorted from the one part'p/ 
the Inhabitants of FraJJiniere^Argentiere and the valley 
of Loyfe^ a difdaiming of thofe requefts pr^fentedto 
the King ; declaring that there were no people i<i 
.Dauphiny Icfs free from hercfy^ than they that were 
mod forvv^rd to purge thenvfelves before the King. 
.He* caufed information again to be made, and that 
which we have obferved iu the faid infocmatiou is; 
the wltneflcs produced by the Archbifhop were almoft 
all Prleds or hisOfficeres. The Archbifliop being thaa 
Ilrcnj^thned by thcfe witneflea, and the aflertious of 
.one ^(ihn Pelegrin^ who was corrupted with Giver, to 
aceufe the Waldenfes of fuch ancient calumnies, as 
long fince have been laid upon the Chriftians of the 
Primativc Church ; that isj that they aflembled them- 

fclvcs 
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fcWes togethi^r in dark places^ to connnit whoredoibf 
the candles being put out ; he fent to the Court, to 
jullify htrnfelf againft thofe informations given to the 
Kingy that he purfued the Waldenfet^ rather to get 
their goods, than for any ze^ he bare- to the Catholic 
faith: but this one witncfs prevailed but little, agalnft 
many who would never depofe any thing again ft their 
confcience ; that they had ever feen amongft the IVal' 
denfes^ any thing that had the lea ft appearance of that 
vlllany, wherewith the aforefaid falfc witnefs had charg- 
ed them. Ncverthclcf«> the Archbiihop ceafed net 
to annoy the accufed to the utmoft of his power, in 
luch forty that wanting means to defray the charge, 
the greateft-part of them betook themfelves to flight ; 
theieheing only amongft^ thofe that were pcrfecuted, 
one James Patineri^ who openly avered the unjuft vcjf- 
ation, to the prejudice of the. Letters- obtained of his 
M3J«fty> afid demanded a copy of the proceeding, 
thai hen»ight right himfelf by law. The Archbiihop 
left him in peace, purfaing thofe that had not courage 
tojoppo(e themfelvjea againft his. violence. But the 
Confulft of -Fr<2^i>rtf, Michuel Ruffe^ and Jffhn Glrhnd^ 
fped not fo well i For having been cited to appear 
before the Archbifliop, to anfwer bo,vh i^itheir own 
name, and fot the inhabitants of their valley ; pav- 
ing anfwered, that they had nothkig to fay before the 
faid Archbiihop, becaiifc their caiife was then depend^- 
ing before the King and his Couofel, which they then 
©penly avered, and demanded a copy of. The Arch- 
biihop being ftrangcly laoved againft tte faid Confute 

for 
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for their contempt, fent them to the fire without anf 
other indi^ment. But the Archbiihop ftayed not 
long after them; forhediedy and not without an eirident 
proof of the jaftice of God, prefently after the faid 
execution. Thus ended the perfecueion of the faid 
Archbifhop, and hU Commiffioner yolm FeUeti in the 
year 1487. 

Here we may obfcrve a notonoua vilUny Jn tbc 
procefs framed by thia Monk FeUsft : For in the faid 
procefa were found certain billst or tickets, in which 
the faid Commiflfary took the anfwers of thofe thai 
were accufed, (imply aa they were taken from their 
mouths; but they were afterwardis found ftitiagel/ 
ftretched, and many tim^es qurte contrary to that 
which was in the Jumptum^ as they call it ; inverting 
and altering the intention of the faid acciffed» matiagT 
him to fay that which' he never thought of ; as fat 
example, do you believer that after the words of the 
Sacrament are pronounced by the Pried in the Nfafs, 
the body of Obrift i^ in the Hoft^ in as grrffs a manner 
and as gr^t, as it was on the crofs I if ^hc IVaidenfa 
fliall anfwcr no; Feiletl fet down the anfwerthtosj 
TBat be had Honfejed he Mteved n<a in God. Againy 
Inquire, whether we ought not to pray ixxiio Saints I 
if he anfwcr, no ; they fet it down, thai he railed and 
fpake illof the Safnts. Inquire, whether weareto rever- 
ence the Virgin Mary^ and pray unto her in our necef- 
fities ? if he anfwer, no ; they fet it down in writing, 
that he fpake blafphemy againll the Virgin Mary. 

Behold 
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Behold here thp fideh'ty of the faid Inqufiton, in 9t 
jnatter fib importent, andit could not be without the 
l^reat proYidence of God» that fuch impiety fhouldi 
be preserved and kfrpt unto this present time; that 
men might fee witb what fpitit tlity were led, who 
cut the throatSf and burnt the fi^ithful of the Church»> 
after they had oppreilied them with imppftore« ; de- 
manding of ufl oeverthelefs, where were thcfc of th# 
lalthful Churchy which ihey have maflkcred before 
thefe timet wherein we live» 

Hitherto we have not fouad that any have hotly 
purfucd the IVaUenfts by war, but Albert de Capitatieh^ 
Archdeacon of Cremona^ being fent again ft them by 
Innecetit the eighth, in the year 14S8, began to intreat 
the affi&ance of the King's Lieutenant in. Dauphiny ^ 
who foK this fibrvice levied troops of men, and march* 
cd to thofe pjaces, where the (aid Albert told him there 
were any of the Wtddenfeij namely, in the valley of 
Loyfe. And to the end the bufinefs fhould feem to be 
undertaken according to a form of juftice^ and ^tp giv$ * 
the better anthority to that which fhould be executed, 
the faid Lieutenant of the King took in his company 
a Counfellor of the Court, named Mr. John Rabat. 
Being arrived at the faid valley Loyfi^ they found none 
of the Inhabitants, to whom they mightfp«k a word4 
for they had all retired into their caverns in the 
high mountains^ having carried thither with them 
their little childern, and whatfoever was mod precious 
to theiQ) and fit for nourifhrne^t* This Liutenant 

of 
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of tke King, caufed a great qvaitty of wood to be hiS 
at the CQbnince of their cavcr» and fire fet to ity^ 
in fuch manner, that either the foioke by fmothering 
the'iHy or the fire by burning them» conftraincd a great 
number, to caft themfeWes headlong, from^ their catrema 
upon the rocks below, where they ended their livesr 
being broken to {neces ; and if there were any amongft 
them that durft fttr, he wai prefently flain by the (ol- 
diers* Tbia perfecntton waa very catreme ; for there 
were found within the faid cavernft^ four hundred fmall 
infants, (lifled in their cradles, or in the arms of their 
dead mothers : Such are the cfFcfts of rage and bJgr 
•try which eradicate even jufticc aod humanity. 

It is held for a certain truth amongfl the Waldenjef 
of the neighbouring vallies, that there died then above 
three thoufand perfons, men and women of the faid 
talley . And to fay the truth they were whoHy extir- 
pated, in fuch fort, that from that time forward, the 
faid valley was peopled with new inhabitants; there 
was DO family of the laid WtJdtnfes that ever took 
footing there ; which Js a certain j^roof that aH the 
inhabitants thereof of both festes died at that time* 

This Lieutenant of the King, having deftroyid the 
faid inhabitants of, the valley Loyfe^ fearing left the 
Waldenfet fhould fettle themfelvest there again ; and to 
the the end they mightnotone day betroobledto chafe 
them out again, he gave the goods and poffeffibns 
of the faid valley^ to whom it pleafed hua; which 

wai 
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was 00 fponfrparte^-amongA them, hut the Waldcfifeis 
of Pragela aud Tjrajftmere^ had provided for tfecir &fe- 
ty, attending the eneqay at the paiiagca, and narrow 
Araits of their valleys, in fuch manner, that when the 
faid Lieutenanl of Jthe King came toinFadcrthero, be 
was condrained honcllly to retire. 

Afbtt^t de Ct^iV^^f/ being. called ^Ifew^ere by his 
Commiifion, deputed a certain Monk of the order of 
St. i^tf««V, named Franeii Plolerif who began tO:in- 
form anew again ft Kht Waldenfcs of FrMffinUre* He 
cited them to appear before htm at An^run; and for 
not appearnig, be excommunicated them, curfed 
and recurfed ^hem v and in the end condemned them 
for Heretjck*, partinacious, and bacfcflidew, to be 
delivered to the fecular power, and their goods con- 
fifcated. To this judgment there gave ^iftance, in 
J>eha]f of the Court of Parliament, in JDauphtny^ a 
certain Counfellor thereof namied Ponce^ to the end 
that this jn1xt Judgment migbt be without appeal. 
The fentenc« was pronoonced in the great Church at 
AmhruHt .afterwards FafteDed upon the door of thefaid 
Church in a great table, w the lower part thereof, 
there were thirty two Articles of rthe belief of the 
i^WaUenfes; that is to^ay^ again ft the Mafs, Pur- 
gatory, fl^ Invocation of the Saints, -Pilgrimage, 
•the obfereation of' Feafts, d!llin6iion of Meat% on 
certain days, and other matters thajt were affirmed ty 
ihchii Waldftt/es. 
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But this Inquifitor added to the Articles of thjoir 
belief, that they 4ield, that for the Augmentation ef 
human kind, a man mi^t He with his own fiSUTf 
niece, or other in 9nj degree of pro&imity whatfo- 
ever, beca«fe-God hathiaidy Intrca/e and MulAffy* 

Again, that every man that burneth inluft, may 
carnally know any woman whatfoever, without finning; 
becaufe the Apoftle faith, that it is better to marry 
than to burn ; and added, it is faid in the Gofpel, 
quifotefi captrt cafhtt intei:preting it thus, catch he 
that catch can. 

Now the informations upon which they grounded 
their fentence being come to our hands, thisimpoflure 
Jiath been difcovered to their own condemnation ; for 
there is not -any witnefs, or at leailwlfe the greateft 
part of thofc that were heard, but they were, Pricfts 
or Monks ; who being demanded by the faid Monk, 
whether they knew this belief contained in the afore- 
faid Articles to be true, anfwered, that they never 
. knew, amongft the Waldenfa^ any fuch things cither 
,taught or pradifcd. 

In the fame bundle of procefs againft the Waldenjiu 
there is one framed againft two Paftbr^, who 
were' taken, about the 'HlU in the ftde of theflam^ tke 
one named Francis Getondin^ the other Peter JaniN, 
An the year 1492. Being demanded why the Se6k of 
the WalJenfes grew and increafed fo faft, and for a 
JoBg time together had fpread itf^Jf into fo many 

places. 
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places* This Monk fct down the aitfwer of the Paftor 
^eron£n; That the diflblate Kfe of the Prieftt was 
the caufe, and^becaufe the Cardfnala were covetoust 
proud, laxorious, being a thing known unto all, that 
there was neither Pope, Cardinal, nor Bflhop, that 
icpt not their concubines y few or cone that had not 
their youth for fodomy : And therefore it was an eafy 
mttcr hr the WalJenfian Pallors, to perfuade the 
people, that the religion of fuch fcandalous perfona 
^asnot goodj'fincc'thcir fruits were fobad. 

. This perfecution was ve ry.ext rex&e ; for^the. Waldetjfis^ 
hein^ condenined .by .the Inquifitor as Hereticks, 
were fcnt to the fire without appeal ; and that which 
muldplicd the number of thofe that were perfccutedt 
^as, that whoever did mediate for them^ no tnatter who 
he were, whether it- were the father for the child, or 
the child for the &ther, he was prefetitly imprifonedv 
and his indtdiment^fumed, as a favourer of Hereticke. 

In the year 1494, Atuhm^., Fahr'u Do&or and Ca- 
noa of jfimbrun, and Chrtftopier de Saliietu, CanOB 
,Vicar, and .Official xi! the Biftpp of FakncCf had 
.Comnxiffions from the. Popet to jcommenpe fuit againfl: 
the Waldipjis in JOauphtny. Fahi the Inquifitor, an«^ 
ont Goiottdh .Notary .of -^m^r^w*- Secretary to the 
faid luquifitora, carried.to yfo?ir««^ . a certain ipdk^- 
mcm, framed againfttlie widow of one Peter Berandy 
of whom we do ndt inake mention for her conftancy* 
Dut bccaufe fhe delivered in her anfwers many things 

A^t may add fomctiiing to this hiftory.

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. Beto^ thcre&re d<mao4ed' whetfaerflic liad feifiii« or 
linderftood of any of the Psn&ors of the Walda^fi^,^ 
answered at ;,be firft^ thai flie had oot ; l?eing x^UAxti 
toanfwerto all Lotenrogi^torieB o^gatiTcly. The lor 
iq^uifitora ordained^ that becaufe(hc ka'4.not (atlsfied 
theic demanda, (be fliou}d be^cpnv^jted to iKe jurifoaqf 
4he Bilhap ot Valence^ who h^ing threateoi^d. to be 
i^urther argfd touching the queftionj»» Gon(«0ed> that 
nbput twenty- five yeara fincc» il^re^werc two anea 
,c1oathcdin grayi that cao^e to her hufbeiAd's bpufe; 
and that after f upper, the one of them afkcd her, 
Whether Ae had,heard of a handfitl of people that arc 
in the world, without which the world muft have as 
ind. 

. Having anfiver^ that fteiAever heard thei;eia& but 
/of dcfe Monfem Andr^^ ParfoR of Bitaut^arA wbp 
^fftfiDtoId her, that there was a-fivallnitiB&car of.peo*' 
fie in the woild, without wJbom the: world rou{l.|»niii; 
and that then he like wife told her, that he was no«r 
conoe thither, to confer with her about that 'Ktlfleffock.; 
ftnd to give her to.underftand, that tliey were the men^ 
jtbat had leafnt by the commandmenta of God, tiow 
to ferve him ; iind that they travelled about the worid 
ito inftru£l men, how they ought taadorc ahd honour 
Jiimj and to reform the abufcs of the Chui'ch of 
Tlomc. Again^ that aipong other things he told 
her, that \ye ought not to do any thing to another, 
which we would not have done to ourfdvcs ; that we 
igrp to worfliip one Cod> who is only able to help u^ 
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«a':irOt th* Sam^ depirtca ; th«^«^ oiight hoi tb 
(wear ; that wc ate to keep faith in Ihari^^, and to' 
keep holy the. Sabbath Day; but that there were no 
ncccffity of obferving other teafts. That Ecclefiafti- 
lul periohft wtrt ld6 irichi whteh wai the eaufe wh; 
they miuhttined their ftramp«tt« ahd Ihed fcandaloufly i 
ind that the Pope ii btd^ rather worfc than any other, 
and therefore be )uth no power. Again^ that hv 
taught, that iKere was no Piirgatoryr l>«t only Paradlfe 
for the goody^ and hell for the wicked. And therefore, 
all the fingingaand fuSrages for the fouls of the dead^" 
byCheP^Tcfta^ avaited nothing; nor the walks, i^nd 
goingt and comnags of th^ Prielb about the Church 
Yards. As alfo^ that it wl» better to give to the poor, 
than to oifer Unto PrieSs ; a^id that it was a vain thing 
to how the knee before the image of Saints. 

She ifM (eat ba^ to jpoToQ^ and ll»B.ntst naormi^ 
called again : But perfifting in her foin»er anfwei^ fhe 
added, that the faid Paftors had told her, that the 
. BrUbsithlct received money for the MaiTes they (ingf 
were liks S^uhxtf that Md hi* Matter for £lver ; and 
they that gave money for their Maffirs^ w«re like the 
}t^ that 4iouglit Chrtft with nmsey:. 

Thcifc Jn^uifitors difcharged this woman, until they 
were oiherwife advifedt, having firft drawn from her, 
whatfocver (he knew of the affcrablies of the fTalderifis; 
pf fuch pcrfons as frequented them, of the places 
and times ; which afterwards brought great trouble to

In the year of onr Lord 1497, the Archfeiftiop of 
Jtmhrun^ named Rojlatn^ would know at his arrml, 
how thfng^ had paffed until then, againft the n^aUenfu 
of his Dioccfc ; and finding that they who dwelt in 
' the valley of Frajjintert^ had been excommunicated' 
by the Inquifitors who had framed their Indiftmentsf 
and that they had delivered them to' the fecular powers 
jK>thing hindering the fcutence againft them, bat their 
flight ; he would not enter into the faid valley, though 
he were eainellly rcqjucfted, by one Fa%ton Gay^ an 
inhabitant of the faid valley ; faying, that they had^ 
been condemned by the authority of the Roman Pon»^ 
tiif, and therefore he might begin his journey unto, 
them, not confulting* the Pope: but'whcn their ab- 
iblution fhall be plain and apparelat uDh> -mr^ I will 
go to viiit them. • ' ^ 

King Charles the eighth of France^ being dead, 
the f^d Archbifliop took his journey to the coronatioii ' 
of Lewis the twelfth, in the year 1498, wh1i:h being 
come to the knowledge of the faid inhabitants of . 
Frajjimere^ and knowing too well, thajt they had no 
rea^n to expeft, that any thing in their favonr could 
come from Rome; and that the Archbifhop would be 
tafily inteated, to enjoy thoie goods that had been 
confifcated by his predecefibrs \ and that he would be 
unwilling t» make refiitution ef thofe goods which 

they 
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fliey liaid atinckred td his AYcM>}ftropvick ; tlifey re- 
foiled ^ith thcoiftlves to *titl to *Kir\g'LtwU i\i6 
twelfth, and to become humble {j^titioncfs Utit'O hitti, 
that he 4iyQuld be pleafied, to take fbme order far the 
^ditution.of tbeir good% which the faid Archbi^opy 
the ^(loTlk$^ InquiiitoirQy aad divers others drained 
^om theta^ Tht IQi^ cam«n|tted this bufioels^ t« 
hk Chancellory an4 his Coutifdl; The ChanceHor 
(peaking, th^eof to the Archbilhop, he anfwered^ 
that tjbter reftkiition tli^ they 4^iiaDdedr eoaceraed 
not himftlf, becaufe the faid goods were confifcated 
by tlie InqialfitOTs long tirhfe before he was calJed ta 
the Arehbi(nopt»ick of Jimhrun : But there were then 
at Pdrlsy faith he, the Prefident of GrenohU^ ani 
&ii Chancellor Rahot, that were able to aofwef to the 
&id Articles, they being the men that had condemn^- 
ed themr 

* Yhe tP^^enfes on the other fidi^, Were very earnefl^ 
thsit the faid Archbifliop might be enjoined t<> 
make reilitutionr of their goods, becaufe many 
parcels of the faid goods Were annexed to the demaiii 
of the faid Archbifhop j and that whenfoever they 
demanded them, hefenttothe Pope, to the prejudice 
tt that which the hte deceafed King had ordered. 

The Grand Council baring taken knowledge of this 

bufinefs,' ordained, that nothing fliould be innovated, 

in that which concerned the f^aldeufcs of Frafpniere ; 

the King having wi'itten to the Pope, that there might 

^ : l3- be 
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t»e Apoftolioil Commifiiiriei^ joioe^ with the find 
Arcbbifliop as Ordinary, , to make an end of this 
fcuiioefs for this time. 

For the profecution of the iaid Ordinance, there 
were named for Apoftolical Commiffioners, a certain 
ConfciTor o{ the King, and the Official of Orkantf 
who came to ^mhrun\ the 4th of Jnljt 1501. Bot 
although they add re fled the King, and he wrote a let- 
ter, that they might have their property reflfored ; yet 
aothing was rtftored, their enemies kept pofleffion. - 

The Arclib'fhop therefore, was* the caiife, why 
others kept ilill thofe goods in tlicir pofleffion, with- 
out any reflitution ; and iliough fome particular per- 
fons were afterwards called in queflion, as namel]|^ 
Le Sieur de Montainar^ de Ramts^ and others, yet 
they could never hate any remedy. 

In the year 1560, the Waldcnjes of Fraffiniert dxA 
Fragcla^ had th<:ir Churches furnifhed with P^^ftors, 
who held them \n exercife of their religion ; at that 
time wherein their enemies perfecuted unto death, all 
thofe that made profeffion of the Reformation. The 
Prefidcnt of Truchouj made an oration to the States 
of Provence^ aflemblcd the fame year, the,(ixth o( 
Novemhtry on purpole to exterminate the faid Waleitnjts 
of Frajftnure ?iT\^. Pragma ; faying, that it was neccf- 
fary to purge the old and ancient Leven, likely to 
make four the whole Country of Daupbiny^ \i fome 
' cotxit was not taken to prevent it. By thefc States 

' -It 
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h-was refolvcd by open force to extirpate tbem» an4 
to. this parpofe Commiffions were given forth to levy 
troops of men, and to pafs into the faid Vallies : Bot 
fo foon as the drum was ftricken up* and the men in 
arms throughout all . Provence j the unexpef^ed death 
of ¥axi^ Francis the fecond, altered the defign ; and 
afterwards the faid Waldenjian Churches of Dauphiny ^ 
continued^ as they do ftill by the iingular faYOur of 
God. 



C H A P. IV. 

7be PerfecutUms of the WaUenfian Churches m 
Peidmotttm 

* 

THE Waldenfes have had flourifhing Churches ia 
the vallies of Piedmont^ Ang^ongne^ la Peroufcy 
the valley St. Martin Lucemoy and other borderxn^ 
places time out* of mind. It is held Sost certain 
amortgft them, that they are a pare of the Waldenfes 
of Dauphiny^ Pra^ela^ Fraffinierey and other places 
their near neighbours ; ' and that in. time being multj'- 
plied in fo great abundance, that the country could 
not feed them ; they were con drained to difpcj^fe 
themfelves at length, where they might beft .fettie. 
tbemfelves. , So dear, like brothers, have they b^r^ 
one to another, and notwithftanding they have L 
always opprefied with troubles; yet with a moft heart^? 
Wand charity j they have ever fuccourcd one an- 

otheo 
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otltcr,' not fpirirtg their Ihts tfld goods for lUtii 
fnutual prefervatioo. 

The firft troubles that the Wnldtnfis' a^ Fttdkadf 
endured, cmmc ffom the report of ceitain Prrefts^fcnt 
thither by the Archbifhop of Turin, who informed 
bimy that the people committed to thefr charge, Ytvti 
not according to the manners and belief of the Cbnrcb 
of Rome / neither offering fnt the de^ad, nor caring for 
M^ffes, or abfokitions, nor to get any of theirs out of 
the pains of Purgatory, by any of their ufual means* 
The Archbishops of Turin have- perfecu ted them, aff 
much as lay in their power, making (hem odious to 
their Princes ; who undtfrftandiftg* the good report 
that their neighbours gave of ^ their mild and honefl! 
converfation ;^nd that they were a finaple people, fear- 
ing God, without deceit of tnaliee ;^ loving hitegrity 
and plain deaKng, always ready to feh«e their Princes 5 
and That tery willingly they yielded unto them aWlaV- 
ful ©bedience, and that m^ alacrity. Beitfg ihfucff 
grace and fevoni* with the people their ifteighbburs, 
that they entlf avourcd to bring into" PkdfMnt to their 
fcrvice, their young people, ani to provide nurfes a-' 
ihortgft them to bring up their young irijfenfs ; the faitf 
P«ihces coniinueti a long titne in miiid n6t ro moleft 
* them : But the Prietfs and Monks that were ffeqaent 
Vongft them, gaining nothing by thfsi theif belirfy 
^>f ged them with an infinite number of calumnies r 
Snd whenfoever they went inia Phclmont upon occaliont 
of bufinefs, they always caught one ot others and de- 
livered 
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Kvered tlienf to the loqufitorsy and tKe Inqoifitors id 
the' executioner; in fuch manner^ thlit tliefe waaf 
Wdly any town or eity in Fudmtmt, m which one or 
other of them waa not put to death. For Jordht 
Tsrfyan^ was burnt at Sufe; HypoJite Rduffier^ was burnt' 
9t 7utia ; VtlUrmm Ambrois^ waa hanged at Mtane ;- 
as a!fo» Anthony Hium^ Hvgb FenefirMs being takeir 
%tSufif waa conveyed to Twnir, where hts bowels wer^ 
torn out of his belly , and put into it bafon^ and he 
afterwardsL cruelly martyred ^ among which fervantt 
cf Godv there aie fome who have maintained that 
tniih which they have known for above two hundred 
and fifty years, andothers above a hundred arid fifty; 
But amongft all the reil, the conftacy of one Catelhi 
Giran^ is worthy the remembrance; who being uponr 
the block whereon he was to be burnt at Reuel^ in the 
Marqufite of Saliicei ; he requeued his executioners;, 
to give him two fiohes into his hands, which they re* 
fufed to do^ fearing he had a purpofe to fling at fome 
one or other ;' but he proteftinfe the contrary, at' the ^ 
laOftheydelrvered them -unto him, wtio hiving tiieni 
ia his Hands, fiiid unto them.; When J^fhall have eaten 
thefe ftbncsy. then ihidl ye fee ah end of that Religion 
for which you put me to death, and fo caft the (i'onea 
upon the ground. * Let all perfecutdrs knovv, they 
caaoot overturn the work of God, AQs s^ 39* 

The fires were kindled until the year 158 1, at 
which tinie they refolved to afiault them by open force; 
bccauic they perceived that the coaftancy of thofc 

whom 
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whom ihej^ did'pubHcly |nit to death, drewagi^ 
ttjiiaber of others to the knowledge of God ; ihef 
Ukewife foifnd, that by this moms they fliouid never 
come At thiHr puipofe. And therefore they levied men 
lb join with 'jlllferf de CapUamiit one put ill Confttif- 
. fion by Pope Sixtvi the fourthi and Inn^int the eiglithr 
riie fame perfecoting tool thM wai in Du^hiny, There 
were eighlfeen thoufand foldiert fnuftered^ befide* 
a great number of the inhabitants of Phdm^ta^ who 
lan to the pillage from all parts. They mardied all' 
at once to jh^4ngne; Lucerne la Pewtn^^ St> MaiHinr- 
and BiJiif which is ib the Marqtifite of Salutes $ as 
alfo they raifed troops in F'auclufiu'iii Dtatpluny^ over* 
ntnnii^ the valley of Prageh; to the cnd^ that being 
bound to their own defence* they might not be able 
to favour tlieir ncighbottrSi the ^aldenjidn Churches 
in Piedmont* Ali tliis was guided by the fingular 
providence of God, in that they divided th^ir troops 
by bands, rather out of thi:ir pride t)>aii for their bet- 
ter expedition. For notwithftaoding' they were all 
amployed in their own de£ence, and could not Aiccour 
one another, yet the enemy by thta d^riiton did £9 di- 
minifli their forces, that they wete every where bcafea; 
But efpecilaly in tl*e valley of Jlt^rongne^ where thtjr 
9iade their moii violent aflault. Fi^r ae this levy c^ 
men could not be raifed, withom fame tateSigence, 
that it vraa-^ainft therttfelves, fo accordingly they 
prepared themfelvcs to receive thcni ; keeping' them- 
ftWea to the ftratght paffagcSy where ftw men were 
able to make any aflault ; being armed twith certain 
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lon^ targets of w^oi» that did wholly cover iben^ 
from the arrows of their cQcmiea^ without any hurt 
to thenlslTeSk The forefnoA. being .thus armed and 
coveredj the reft did gocdferTice» and with good ad* 
yantage» with their bows and c^o£i bcMva under the 
covert or the &id targete; aitd aa tlie enemy thought 
to draw near to the paflkgc8»..the WQixien asd childrcTi 
being fpeftatorsy upon their knees, cried out in their 
own. language, Oi Gad,. help us. At which the enemies 
making themCelvesmeriy 4 amosgft others^ one Cap* 
taitiSaquetf counteifcitiag the women, iwa&Hain, and 
caft Wdlong firom:.the mount aio iuto a^eep gulph* 
which to this day is called the gulph of Saguef^ At 
the fame .tioue, a certala C^tain who mocked the 
-wofflep, t}iat prayedi tiiito God, w^ killed with the 
ihot of an af roMT in tl^e throat; which the foldiecs 
perceiviog, and:thattherQcks, the Hones and the ar* 
TQW5COfcred tbeai, they betpotk therafdivciall to flight 
and the greateft. part of them, calk the mfclves dowo 
from the rocks. Xhis people obferved another effcft 
i£ the providence of ,Go4>, and that is, that the encr 
ales approai^hing to the ftrongcft place -by nature^ 
4vhich is the valley of j^ngronj^w^ oaWcd ie Frt de h 
Toimr where th«y might have fortified then^fel^es, 
and made thcmfelvea m^4e«». of the faid v4lley:; God 
fent fo,tWcka.cloii4, fo da<k a fog, that the enemies 
could hardly fee one another* i^fpnvvyjh thaft they had 
no meona of knowing the goodrvefs of the place, ort» 
ilay there ; whereupon the Waldtmfes gathered cour- 
H^I^m^ jhL9..^baec.in.f«^h-.H)anfter, thatb^ing 
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all difpcrfrf, and not feciiiig wikh way ihcf wcirt, 
the greatcft part- foil headlong down the mouiitaios ; 
And put themfcWcs to'«ight, quitting thcmfches of 
their arms ind their-tooty; \»*ich they had gotten at 
their enterance into the valley; where they had poured 
^ut their wine, their corn,. and loaded their Xervantt 
wth their ipoft precious moveAhlcs. 
f . * 
It pleafcfd'God totonch the heart: of their Ift-iBcc 
with Yome compaffion fqr this poor people. It was 
Philip the fevcnth, Duke^of Savoy , and. Prince of 
Piedmnt ; Vha faid, that he would not have that peo- 
ple, that had^heen always tr«e,^ andmoft faithiiiland 
Obedient unto hini, -to be:/rjgoroiifly handled ; .being 
contented that a d«zen of the principal a«iongft riiem, 
Should come to Pigneroh where he was, toofic pardon 
for all thercft ; in .that they had taken arms in their 
own defence, which he gave, them to underftandby a 
certain Btlhop, whom hc^fient to Prmfut ; they deputed 
the faid dozen, to do whatfbeverhi* Higfhnefs required 
«>f them :. He recwed them lovingly, and forgave 
them all what was pall during the- war, paying a cer- 
tain fum of -money fer- the charges thereof* And for- 
afmiKrh as he had been informed, -that their young ift- 
fents were born with black throats, and that they had 
four rows of teeth, and*hairy; he commanded, that 
fome <>f them fliould be brought to htm at Pignerol; 
which was prefently executed, ^ arid feeing then!l'all fair 
perfeft creatures, he was much difpleafeld *with him- 
self, for that he was fo eafily^perfuaded to believe, 
^ ■ "■' .th*t 
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diat which was imported unto him touching this peo- 
ple, declariiig» that hispleafure wag; that from thepce 
forward, they ihould live with the fame ISxrties and 
pt«»|gative8, as in former times, and as all his other 
fi^jeds of Piedmont Aid. 

Notwithftanding all'this, the Monks, the Inquifi^ 
iors, fen| out procefies everyday, for as many of them 
as they could apprehend,, and kept themfclves in am- 
bttfii in a certain Convent near unto Psgmerol^ from 
whence they delivered them to thefecularpower* This 
pciCeottlAon conttnued to the year 1532, at which time 
they refolved to oi^er .their Churches in fadi fort, 
ihst the eaercife whidr was before- performed in fecret, 
night be known of every one ; and that their Faftors 
fiiQuld preach the.Gofpel openly, that is to fay, with- 
out the appreheofion of any perfecutions which might 
faappen onto them. 

His Higfaneis was fpeedilj advertifed of this change, 
aad much ttioved therie with, iofuchfort, that he com- 
manded one P^niakon Berfir^ to'haften into the faid 
valhes with his troops of men ; which be fo readily 
perlbrmed, that before thepoopk were aware of it, he 
entered their vallie^ with.live hundred men; part oh 
Iboty and part on horfefaack, ranCacking, piUagingt 
and wafting whatever Avas before them. The people 
leaving their plough at|(| tillage, put themfclves into 
ihcLrpaffagcsi and with their flings, charged their en- 
emas with fuch muliitudea of fiones, and lUt with 
£ focb 
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ioch vtolenoe, th^ they wore eoBftmsedtdAy^ aftA 
to abandon thtk prey; BMuny -ot thcnk ccmHsioir 
d^il upoB the ground. 

This newa came prcfently to Ua HighQe{%; bein^ 
likewife told what experience had ^ught them before 
that k was not the way to reclatia thefc people by 
arms, the places of their habitation beiag ib favourable 
«nio thcni ; they knowing better the ftraita and prf- 
Ages of the countFy, th«i the affinlaoia ; and thcre^ 
fore there was nothing to be gotten, when the Ain of 
one of the WMen/es mnft be bonght with the lob 
of « dosen df his other fub)e{b. H« thought it 
therefore not good, to moleft them any more by armsi^ 
but only that ,they ihould be taiken \xj retail, one by 
one, as they came nAo' Fiedmtmt; and exemplatf 
juftke executed upon thens ff .they changcdnot their 
belief, that Xo by little and little they might be de^ 
llroycd. 

Al\xh\t hittdred not, they ftill perfifted^ their re* 
Iblution. And to the end that all things might be 
done in order amoogft them, they afiembled tbeni>» 
fekes together, out of their vaUies, to 'Angrtmgne^ in 
the year 15351 on the twelfth of September, thatttto 
lay, all the Nads.of every family wit^their Pafton^ 
of whom it was certified, that their brethrenthe Wtd- 
dmfes oP Provence and Daapbinyf had lent into GermaMf 
^ their Paftors, George MorMi *ttd A/d- 4f^«, t» 
bonier with Oec^liiti^mdhMit $uc^^ J9rA cither Xervastf 
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tl^Cbdy irtio Atfc ^rciftichtfd ttie Gofpel; touching 
the htikt iKrhtch they huTC had frofrt the father to the 
fon, time out of mind ; in that they had foUnd God 
Had heen very merciful and gracioulf unto them, in that 
lie had preferved them undefiled in the mtdft of fo 
mtmy idolttries and fuperftitionsi which have tnfe(ftd 
attChriftendom in th« ages paft> under ^he t)'ranny 
of Antichrift. 

And afterwards ^ving read the letters of the faid 
thcahmpoMus and Bueer^ whieh were fent unto thera> 
as to theilr brethren the Waldenfei of Provence and 
thupUny^' the propdfitiltms or articles following^ were 
nad^ af%>reved, figaed and fworn to, by ^11 the afliC- 
saatsi witli one mind and .eofi(efit$' toobferve, believe, 
•nd retain- amongft tbiem inviolably^ without any con- 
|radi€tion, as being conformable to the dodrine, which 
hath been taught them, from the father to the fon, 
fofthefe many hundred years; and takes out of the 
word of God, the chief of which, are as follows : 

I. *I*bat Divine Service cannot be done, but in 
^irit.and in truth ; for God is a fpirit, and whofoev^r . 
^iUpray uato him) muft pray in the fpiriu 

%w No work is 6illed good, but that which is com* 
manded by God ; and no work is evil, but that which 
is forbidden by God. 

3* A ChriAito may fwear by the nam6 of God, not 

any way contradiAing that which is written in the

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ifth Chapter of St. Matthew^ provided, that he thai 
fwearetby take not the name of the Lord in wxu 

4. Auricular confeffion is not commanded of Godf 
but the true confrflion of aChriftian conftftieth i» con- 
feffing hrmfelf to God only^ to whom belbng Honour 
and gtory. There is another kind of confeffion, which 
is, when a man reconcileth himfelf onto his neighbour, 
whereof mention is made in St. Matthew ^ v. 25, titf» 
The third manner of conftffipn is, when a man hath 
finned publicly, and all men take notice of it ; h he 
confefa and acknowledge the fault publicly* 

5. We rauft eeafe upon the Lord'a day^ ftom all 
our labours, -as being zealous of the honour and glory 
of God ; for the better ejtCtrrcife of our charity to* 
wards our neighbours, and our better atte&daocc to 
the hearing of the word of God. • 

6. It is not lawful for a Chrifttan to revenge himfelf 
upon his enemy,, in any manner wbatfoever.. 

7. A Chriftian may exercife the office of aMagiAratc 
oyer ChnKlians. 

8. There is no certain time determined for thefaft 
•f a Chriftian ; and it doth not appear in the word of 
God, that the Lord hath commanded, or appointed 
certain days of, Sifting. 

/•J. Marriage is not forbidden to any man, of what 
^odition foever he be* 

16. Wto- 
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* io.Who(beTerforbiddetfa marriage, teachetlitdi^ 
Sbdlical dod:rin«. 

11. He that hath not the gift of contioedq^, is

12. The miQifters of the word of God» ought not 
to be changed from place to place^ except it be for 
ih^ greater benefit of the Church. 

. tj. It 18 not repugnant to the apoftolic rule^ that 
tnintfters fhould poflefs any thing in particular, topro* 
tide for the fupport of their fam lie^. 

J 4* Touching the matter of the Sacraments, h i$ 
<Onelttded by the holy Scriptures, that we have but 
two faeramental figne, which Chrift Jefus hath left us ; 
the one is Baptifnh, the other the LordU Supper, 
which we receive to (hew what our faith is, as we have 
promifed when we were baptized ; aS alfo, in remem* 
hrance of that great betiefit, which Jefus Chrift hath 
done for us, Whelft he died for our redemption, wafli- 
ing aft with his moft precious blood* 

Thefe Artidet being refolded upon by them^ afton» 
iflied the Priefts that were among ft them ; being out of 
all hope to fee thofe people, reclaimed, and brought 
unto the obediefice of the Church of Rom by any 
force, much lefs of their own accord ; and perceiving 
the door to be (hut againft their gain, they retired 
themfehcs without fpcaking a word* Upon this their 
K 3 retreat. 
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fttrtatf the Mab vaoiflied out of the yniUet cS the 
WaUUnfiu And becaufe they had only the NcwTt^ 
lament, and fome books of the Old Teftancnt, tranf* 
lated into the lfaUenfianXoiagat\ they refolved fpeedi- 
ly to fend to prefs the whole Bible» their books being 
only manufcrtpts, and thofe but few. They feat 
therefore to Newccjtte in SwitxerlanJ^ where they ga^e 
Sfteen hundred crowns of gold to a FRiNTBa» who 
brought to light the ffrfl impreflion of the Fi^nch BibFe 
which' was feen in France i And in the year 15369 
they fent to Geneva^ one Martin Gonin^ to provide^ 
a latge fupply of fucb books as he iho«iId fee to 
be fit for the inft!u6lion of the people ; but they were 
frnft rated of their intent,, becaufe this good nnan was 
apprehended for a fpy, palSng over the hill jk 6af, 
by a certain gentleman naned George Martin^ Lord/^ 
CbampoHon; and fo foon as he was known to be a W(d- 
denfian^ he was fent to Grenohtti and there kept ia 
prifon ; and afterwards,' in the night time, caft into 
the river Ly%ert^ for fcar left he ihouldfpeak of his 
belief before the people: For the Inquifiter, that 
delivered htm to the fecnlar power, told them, that i$* 
was not good that the world fhouW hear him, becaufe, 
faith he, it is to be feared, they that hear him, may 
become worfe than himfelf. 

There happened wars, in Piedmont^ between Francis 
the firft, ard the Prince of Piedmoni^ which fell out 
happily for thefe poor people; for fo long as thofe 
confufions continued, they were quiet, vntil Pope 

.Pail 
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Foul the third, folUctted the P^KamcDt of Turin tp 
take forae vipknt courfe again ft them, in doing juftice 
upon them, as upon pernicious Hereticks, whenibcver 
they flioald be delivered into their hands hj the In<» 
quifitors. This Farliaroent caufed a great nomher to 
be burnt at Turm^ in imitation of other Parliaments 
in FrancCf who burnt io thofe times, thofe they called 
LtUberanu 

They had recourfe to the King, prefenf ing unto him 
their petition, that they might not be perfecuted by 
tbe faid Parliament, for the Religion, in which they 
and their anceftors had lived for many hundred years; 
and 6y the. perm iffion of their Princes. But they 
made it worfe with then> than it was before ^ for the 
King enjoined them to Hve, according to the laws of 
the Church of Rome, upon pain to be chaftifed as 
Hereticks, He likewife commanded the Parliament 
at Turwp to caufe all his fubjc6b within their jurtfdic* 
tioo, to profefs his Religion : 'Vhh was during the 
dreadful reign of Henry the eighth,, and Mary 9 in. 
England^ when fb many were burnt for the fanne caufe* 

The Parliament endeavoured fpecdily to put the 
command of the King fn execution ; and for that . 
reafon enjoined them that upon pain of thefr lives, to 
quit themfelves prcfently of their Miniilcrs ; and to 
receive Priefts to fing Mafs, living after the manner of 
ihe reft of the King's Subjcfts. They anfwered, that 
they could not obey any fuch commands agaluft the 

"^ commaftdment 
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ijommandment of Ood, whom, Itt tthit belongs Qtitoliil 
fervicc, they had rathei* obey thAn men. fiut had 
not the King at that time had other employment elfe- 
where. Without till doubt this Parliament WooW have 
made them do that by force, which they wotild not 
)be brought uttto by flmple comtnands. They there- 
fore eodtentcd themfel\«ts ta profecutc them by the Iit- 
qilltion, and to receive from the Monks» tbofe ihtj 
condemned to the fire. 

But afterwards in the year iSSff they increafcdtic 
"perfecution. For having condemned to the fire, one 
Bartholomew HeSor^ a Stationer^ wha was executed 
«t Tunny who died with admirable conftancy ; info- 
much that he edified the afiiflants and ftanders by^ in 
fuch manner, that he dreOr tears from their tyetf, and 
words of compaffion from their niouths } juftiffing 
him with a itoutual applau(e« of his good teftimony, 
and prayers unto God* The Pailiament took occalion 
hereupon, to do their heft to overthrow this profeffion 
in the very fo'urce^ and to ufe the authority of the 
King, to enforce this people to live iimfer thela«^of 
the Church of Romc^ or miferably to perifli. Te 
this end, the Parliament of TVrui deputed a certain 
trefident of St, Jultan^ and a Colleague named dt 
£cclefiaj to tranfport themfelves unto thofe places, and 
there to put in pradice )«rhat they thought good ; cither 
to re'duce, or exterminate the faid people j with 
promife to affitt them, with whatever ftiould be need- 

• ■ • ful 
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hi to this parpofe,. according to tlie winoc aodrcoancS 
tb«}( (hould receive froA them. 

Thift^l'rcfident with his Colleagnc^ took th^ir jourtnY 
iO' Feroufp, and caufed a proclamation pubhcly to be 
made in the- name- of the Ktngr that ever^. one of the 
InhabitintB (hould go. to the Nfafs, upon pain of his 
kfc Aft€rward$> they came to Pignero/t where 
they cited many of them toappear before them. A^ 
mongft otherS} there appeared a poor fimple labour* 
iag.man^ whom the Prclident commanded tocaufe^his 
child to«be re-baptized^ which had lately been bap^ 
tiaed by the Minifter of St^^yotBy- near Angrongni,^ 
Tliis man reqjicfted fo-much fefpite^ as that he might 
pray uato God^ before he anfwered him. Which be- 
ing granted with fame laughter, he fell down upon 
his kneea in the prefence of all that were there ;. and 
his prayer being ended^ he faid to the Prefidcnl, that 
he would caufe hia child to be re-baptized» upon^coi|t- 
ditiott, thai the faid Prefident would difcbarge htm 
by a bill figned with hit own hand» of the fin which he 
ihould commit in caufingit to be re*baptized. Which 
the Prefident underftandin^,- hje. commanded him o^t 
of hie petenccy no| preffioghim any farther*. 

Now having framed divers indiAments againll Tome 
particular perfons of the faid vallies^ and made fome 
.collefttona of whatfoever the I^refident qould imagine 
hurt the people, he attempted alfo to win theiii by 
the preachings of the Monks, whom he brought witih 

hia 
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liim loto the ynUej of At^tmgm. Brbi^ tl^refef e 
oome tmto tHe place wlicre tbctr Temple was, lie caiif« 
cd one of his Bilonks to prtach io the piefence of the 
|Kopie) who made onto theiti a long esliortatitotii re- 
turn unto the Churek of Rome^ oi wbteh he reported 
many things whieh the.people bclkvednot.* 

After tlmi^t6e Monk h«d faid a» lUttch as he wculdi 

die greateft number of the people fequtred» that the 

Faftor« that were there prefent, or feme one of them 

Ibr ally might be permittedy loringl)^ and mildly ta 

anfwef to the difcourfe that had Been made by the 

Preacher ; but the Prcfident by nd rttrans'would give 

way thei^eBifto ; whereupon there followed a certain 

fumoar or nuittering among the people, which 'fttuck 

the Preiident and hie Moufea tirith an aftoatftit^ot» tir 

fcck fon, that they could have been contetit to have 

:^been elfewhere: Bnt diffembhng their fear, thePref- 

^efit retired himfelf, without s wt)rd fpeakittgi to 

'Titt^^ whither being come, he related to tlieParhV- 

^e^t whae he had done $ and wtthal figuified^nto 

'tliem, the dftffieiihie* that wef^i to win this people by 

, Extremities : bee^ufe, if Any ^tempt (houM be mzA 

to take them by tiolenee» they Were refoWed to de^ 

fend themfelves ; and the places of their abode being 

itivourable unto them, it Was feared, it wotild coft a 

great deal of labour ; and mueh bIot)d would be ihedf 

before, they could either be broOght into the Church 

of Rom J or driven dut of the world* That itvwss 

the woiJiL of a King to root thcim cat, tod i Kltf of 

• • • ' Franco 
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Frmee; «nd therefore it wts neceffiiry to Tend the re* 
ports, and to coaHnituhlo hi« will and pleafure, the 
iflue of fo troublefome an catcrpriie. Xbi^ advice waa^ 
followedt the iadi^meitts and reports were fent to thi; 
£ing ; •^bttt as the a&irt of Coarta cannot be finilhed 
in a (hort time, there pafied a.vrhdle year» before ther<s 
wa&any other cqurfe taken againft them, than that of 
the Inquifitorsy who sdways deh'vercd fome ope oroj 
thcr to the fecular poMfer \ but the year being expired, 
there came from, the Court, exprefs commands of the 
King, to make.thenfi fubmit 'by force* 

> The Fath'ament fent again the Xaid Prefident of St. 
yuTten^ who lb fooo as be arrived at ^ngrwgM^ h^ 
comraandedvtheni, in the naane of the King, .to go ta 
Mafsjipon pain of confifcation .of bodies and goods^ 
they demanded a copy both of his commillion and hia 
fpeech,.promiiing to anfwer him in fnich a manner^ 
that he (ho utd have reafon to red contented: But no- 
thing could give ^ the Prefident fatisfafiion, who ft ill 
prefTed upon tliem tOrchange their religion, but is 
vain. Eor they anfwcred hin\, that tluey were .not 
bound. to fu<^ commands, againIL- the commandment 
of God. JHexpmxnandcd that twelve of the principiil 
amongft them^ ivith all ,the Miniftera and School- 
maders (hould prefcntlyyieldthcir bodies to the prifon* 
of Tifriiv, there to. receive fwch yfentence as reafoa 
ihould require.; and he enjoined the SiniHcs^ of the faid 
vallies to battffii all ftrangera immediately, and from 
Acncc forward not toi«ccive aiJjJPrcachcrs or School-. 

j&after9» 
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mtf&en» bet fuch asiheuldbe fent'by the Dioe^n. 
Tbcy anfwcred, tbat*thcy could not obey anyrfiich 
' commaods as were againft God, and that they would 
not make ibcir appearance at Turk; becaofe tbej 
eooldflotdo it withottt danger, of their livc8| aadta 
be «iolefted for their bcHef. 

This ^Parliament of TvrmM^as (b inceofed againft 
them, that at many as they could apprehend In fifd' 
moiUf and the frontiers of the -Talljes, theyburntat 
Turin ; among others MTi J^iy VarmgU^ Miniftcr 
• 'at ^ngroBitUf was burnt in the year I557» by wbofe 
' death, the people were much ftrengthened and edified; 
there beiqg prefent a great Dumber> that faw him 
perfift in. calling jupQn \ht name pf .Cod> viUoIus 

.During theic {priCTOUs perfecuttonSf the ProteftaBt 
Princefli of Germany interceded for them, befeeching

It cod hina a jrreal deal of labour to .gain thus much

GpiU tit powdtf^l to pf eferve uit ar h« hath been ik 
times paft i and ungrAtefut wretehei we a>e to doubt 
of Kti afliilance; and not to think, that we fo mirer*^ 
able a floc4t9 the dbgi being chtfed awsy^ ihaQ not 
ie devoured bv tlie wolves. 

Thcfc and divers the like Were the fpecches and 
tbOtions of thofe that were moft ckar fighted, and 
more si^alotfs tlidn the reff ; 6ut yet tHts cbold ndC 
hinder others from intreating their Paftors, to retire 
tfaemfelves for fome few dajs to Fragela^ a valley. 
Mear onto theira^ and peopled by their brethren, thp 
Wddenfa of Davphtny» 

Here tmati might perceive the heavy judgment of 
Cod opon theniy and the beginning of mifery ; every 
one to melt into tears, the rocks refounding with erics 
and lamentations; when even women and infants, 
conducted their Paftors to the high mountains, to 
pafa over to the other part of them, to take their 
'ourney to furiitj into the midft of their enemies j 
toany prefaged the evil that would overtake them, 
iitd it feeiiied as if God had forfaken them, at that 
time when they had forfaken him in the perfoti of hii 
fervants* It came to pafs even as it had been foretold^i 
by thbfe that^uld not aHow tX the couhfcls of the 
tefli. For beirig'Amved at l[urini thcy*wer6 prefentlf

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locked np in ftrong prifons ; their indifiments Nmcd 
M agttnft Hereticks } the palTages guarded to binder 
any that might give notice of the ufage thej receifcd 
yrho were deputed 00 this fervice. 

And in the mean tune, fa Triniii told them, that 
he knew that his Highnefs had agreed to all that tbey 
dcmandedi and that he had written to him^ that hr 
detained them fcir no other caufe, but t^ affure him of 
their promifes for time to Come ; to whioh puipofehe, 
likewtfe raifed a Fort, which he built near jtn§m^m 
V^HwU iskiJ*^ thi;» iUU\]i, hiii(ily.af their ftfiairi, iath|^ 
they could hear nothing of their poor prifonersi a<^4 
much lefs would la Trlnlie fuffer them to lend any thjiif 
thither. In the endf haii^iag a long time. isanfultc^ 
with themfelves what they ihould .do, £6eii:)g!a Fo^ 
built which might curb and bridle them forever^ if 
they fufifered it ,to be brought to peKfedionj and on 
the other fide, fearing if they Ihould .attempjt ai^ 
thing agaioft thofc that labQU<«d'theceiii,;tbat it Aoillfd 
cod them their live$whom.they.fei^t to 7Vr«ffKth^>we«eip 
extreme perplexity, not.knowing what courfe .^.tak^ f 
for they found^tbs^t they h^d.be(;(i mocked .hy la Trifii^ 
.and therefore it vi^aa n^cefiary to^c^ommit-the event t9 
the providence af God ', and to reconcile thenxfeVKS 
to him. by prayer ftad fafting^ whick wbj&n tfaoy ia^ 
4one»: they called home theilr P^fto|8.; in^plpi^d the 
^ftanceof their .9eighboyM» of Pragtliif who .came 
unto them with tfacMr arms, ^entered into their Tcqiplei^ 
sptt^reia/a.TkiaJrf h^ cMifi;d ,tkP)B^ J;9,tN41d Ait^r^

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kni to place imageSy and overthrew the Altars, and 
laid them level with the groand ; raifed op the 
foundations themfelves, brake down the imagesi be« 
fieged ihe tort and took it ; killed as many as made 
reiiftaoce ; beat the fuccours that were fent to the fard 
'Fort ; put them to flight, and flew a great number ot 
them. 

The Prince Emanifei Phiithert being much offended 
herewith, would have revenged bimfelF upoii thnfie 
that he kept in prifon; but Madam Margarlle intercede 
ing for them ; pacified the Prince, fliewing that it 
was neceflary for them to confult with themfelves, 
touching that ufage his Highr>ef8 had given to thafe 
that were deputed ; and feeing themfelves in the way 
to a total deftiru^ioh, they had taken this oblique . 
means to relieve and help themfelves. . 

His Highne^ therefore, by the advice and in {liga- 
tion of the Pope's Nuncio^ had enforced the (aid de- 
pdties to go to the Mafs, and there to aflc, pardon of 
God, the (ope, . and their holy mother, the Church 
of Romty with promile td live according to the laws . 
thereof; and afterwards fent them topriforf, trufting 
itttheftrengtkof his Fort. But feeing himfelf fruf- 
trated in his cxpe^atiDn, he followed the courfe pro* 
pofedby N^adam Murgaritis binder which they have 
Mved unto thi» day. True it is^ that afterwaids they 
fuflered at fundry times, divers perfecutions, which 
they bare patically, aftd with much acal#

Among the reft, thai in. ihe year I5)Q» WM ntj 
extreme. For the Prince being cnterec) into an off«ni» 
jfiye league agatnft the Proteftaats, with m^i^-ofW 
Princes of Europe, he be^p to trooble^and ^icx his 
&id Subjtas of the valliea of the WaUenfes : Firft by 
/orbidding them to have any commerce with the 9V- 
denfes of Dauphiny^ fipon pain of their lives; jafoj^ 
fecondly, to aflcmble themfelvea in any Synod or Con- 
fultation, but in the prefen^e.of the Governor of. ^i^ 
ir&caroj for tlie/utfiUing vthereoCy he failed not to be 
prefent at the fit ft Synud, which they .called at B^. 

The Faftors and Elders that were there, fignifie^ 
to the faid Governor, thathts aifidance in,their Synods 
was no way difplcafing to them ; becapfc the matterf 
that were to be handled, .v^ere fuch» a^s if the .whok 
world were witnefs unto. them, :the more.wo.iild V^cir 
piety towards their God. appear, and idelity towards 
their Prince | being to deliberate nothing, but what 
might tend to the glory of God, and. their c^edienc^ 
to their fuperlors. And forafmuch as his Hightieft 
took occafion to df AmA them, it muft seeds be the 
falfe information of fome of their enemies t and there- 
fore aflOrihg themfelvea in their own confciences, jthat 
they had never defervedjt, ihey ^loald not but Uke 
this for a nuwifefl breach of ihe treaty and agreement 
he had made with theiii. They iiitreated therefore thd 
Governor of Caftrocaro^ to retire himfelf, ' and not to 
moleft them by any fnch an innovation^ until they 
halving juftiftj^ ,th<m&i*ea before hia liighnels,. it

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iltght be otherwife ordered byhink Tke.Gov^fnqr 
.ftill jrefolud to ftay (here. The Paftc^ra and Eldest 
^clar^d jigginft the- fajd BOTehy; the Governor 
alio prptcfted not. to engage iii any thtngy. but by tl\e 
cxprcis. commandment of hia Highoefs; >apd tha|t 
they (holild be better fatisfiedi thac he had that charge 
9\mn any other ; beeaafe be.w^ williiig to do ' thenop 
gokj good rifapat .might be <in his power* 

He w?» ihewjfore admitted into their 3ynody at thf 
end whereof, he ufcd this fubtility ; that is« he at- 
tempted to fow envy and jealoufy araolfigft the Pallors^ 
giving good words in general, that he had found their 
order found and goo^; and that he never bciievedr th^|? 
they had proceeded witbfuch zea!, orderr and charlt^^ 
but jrt there was no reafon to wundeo that his Highr 
nefs had been jealous aitd di^ruftful of ftratige Mia* 
iHer*; becaule he knew very wwlU tb»t they wer^ 
more violectt in their c^ifiioqsy thaa the natives, ^C 
lead, the gr^ateft part ; 9nd thejretore^ th4,t fitice hif 
Highn^^ had refolved not to permit any ftranger tQ- 
ii}habit within h(s laqd,. he could not bclieycy thaf 
Mioifters were more, e^^empted than other men ; and 
to the end he might not be conftrained . to ufe hif 
power and authority^ to fprce them to .withdraw then;u 
fclves out.of thole, countries ; they would do wtl]» if 
of their own accord, they depart^ fume where e)fef 
which would be far better and more . honourable for 
them, than that they fiiuold ftay^ till the Prince (hould 
force theif depanu^e* They anfiverjed^ tb^t the|s 

could 
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could not believe, that hfs HigKneftt had any fucll 
'meaning, as jhe Gt>vernor would feem to pcrfuadie 
ihcra. But that thty might be the- better informed of 
'the triith thereof, they would depute fome among^ 
th«m, to go to his Highncfc ' ' 

Th« Governor being miich moved, . that they wottid 
give no credit to hit words, nor do any thlag by his 
perfuafions, fuffered thjs.foldiers of Cq/lrocarot to 
compafs the Church, at the time the Preacher was ia 
the pulpity and firing their guns, aftoniOled tho{c who 
were d^farmed, and thought themselves furprifcd. Mr. . 
Steven Noelw^% iutreated to write to Madam Margariit^ 
which he did;* but the' letters b^ wliich Madam af- 
fured them, that the Governor had ^commandment 
from his Highntfsy to keep himfelf within the h'mits 
of the treaty betwixt his Hfghnefs aird the ptoplfy 
remained rtill in the hands of the faid Governor ; and 
in the mean time, whilft thefe things were on 
foot, the Maffacre in France^ \n the year 1572 happen- 
ed ; which in fuch a mannerpuffed up the prid^, and 
increafed the courage of the faid Governor, that there 
was no means to (lay his violence: For the bonfires 
of joy being made throughout all VTrf Jmo/tf, becaufc 
of this effufion of blood, this Governor perfoaded 
himfelf, that he fhottld fhortly£ee the fame perfecu- 
tioii ill the rallies ; and therefore the people hearing • 
the cannons, and the great fatisfaftion that his High- 
nefs took, they perfuaded themfclves that ^ hey (hoiild 
ilDt long cbniinttein peace ; and theitfore they thought 

tbclr 
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their Aircft courfe was, to convey thid&iro.ocls tliAt 
were molft valuable, to the top of the Alfi^ into thje 
kollo,w cayes wherea&io they had 'been aqcuftomed tp- 
retire tbenoTelves iti troublefome timcs^- 

After his HtghiieAl, and Madam Margarfie de- 
parted this life, Chariis Emanuel- thtir {on, and Prince 
4)f PiedmvrtP mainHAntd them fn |>eace, imder the 
treaty made by their faid MighnefleSi his father and 
mother^ Nbtwithftanding, the Inquititors have been- 
always- watchful to apprehend 'on« or other, erpccially 
to hinder tfiem {rom fpeaking of their belief^ trhet^ 
they came down into Piedmonf.

Tbe 
next day Copitt was called before the Bifliop of ^^ i 
,who toU him,, that be had been apprifed of certaia 
fcandalousdiiboUrferand'Opinions, which the day before 
he held at his lodgings; and that he muft acLoowledjre 
the offence^ if he would obtain pardon, othervi(e he 
wotfld ttiW order for liis pudllhinent*- 

Cafm anfwered* that he had Keen prt>voked tberC' 
. ttnto|2 but he had faid nothing* that^he would oot 
tnaintain at the petil of his owalife;. that he had fome 
goods in the world, and a wife and children ; butnei*^ 
ther were they dear unto hiin^ to the prejudice of hit 
confcience. And as toucfiing his behaviourt if it 
would pleafe the Bifhop to enquire of the merchanU

The Bjfhop; hearkened not to thefe .allegations; but . 
give commahdy that he fhould' be' fent to priTon. The 
day after, the Biihop's Secretary came to vifit Cofkif 
and making great profeflion of Jove towards him ; be 
faid, he would fiave him know, as from his friend, that 
if he did not acknowled ge.hfs fault, iie woutd, be ia 
great danger orhis life- 

Copin anfwcred Tiim, that his life w^s'tn the han(Ss 
rf God, and he would never defirc to preferve it te 
the prejudice of his glory ; and -forafiiiuch as ht h^ 
but two pr three paces to walk in his journey tb Hea- 
ven, his" hearty prayer irnto God was, that he would 
be pleated 'to give him grace, not to turih back. A

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CHAP. V. 

Tit Perffcutlons of the Waldenfes inhMAng the FSii 
of Meane and Mahef, and the^arquifaie of Saluctu 

AT tfcc time the IValdenfes df Danfimy difpcffcd 
themfclireB in Piedmont^ there wetc foine that 
Aiatle their abode in the ^farquifate of Satwest in the 
viMkh of Maites and Meane^ and paTtt> ihereaboott. 
T4iefe were not ofcrlooked durmg the gri^^ow perfe* 
cut ions, which their brethren of the fallies of mnjrcn* 
gne, St. Martin^ and others fuffered. All their re- 
fuge was to fly into the faid vallies,. when the Gover* 
Bors of the Marquifate perfeeuted them by the oom* 
mand of the Kings of France f who condemned t^ 
death, within their Realms all fuch as made prdfeffioa 
of the fame belief. King ;tt»ry the fourthy having 
given his Snhjeds an edf^ of pacification, called the 
cdi£^ of NantZf from the place where tt was ratified f 
the IValdenfes who lived fn the MarquFfate, enjoyed the 
fame privileges, that the other Si^bjedsdid of the fame 
Kealm ; but when afterwards by the treaty with 1th« 
Duke of Savoy f la Breffe was changed Ibr the Mar« 
qutfate of Saluces^ the poor IValdenfes were deprived of 
the free exercife of their Religion, within the jurif- 
di^ion of the faid Marquifate; for at the inftanceof 
the Nuncio of Pope Clement the eighth, the free liberty 
of their Religion was not onily interdided, but by 4 
p€w cdi£i all they were baniihedi that withiu the faid 

MftrquiiatCi 
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Marqmfate, made pro&ffion of any otber Reli{niMs 
than that of the Church of Rome : And for tfa« 
(urthenince of their departurCf. ihere^were fent totbt 
^aid valii^s, ^ great ni|diber<of .InquifitorSj who went 
{rom hoafe to houfe I exaraiaifitg . the confcieQces of 
every one $ . by which itieana t'here were above fivf 
hundred families baiu(hed, wjio retired themfcWea isit* 
Fraute^ \mt efpeeialy into Datf^bm^^ And that.i% 
might not be caft in their teeth» that- they were bantik^ 
ed out of their cou4>trie8> for fome wiokednefs whicb 
they had commlttedy but that it was only the :^9i 
tbtry bare to their Religion, that had made ihtok 
waodet era in tke world» they oiade tbe foUowing Dc* 
daratioHy ia the year 1603^.. 

Forajmuch en ttmh^out of mni^ otfr Fndeceffors havii 
hen inftruSeJ and nourijbed in the do3rtne ana retigtom

Tie Perfecutions of the Waldenfit u^aliHng ik <J» 

THE New Lands arc rn the ^^/, in the Fronti- 
ers of Piedmont^ Dauphiny, and Provence^, the 
chief City is Barcelona. Within the faid LandSf 
there are certains Villages^ vzhich have been peopkd 
l^y the IValdenfes time out of mind, placed in the b^fl 
part o^ th^ faid Lands» Theie places have continued 
9 long time, the Princes of Piedmmt not regarding 
the abode of the faid (Seople wrthin their Pcovinees : 
But the Priefts made them ddioustothe world, be- 
caufe they were unprofitable unto them, by not living 
after the n^anner of other people, whq coiUributed 
unto them for the living, and for the dead; in fuch 
fort, that- when his Highftef* pcrfecuted ihof<? who 
KaJ quitted the Romilh Church, thefe were not for- 
gotten 'y efpecially when the Goveroqrd of the faid

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v^iflif oppofed thcmfeWca-againft thtmi Tliefc were* 
tticreforc femmoned . m" the* y«ar 1-576, to ga tcf 
the Mafs, or' to forfake the country^ wherein they 
Ibiind not better means' to help themfelves, than toj in' 
ihemrdtes unto othfr»} wibo being threatened witlF 
the fame banCfhment, 'had recourfe to th«' Proteflanr

The Prince Palatini of the Rhine delegated to thft' 
prince of Pkdnumit^9i Counfcllor of State^ with cer^-. 
tain other honourable perfonagea*. Being .arrived at^ 
Turing they faluted hia. Highnefs in the name of, the 
faid Prince Palattney and delivered their Letters ofc 
Credence. He was heard by the Prince Emanuel Phill* 
hrt^ vtvj peaceably. Thla Counfclqr g^ve himta 
underftand, that only charity of their Matter, towards 
Chriftians of the fame Religioa.that he profcfftd, had 
njovcd him to. mediate for them 5 that his'Highnefa 
would be pleafed to fufler them to live peaceably ia 
the cjercife of their Kellglgn, not offering any vIq.' - 
lence it.o their confciences : That he would' account 
tins benefit as done unto himfelf,' and he (hould oblige. . 
him, and all' the Proteftant Princes of Germany y who 
litewife made the felf-fame re que ft by their mouthsi 
that CQd:woDldUc'more fayaurablci,and his Subjeai

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mort faitiifo1» if lie didlna( fli«w bimfdf innceraUe s 
That the confuik>na which hi^ happened ia all the

charitflbk unto him, and his Subjefks, as to wiih theif 
happinefs and peace : But that the miferies and calam< 
ities that have happened amongft them».by.the diverf- 
ity of Religions, had madehimto defire to have inhi% 
State but only one ; which muft be that which he 
there found, and in which he had been brought up i^ 
for fear left under the maotle of Religion, and liberty 
of confcience, he muft difpute with his Subjcds as a

This letter mjakcs j>roof of tl^e xoiiiipumon.whi(|li 
the Waldenfes have had with thofe oi Bohemia $ An tliat 
rthey have had in their language this letter, which con* 
ftains a juft apolo^ agajnft thofe Q^nders, and oth«f 
faults which in forfher timesWveJ>een imputed to th^ 
one and to the other ; and have been opEQmon'withtbe 
chriftians of theprlmitive church. There is alfo in tlic

In the treatife of the begiiuun|^, of the Chtircheaof 
fotemiq^ at what time. the. do6irine of ^jotn ffn/s waa 
ther/ received, the Paflors, Elders, ^andfaithfal of ^S^f* 
l^mta fay, that the f^a/det^anChurch^^ of- Bohemia f-hsii 
lieen oppre£(edl)y the tyranny of the P^pe^ in fnch a 
manner that they had no more affemblies, and that 
there were no more of their writings to be found io 
Bohmia.* 

Rudtgerf in his treatife of the CKurchcs ol Bohemia^ 
(aith, that the Waldenfes have had their Churches^at 
lead two hundred and fifty years before the-^f^/^/, and 
though he confefles that their belief was one and the 
&me; yethe affirmethf that there was not in their 
time any -memory of their Churches, but only 
of thofe that* were in France at Merindoh and the 
places near adjoiiiig. And that when they fent tQ 
Bok^mia to join themtelves unto thein in the confeflioa 
of their faith, they enquired of them, whether they 
inade any public pVofeflion of tl^e truth i and whcA^ 
theyliad underftood, that there were fbme armongtt

And ^evc» there theygivcthif teftimbrty of the ffW^ 
denfes ; that thereii in them much light and kirowicd^er 
ihn) thattbey bv^r wvl!'uttderfifood and purely tavghr 
many things, yea» and that they have fuftred'machr 
for the truth, efpecialty in Franti % andfo they defircd 
tb be diftirgui/hed fifom tbem^ to the end diat if i% 
trere obferved, that tbe f^afienfti had done much fbr 
theeftbblifhment ofthe truth in their timet, that* it 
might Hkewifc be knowni i\M At Hi^fflus Have oor 
tfone little in their time. 

Sylvius reporteth of one Jhmn dtM^^ vnAPoir 
it Dre%ey difclplet of t\\t JValdenfest that they tirettt 
into Bohemia in the time oijohn Huftf and that having 
coRferred with him, be made prrofeflloa of their doe^ 
iriire, and they thcmfelTee deny it not : for they fay 
that /#*r^i/i/> was affiiled to Avke off the yoke of the 
Pope, by the example ofthe IVaUenJhyKti^WaXJf^ukftTt 
wias the inftrtiment which God h»l ufed for the inftrac- 
tion of John Huft^ wlio ttmght in Brobemla$ ^tti, t&at 
therefore they have thought themfefVes much bound to 
ihe churches of the Waldenfes^ betfaufe whatfbcvcr'gpod 
there had been in the faid churches, they fey wastranf' 
ported into theirs ; andfo hare tKey been in fomc fort, 
ihe beginning thereoft

THE niitober oP th^fTdldinfet that inhabited ' iil» 
jiii/tria was vfcfy great » wh%> were there grie^ 
euffy perfecutcd, ar may* appear if we- had no other' 
pfroof than the cbronide ^rr/2rflrff >* where it is ob* 
fervedifaat abdatr the' year i4e)Or there were burnt ii 
great nnmbt^r in the city of Cr^im^, . which is in the 
Dukedom of Aujlria^ But that which troubled 
^e- heads of the petf ecutors a great d^al more, was the^ 
fpeech -of one of them, who being exetfuted at Vunnen^ 
laid at his execntiouy that there were in that country,. 
of the fame* belief that he pTofefledy above' foorfcorew 
Uionfand.*. 

About thfc yearufoor Eord'T46^, the i/i^/w reformer 
ilig their churchesi and-feperating themfrom the church^ 
of Romef they<underftood> that there were in 'Aisfiria^ 
€h<orche8t>f the^iiA^t»/^x»4ipon the frontiers of Boi^e*^ 
pU4i,^in whieh- there were> great and learned men apt- 
pointed for Paftors, and that th? doftrine of the gof- 
pel fiouriAied among them* That they might know 
the truth tbereoft they deputed two of their brethren,. 
araongft their E^orS) and two £lders» with charge t^ 
enquire what thoOe docks or congregations were ; for 
wh|it 'Caofe they had forfaken the church of Rome^ thcxr 
principles and progreffion ; that Uiey ibould m^ke 
p. 3. known. 
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known unto them tbeir carriage or demeanor in Soii* 
ma^ and give a reafon whyiihefiirere frparated fromthc 
Romifb church. 

Thefe men being poQie thither, and having carefully 
anquired into^tfae (bte of thofe Chufchca of the Wd^ 
Jf^fet. and having found diem^.that they did' nothing^ * 
|Mit what waa ordained by our Lord J«(H»Ghnftt<nn4 
taught by hit Apoftles^; holding themfelves whoUjc to 
the ioftitution of ,thc Soo' of God* in. the mattiBv of 
Sacramentfc . 

It contented the WaUmffryrtrj much».tauaderSaiid 
that there were in Bohemia a. number of people, that 
had given glory to GcKi, and. removed- from them 
the abufe and idolatrieaef the Church^ of JSibwcf^^ea** 
horting them in the name of God to continue fn that 
which they had fo well begun, for the knowledge and 
fHpport of the truth, and for the eftabliAiment of a 
^ood' difcipline; and in wtenef* of the. great joy that 
ihey rcctivt d, and that holy fociery and communioa 
that they defircd to have with them> they bleffed tHem 
. in praying for them, ' and' laying their hands upoii 
them. 

AfterwardB> the faid Wal^fn rehited unto^em, 
liDw God had miraculoufly prtferved them, for thefe 
ipany hundred years, notwithAanding divert great intf 

^ntinua) perfecutions. which they had endured; and- 
they affectionately took their leave of their brech* 

rcB, 
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tenv ind-at tfacir return related wWibcrer they hmd 
feen or done in their Toyag^^ from whence they re<* 
ceived unfpeakable fatisfa^tion ; and from thatjtime 
forward V there Continaed a holy affedion and defire to 
comimniicate together as oft as they could t for their 
commoh edification. In profecotion whereof, thebre^ 
three of Bohemia fentlettere tothe Waitknfis oiAufhia^ 
girtng them to^underftand^ that they had received gneaC 
comfott by the laft comrnunication they had- with them % 
hat yet as they- dtfired not to be flattered in any deft A 
or fault whatfoever, fb they could not difiennble with* 
mit fome defeat of charity, what (.^hcy had fbund in 
them worthy reprehenfion ; and that was, that they 
yidded too miTch to their infimiitics» fince that having 
once \ known the troth,, they ncverthelefs- fieqiienttd 
Popiih churches ; being prefent at thofe idolatries^ 
whkh they condcDiRed, bafcly pfophaning and pol<* 
Uitiiig themfelves, that thry were not only to. believe 
with the heart, i>ut we moil likewife make conleifioo 
wiUi- our mouth to falvalioo. 1 

Moveever they told them of another faulty which 
they had taken notice o^^ and that was, that they were 
too careful in heaping up gold and (ilver ; for though* 
the deligo were good^ that is, to help and comfort them 
in time of perfecution ;. yet forafmueh as every day 
brought with it aflidion enoughrond ^atAich cares at 
are not befitting thofe that are to look only before them^ 
^ tQ lay up a trea&ire in. bearcii; they condemned 

chat 
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tbat which- was AiperaSufiJant in thetiiy and which ia 
the end they would princtpaliy rely opon* 

Th/tif^alde»fes oi Auftrta did hcaflily thank th«ni4 in^ 
treating them to continue this huly a&6^ion towards 
them, and for their part to do ikeir.beli to farther theit 
cx>mnDunioii, and to apfMiip^ a day and place of meet* 
ing and conference; forthey having 1^ long tMHeknova 
the defcdls, . which they had taken notice of, .hot as 
yjet they iMid not power to provide convcmeot reme^ 
dies for the fame ; bat their hope was, that being aho^ 
gether, they (houkVbe able to refelve vwth themfelves, 
as alfu touching many other points of greatcft'fBoroenU 
Now when' it was even upon the point to^ food to the 
yjlace whierc they, had agreed, to neet^aiid affemWe 
themf<:]ves, they began. t9 doubt' that the-^bufinefs 
might be difcovercd,rand it might be dangerous to al^ 
of them. Andbefidestbat, they conf^dered with them- 
ftlvvs that they' had -been fuppvrtcd, notwithftanding 
their affemblies and beb'ef were fufflciently known ; aai 
therefore they (hould put themfelves into extreme dan- 
ger,- if they (hould join themfelves wlthother people. 
Thefe con fid er at ions made their fonher df fign's and 
purpofes of their mutual communications td vanifh aJ 
way; as alfo in the year following,' that^ts, in the yea^ 
1468 J the perfecution increafed agaiiiil the Waiitnfei of 
jiufiria^ for there were burnt a great number at Fiennai 
Among others, the hidory makes mention of one Ste* 
vifi^ an ancient man,, who being there burnt, confirm* 
cd many with hi» conftancy*- They: that would efcapc 

thift 
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tUs periccation,, retrred tfaemfelvet into tbe cotft oC 
irandetAurghy where they ftayed not long, being aIfo« 
there ejtpofed to fire and fword. Amongft thofe, there 
was one nam^d TVrtor, that retired htmfelf into Bohe* 
ma^ wBere he joined himfclf to the churches of the Ihif^ 
fties^- mod finding thct a man might there remain in 
peace of body and foul, he rrtttrncd into bis oonntry^^ 
and perfuided many to go to Bohemar^ti^ to inhabit 
there, who were lovingly received % and fiace that time 
there hare been noafleroblies4)f the IVaUwferm parti-^ 
cblar, bot they have joined- themfefves- unto^ the 
cbttrcbes of the Buffiiu

In the year lijo, a certain Inquifitor hartcd Cw- 
rad^ was orda.ined by the Pope, Superintendant of the' 
Inquififion. He exercifed thitf charge with extreme 
cruelty, againft' all forts of per fori 8„ without rcfped^ 
even of the Priefts thcmfcrve8,whc/f«; bodies and goods 
He confifcated. He tried men with a hot iron, fayingr 
that they" that 'couId*hold"att iron red hot Tn tbeir hands 
and not he burnt, were good ChrrlTians-; but on the 
contrary, if they felt the fire, he delivered them to the 
fecular power* Dreadful days indeed ! In thefe times 
the Waldenfes had in the dfocefir ofTj^f# many fchools, 
wherein they eaufed their children to be inftrudcd in 
their belief; and nbtwithftandrng ' aH the inqriKfitions 
and perfecutions executed upon their flocks, yet they 
ventured to^ preachy calKbg their aflemblies by the 
lound of a bril ;>»ii)aintaitling*^ pnbKqly that the Popi! 
was an Heretkk, -and his^Prelates fed titers ofthepM* 
pie. That Hie trutlir was no^ preadied but amobgfr 
ikatm% and if they had mot^comeamboagft ih'eati to leach, 
. God woiiki have ratfed others, e^en the ftonea them-' 
£elves,rto«nligKteuhi6 chnrdi by the preaching of thie 
word. -Until thefe times, fa)^: they, the pr^a<icrs 
Imve buried tbe truths and preached lie8\: .ws on the 
goAtrary- preach the truth, end bur y falfhoods and Ues^ 
and laftiy we^ o£Eer not^a^ feigned r^ia^oni- io^

Ti^afthew Parisf an' 'Enginh writer oh ^crves, that a- 
'bout the year 1220, there wtrc a grtat number in a 
part of Germany f that took arms, where the IValdenfcs 
were cut tn pitccsjbeing'funprifed in a place of great 
difadvautage, having on the onrfidetnaffhy ground, an'd 
on the other the Tea, in fuch fprt that it was impoiEble 
-for them to Hcape. ^ft does not appear that our Lord 
will maintam his caafe by oarnal weapons. 

About ibe year 1330, they AJfere'Ilrangely vexed* in • 
many parts of Germany ^ by a certain Inquilitor, named 
Erhar4: biit- after many cruelties executed, lipon them, 
as hevprtfrifreAtKc IVahknf^s l<> difcovef to him the rea» 
foas for which'theyfepci'^tcti from the<hurc{i 6{ Ronie^ 
JUtd being vanqutfiied-iu' his ovm confcience, afcknow- 
kdging thofe defefts and corruptions vfhich they al- 
Icdgcd to be fn ihc chufch of Rome Ao be true ; and 
nnt being able to difprove the ^points of their bfclief by 
t5e word of 0od, 'he gave glory unto God,, and^^ecii- 
fctfing that tire trutli' had overcome lum ; he became 
a membtr of that cli^rch which heliad a long time be- 
fore pcrfecuted to death. The other luquifitors 
beipg ,advertifed of this alteration, lyere fo difpleafed^

We.nittll not pats .by the lhtTty*£Te bargeffes oT 
JlfayencCf that were barned in the town oi Bmguef be- 
^aufe they werelcn^rwn to be ^oF Ifae4)elief of the 19^- 
Jfittfes ; nor the fourTcore which the Biihop of -Siraf* 
,iurgb caufed to be burnt in o«e*^res nor that ^bich 
T'rlthemius recounts, that th^y conf^ed in thofe times, 
that the number of Waljenfes was fo great, that they 
^ould go'from C«/<^fff to MUan^.znd lodge theo^eivM 
^itli hods of' their own prcfeifion ; and th^t they bad 
^gn« upon theirrhoufes and gatea^, whereby they mjgbt

.fefied himfelf.A Waljenfian tprned an Apqjflat^ bc- 
,€»me a monk» and a violent perfccutor^ andcaufcd mt-

J>eing convxfked of divers crimes, he was deprived sf

^p' NGLAND.hath been one of-thefirft.placcstLtt 
. J^ hath been honoured forreceiving-tbe gofpel; fe»* 
not long after that Walde departed from Umut there 
ivere many condemned to death aAWaUenfssy thai is to 
fay, eleven years after the difper£on of the Waldenfii 
from the city of Lions, YotWaUo departed out of Lioni 
in the year n6$^ and Matthew Farts reports, that the 
Inquifitors eaufcd .fome of the Waldenfts to be 
Burnt in England^ in the year 1 174* And y,ohtt Bak 
^i^es mention of* cenain man thai w«| burnt at L(»' 
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Jka^ id the year laro^ who was charged with no other. 
crtme> than that he profefled the religion of the'^tf/* 
di^ifes. Thcmai Waiden^ «n EngUJb man, hath written^ 
that in the time of Henry \\it fecondi the Watdetifet 
were grievoufljr perfecnted, and that they were called, 
Pahlicans. - And at for thoft in whom they found not 
c^ufe enough to condemn uata death, • they* marked 
thiem in the forehead with a* hurning key, to the end' 
they might be known of every roan. This belief of 
the Wdldenfes Was better known in the time of the warr 
againft the Atttj^Mfhs^ infbm^ich that the proximity of! 
the lands and pofieflions of the Earl Reymondy of Tho* 
hmfe, with Guienne^ then pofleiTed by the Englj/b^ and 
the aHiance of the King of England^ brdther in law of 
the bid i?/^JMMi^/,-madcthe way more eafy (o the Eng» 
ftfit not only to fuccous one another in the warsi^ but 
alio to take knowledge of the belief of the faid j4liU 
genfeij which waa no other but that of the W'aldtnfss. 
Sec the hiftory of ^ the Jllbtgtnfesn Fryer Rainard 
LoUardf was tbeii the moft powerful iuftrutnent, whichr 
God ufed by exhorUtions> and foiiind reaibns, to give 
koowledge to the Englifh of the doArine^for which 
the rvaldenfa were delivered to death. • This dodriae 
was received by WlcUyfe^ who thereby obtained much, 
help for the increa£e of his knowledge in the truth* 
He waa a renowned Theologian in the Univerfity oS 
Otefwdt and Redor of the pariih of Lutterworth^ io. 
tbediocefeofZfff^o/fi; an eloquent man, and a profound 
fcholar. Hewon the hearts of many Englifti, even of the 
Bio&hoAOorable of the land,, as ihe Dtike of Lancajier^. 
Qjj wnclft 
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uncle to King Richard 11* Henry Prrcy^Lewn. Gtffirif 
and tke Lord Chancellor^ the. Earl of .Sah/kwj. By 
the favour of thefe great perfonages» the dodrine of 
the Waldenfet^ or of WicUtffk took foottBg».aadJka4 free 
p^age in England^ until Gregory the eltvefith perft- 
cotcd thofe that received it, hy meana of his.Monksi. 
tifc Inquifitots ; the fires being kindled in Engknd for 
many years* to (lay thecoarfe thereof : btic it Was -all 
in vain, for it hath been maintained th#re U fpiu »f 
Anticbrift, until his yoke was wholly fhaken oft 
True it is, that the hones of ^ulSjffi were dug up a^ove 
thirty years after his death, and condemned to be 
burnt, with fnch books as his adverfarics could reCovcrt 
buc he haxl before enlightened fo greae a number, tKat 
it 'Was beyond the power'of his.eneoiieB altogether to 
deprive- the church of them. For the i£ore. they en- 
deavoured to hinder the reading and knowbdge of 
them by horrible threats, and death itfclf ; the floore 
were the affedtons of miany (harpencd to read theoi • 
With greater ardency. It Ts likewise &id,' that a cer^ 
tain fcholar having carried inito ^^/Sraws one > of the 
books of thefaid fvichltffey intitled his Univ«rfal«ran^ 
delivering it to John Hufs\ he gathered thatknowledge 
from it, that made htm admir'able^ in Boh^miaf and €(&• 
fied all thofe, who together with him, did very, willing* 
ly free themfdves from the fervile yoke of the church 
of Rome^ From hence it w3^ faid tfr the Uufptcty that 
Wichliffe had awakened their "^ohn Hufi. Thi$ff^Ufe

IN the year 1225 tKe Utalienfes were fpi'ead abroad? 
in great nun^bera throvgbout Italy. They kaili 
cBurch'es in AlCania^ Lomiardp MilaHy and in Rbtna^' 
pna^ at alfo at yincencey Florence y.^i\6. Val Spoletine^- 
Ih the year of oiAr Hord'i^o therr were many Wal-'' 
bnfts in Sicilj, > 

In the year 14$!; ^ft^ ifc CapUaneiiy Thquifitor 
and Arch-deacon of Cremona^ apprehended one otthe^ 
Paftors o[ the Walden/es, nanxid Peter di Jacobs paffing* ' 
ever a mqnntain in Dauphtnyf as he was going to PrO'* 
gtla In the valley of Frajimeret* Being afked from' 
whence he catt)e,he airfwtrerf, that Ke canfefrom the' 
Churches of \\\t IValdenJes fn lialy^ to perform hia^ 
duty to his ch'afge; andthathe had paflcd by Cennes»^ 
vhere he told ih'em iKat the Waldenfian Paftors had 
ahoufe of their own, whicfi ' agrceth with that which*- 
V'tgnavx noteti^ in his memorials. The perfccuiionsf 
that they have fofifeied in Italy were^dontinued» until- 
tbey were wRoHy roored^out. The Emperor^ i^r<f^<p 
rtV the fecondj did'grievoufly perfecute them^ by' edi^li^ 
and by the Inquifitiort, It was hirp>ea(iire that they 
ffiould be fevcrely and f^eedlly pirnFftied, for fear left: 
tUcy (hould fprcad themfelves ferther, feeing alfo that 
tljey had begua to inhabit £ombarJyt ^^^ Sicily; 
Qj^ wh«r« 
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where he commanded they fliouM be pcrfecuted vAA 
all rigour, to the end they might be -dmcn out from 
thencej and out of the whole world together. 

Roger king of Sidfyf made alfo conftitutions agasa& 
tbem, and caufed them to be perf<?cvted* 

Pope Gregory f the ninth, did grievoufly perfecate 
liiem. A legate of his, baoifhed them put of a}l Myf 
gild* commanded that their houfes (hould be ra«<rd. 
He appointed in the City of Milan two preacher^ who 
by the authority of the Archbifhop, made a ftrift en- 
quiry of the WahUnftSy and where they c.ould.appre- 
bend any, they caufed them to be brought by the Pre- 
tor^ to the place where the Arch-bifhop had appointed^ 
and that at the public charge* 

Pope Honorius can fed them to be grievoufly perfc* 
cuted under the name of FraiueiS^ that i» to fay, ftiift- 
ing coixipanions: for it appears., that, as many as were 
fo called in //^/y, were no other, buj, t^aldenfes^ lo the 
time of Boniface thje eight, thty were charged with the 
fame calumnies, a9 the i^aldtnfts of Dauphiay^ and the 
Chriftians of the primitive Church: namely, patting 
ou^ the lights, and con^mftting all kinds of unclcannefs. 
fhe Inquifitors have always made in Italy an cxaA 
^arch, that they might deliver, them to the fecular 
power; and not content to condemn the living, they 
framed inriI6lmej»t8 againft the dead, dif- interred their 

hadic»| buiut their bonesi aud copfi^ted their goods* 

" . One 
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One amongft the reftx named Herman^ being buried , 
m^Feri^araj w^scondemncd twenty years after his death 
tQ be dif>interrtfd, and his bones to be burnty notwith- 
flaoding that whild he lived, he was accounted a holy ' 
n^an. Alfo there was another nanied Andrew^ and hia 
wife GulUaumey that were dif-interred* atid their bones 
burnt. This (hamefui violation was offered to the 
dead in England^ in the reign of Queen Mary ; and 
even in the nuemorable refgn of C'W/fj the fecond, to. 
tked.ifgracetof Protcftants* 

The perfecuting of thcfe followers ©f the Lamb la 
mir country, dfove them into many others, and by . 
that means the gofpel fpread into various countries; fo 
that wte find in 1250 they l)ad Churches in Livonia f ^ 
^armatia^ Conjiantinopk^ Sclavoniaf Bulgaria^ Craotiaf 
DaJfpatia, and w<:ftward even into Spain, Bm as my 
pljift win not admit of enlarging upon the hillory of 
them in thofe countries, and as their do£irines and 
difcipline were the fame as in thofe places already 
mentioned, it would be like repeating the fame over 
again. -• Their adverfaries were of the faqnc frate- nity, 
Bifhopa, Priefts, Monks, and Inquifitors; fo the treat* 
mcnt tht-y met was. pretty much the fame as in other 
places. The Inquifitors generally fi^liowcd them, and 
as burning them publicly brought reproach upon their 
adverfaries, they took the more crafty, though no lefs 
cruel, method of murdering them privately. Many 
writers have given an accourU of the Inquifition, and

AmoUffatt defired ta 
be heard by word of nnouth, faytng, that he would an^ 
fwer to all that was contained in' the faid writing ; in- 
tVrating his audience to huve patience^ ifhc wcrclong 
in anfwering to fb long a difboorl^*. fh wtk granted 
that he (hould be heard with attentidn and patiencey 
and without interruption. He difcourfed* for fetcral 
hours, for four days together, and with fuch readioefs 
for his party that all the Bifhops, Abbots, Monksg 
And Priefts hadrcafon td?dcflre they hadbeen elfewhere. 
For he framedhis anfwers according to tHe points let

NOW when Pope Innoeeni had prepared his armtes 
of the Crofi, and had difperfed t&em about 
|he countries of the AMgenfety there were no lohgior

chief diTputers being thecxecutionetSy and the Inqui* 
filorsy wi.ioh the Pope made nfe of, for thfc extirpstioA 
•f the Alh'i^dnjes, The prcttiict- i f fp famous an expedi- 
tion was maHe againft.thc F.r»r] Prymond of TheuUufy 
about the death of « cci uio JfacUm Mofthi who was

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hii to be (lain by the Albtgenfesi forthi Pope took 
from tbence occafion to fend throughout all Eurofe 
Frcachcrsy to aCTembh men together*, to cake vengeance 
of the innocent blood of Fryar Peter ^ who had beeft 
flain by tbe Herettcks ; promifing, Paradife to. all 
who would come to this war for forty days. This war he 
called the holy war ; and for which he ga^t the ^sinw 
pardoDSy the fame indulgencesi a«. he did unto thofe 
who went unto the wars of the holy land, for the conr* 
que ft thereof* And at for the Ear) Reymondf hear 
what terms he thundered agatnft him in his hull. We 
•rdain, that all Archbifhops and Bifhops* are to de* 
Bounce, ibroughpnt all their dioccfe^,ihe ^vLvXReymond 
accurfed and elLcommnnicated, as h<\\^^ the murderer 
of a good fervant of God ; and that with the found of 
a bell, and the e^tindlion of candles, every 8uuday and 
fcftival days. We promifc moreover to all thufe that 
fhall take arms, to revenge the faid murder, forgive-, 
nefs of their fins, feeinjr that the p«ffl ilenf fellow feekf 
nothing clfe but to take away o'^r lives. And foraf- 
much, as according to the law of the holy Canona^ 
faith is not to be kept to him that keeps not his faith 
to God, we would have all to underftand, that every 
nan that is bound to the faid Earlby oath of fidelity, 
fociety, alliance, or other wife, by the apoftoiical ai^ - 
thority, is abfolved from any fuch bands ; and it fliall 
be lawfuF for every Catholick man, not only lo purftie

licgate to honour him the more, and to 'bind him to 
do what he'hadfworoy made him captain and leader 
of the foldien of the crofs^ for the fiege of Beziers t 
which he did| to the end he might drive the AUngenfa 
Into defpair» ever to be defended by him» who having 
abjured their religion^ had now ^power and charge to 
ferfecute them. 



C H A K In. 

JBenieri* . . ' 

THE Eail Reynumi^mA much perplexed abotft 
that charge ilmt was given him for condudiog 
the army of the foldiers of the crols before Btsfkn* 
For to carry himfelf ai an enemy againft the AUngesfm 
was to ad againft his confcienCOf and to bind hifafcif 
to the perpetual fervitude of the Pope and htk i^ 
Kates. On the other fide, if he Ihonld fly, and for* 
fake the army, this was to fuitiifh them with net 
matter of perfecutioni for in fuch a cafe they xni^t 
jnftly purfue him, its a perfidious and peijnred perf(m) 
snd if he ftotdd be apprehended, he would be in dtfl* 
ger of lofing his life, goods, aod friends all tpgctter. 
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And yet, in fulfilling the charge the Legate laid upon 
hiiiiy he mull be an inttniment of the lofs of Bezhrif 
and the total deftruftton of the fubjeAs of his nephew 
the Earl of Bezien^ yea, and his nephew himfclf. In 
this extremity and aoguifli of fpirity he chofe rather to 
ftay in the anxiy for certain days, and afterwards took 
his leave of the Legate, and went to Rome^ to humble 
himfeff before the Pope, which could not be denied 
him. In the mean time they made an approach to the 
city of Se%ierSf the ram's, (lings, aAd other engines of 
war wire provided to give a general affault ; fttting to 
the walls of the city fo great a number of ladders, that 
it was impoflible to refift the fuffous aflault which the 
Pllgfima idadc with all the force and power they had. 

The tatl of Sezters went out of the city, and cad 
himfelf down at the feet of the Legate Mi/on, craving 
mercy for his city of Beziers; and humbly befecching. 
him not to infli6l the fame punifhment upon the inno- 
cent and the guilty, which without all doubt muft needs 
come to pafs, if Beziers (hoold be taken by force ; that 
there would be great effufion of blood on both fides, 
which might be avoided. That there were within Be- 
xiers a great number of good Roman Catholics who 
would be fubjed to the fame ruin, contrary to the 
intention of the Pope, who(e defire was only t^ chaf- 
tife the ABigenJee, That if it pleaied him not to fpare 
hit fnbjeAa for the love of themfelves, that 4ie woi^ld 
yet have regaid unto him $ to his age and profeffion, 
fiaci die iob would light upon himfelft being in hit 
* ' S a minorttya 
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fnlnQntjt and a moft.obcdtcnt fera»t.tatli^ P^pCs flf» 
baviag been brought up io the RopiUh Church, ^ii(}h|i 
fvhich he would both live aad die* Apd if Uc too^ (^ 
ill that fuch perfons as were enemies to the Pope, bad 
been tolerated.wIthI»hts territories^ it oagbt oot.tojb^ 
imputed UDto hrm; becaufe he had oo otbcr f^bjciS^ 
but thofe which his deceafed fathe,r had left unto hm;^ 
and that in his minority, attd afterwards in thft little 
time wherein he had been mailer of his own goods, he 
could not as yet, by leafon vi his incapacity know thia 
cvt], nor mtniAerthe remtdfi though it were hisp^tr-^ 
pofe fo to do; bat yet his hope was i^ tka*: to eomcr 
to give all fatisfadion that might be, both to the Pope 
and Church oi.Rame^ as an obedient fpa both of f!^ 
one and of the other. 

. The anfwer of the Legate was, \\^ alt his^e^^^ml^^ 
availed nothing ; he mud do m he U^o^ght prQj^r^. 

The Earl of Bezler^ t^Vm^A into J^l^C .cil^jj ^ 
affembled the people togethi^r, giving jthfxntp uo^fif- 
ftand, that softer he had fubfiHt^d ^m^iflf to t^ Le* 
gate, he mediated. for tlxem ; 4>qt .lacing ,9^ jto €^ 
lain Wf other M»ng ajt hip ^nd^^^piMrd^n J7gp9n.fi99* 
dkipna t^t they that m^ade prqfeffi^iji .of .thiC hd\dji^ 
.the Albigenfis^ AouU^om^ ^dabfttc^ t^cSr t^sl^ip^t 
and promife tp Im^uqc^Dft^Pg ^the b^pa^^ f^fuj^gdi 

The RvB^ii i:»Wm iftimMi 4bw .t« ftcl^ fo 
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this to ^reat a violence, and not to be the caufe of 
their death, fince the Legate was refolved not. to par- 
don any} if they lived aot all under one and the fame 
law* 

The JtWtgenfes anfwered, that' they would not for* 
fake their religion for the bafe price of this fiail h'fe; 
for they knew well that God was able to defend 
thenif if it pleafed him ; and if he would be glorified 
by the confeffion of tfatir faith^ it would be a great 
' honour to them'to die for righteoofnefs fake ; that 
they had rather difpleafe the Pope, who cpuld dtdrojr' 
their bodies only, than God who could cad both bpAy- 
and foul into hell fire: that they wpuld never be 
afhamedy or deny that religion, by which they have 
betn taught to know Chrii^ ; or with the danger of an 
eternal death, profefs a religion which makes void the 
merit of Chrift ; and that therefore they would cove* 
Bant for themfelves as they could, and promife nothing 
contrary to the duty of true chriilians.

This being underftood, the Roman Catholics fent 

' their Biihopto the Legate, humbly to intreat him, that 

he would not include in this chaftifement of the ^/^i* 

genfes^ thofe that were always obedient to the church 

of Rome^ of whom he that was their Biihop had cer- 

' tain knowledge ; being likewife aflurcd that the reft 

were not altogether paft hope of repentance, but that 

they might be woo by gentle meausi bed befitting

The Legate hereby grew into extreme rage andf nT- 

£on ; fwearing and protefting with horrible threatSy 

.•that if they that were in the dtj did not adsnowledge 

, <heir faulty and fubmit themfelvss to tbe church of 

: Rstaef tbey -{hould all tafte of one c^p ; and without 

refpedk of CathoHc, fe«, ot age, they (hould all be 

^xpofed to fire and fword* And iiiLmedtately he con- 

: manded that the^ri^y ihould be fummor>ed to yield it- 

vfclf to his difcretion i which they refuiing to do, he 

caufed all hi«^nglAea of war to play, and commanded 

geaeral aiTauJt to be made. Nor was it poiIH>1e (or 

ih( fe that were wiihin, to refift lb great a violence, in 

fuch fort, bting thw affanUed, by above ahuiidned 

J thoufand ftfgrma s in the <;nd» they within were van- 

.>quifhcd, ai>d ihe enemies l>eiog cfit^redt flew a ^r^at

The city being taken, ihe Priefts, Monk8,.andaerks 
came forth of tire great chinch o^ BezierSf called ^U 
liaxari^ with the banner, tlie crofles, their holy water, 
bare-headed, attired with ornanfients of the clhirch, and 
iinging, TV Deum laudamus^ iL% a fign of joy that tbe 
town was taken, Tmd ,purred of the Alhignifu. Bui 
the foldicrswho had received command frtim the Legate 
, to kill all, ran in npon them,. brake the order of their 
jri)ctffionj made the hea^ls-and arm^ of tft Pritfts to

to the ckurch of Rime^ wci« expired, becaufe thjen 
they Wjcre permitt^^d .every man to depart t^ hia owA

7bejfege and taking of CarcaffimnCm 

THE Earl of Bttuin^ when he faw that hjc ;coul<l 
obtain nothing of the Legate in favour of the 
city of ^ra;/rrr,.haW|]gicft hiftchar);e to the Bilhup»ao 
.make trial whether he. by any mcctus could ubtaiii 
pardonfprthofe poor inhabitants ;: and in ihe medft 
time, becaofe he knew very-well that having taken Be^ 
^iersy he wohid not fuffcr the city of CarcaJfonneXQ con* 
tinue in peace; for being ftroogby nature, the Legate 
knew there was no ftore-houfe fur the war, nor better 
place of repofc for the foldiers; he,put himfelf there- 
fore into Carcajhnnt^ being accompanied with his mo ft 
faithful attendants. 

He wa» followed quickly^ by the Legate's arny^

tinto wWch there came new- foldiers of the Crofij 
namely, the BiOiop ot Agenois^ the Bifhop of Limodesf 
of BazaJos^ of Cobori, and the Archbiihop of Awrr- 
JtatiXf every one with the pilgrims of their own diocefe; 
There likewife arrived the Earl of Turahe^ and the 
Lord of Bqfilettauy of Moniratter^ who condufttd the 
'troops of ^erciy and of all thefe troops the chief 
leader was the Earl of Dunoy. There came alfo a great 
muUitude of Lombards and Grmi/sif J, and that in fo great 
a number, that the army of the Legate i^fiAwi," rofcto 
the number of three hundred thoufand fighting mef)} 
when he came before Carcaffonne* 

The Btuation of Coreajimne is thus. There is a city, 
mnd a boroui»K or ^town. The city is feated upon a 
little hill, enviioned with a double wall: the town is 
in the plain, diftant from the city about two miles. At 
that time the city was accounted a place of great 
ftrengih ; and tn this city there dwelt a great 
' number of Albigenfeu The Pilgrims thonght to feavc 
taken it at the firft fight, for they ran with great vio- 
lence upon the #ift rampart, and filled the ditch with 
faggots; but they were beaten back witlifu6h courage 
and refolution, that the ground was covered with the 
dead bodies of pilgrims, round about the city. 

The young Earl ofBezierSf Lord of Carcajfmne^^ft^ 
great honour in this firft day's encounter, encouraging 
his fubjeds, and telling them> they muft remember the 
treatment idBi%tcn; that they wet^ todeal with the fame 

' . eaemiefi; 
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fjiemiefty who had changed the fiege, not the humour nor 
the will to exterminate them if they could. That it 
was far better for them to die fighting, than to falF" 
into the hands of fuch cruel and mercilefs enemies. Thae 
for hia own party he made profeflion of the Romi(h 
religion, but yet he faw very weU, that this war w^ft* 
not for religion,, but a- certain robbery agreed upon, to' 
invade t^h^ goods and lands of the Earl of Reymonii And\ 
his own. .That they had greater caufc to defeniji thcm- 
felyes than he, who could lofe no more than his goods 
and his life without change of his religion ; but they 
might loffe that^-and bclideB the exercifc of their relt* 
j[iontoaj that he would never abandon them info ho- 
nourable an a6^ion, which was to defend themfelves' 
againft the invafions of their common entmics, maflced 
vith an outward appearance of pietyj^ and io. effedt real 

The Jlhlj^fes being mueh animated by the fpecclv 
fft^his young l^ord, fwore unto him^ that th^y wouW 
fpend thei^ goods and their lives, for the pr^fexyatioo. 
©f the City of Carcajonne^ and yhatfoever concy^rpcd 
Ji^e faid Lord. The next day the Legale commanA5d 
Itgei^^l aQsgalt to hp ma^c xx^w the boxpu^h of Cat' 
f^oiffte. The people within,, very yaliantly defended 
^hemfelyes.1 but ^e ladders were fo charged with pen,. 
»nd ,^,near tb^ one to the other; that they touched one 
. Vl^ther^ j^ompfe. that, they forced ;thofe wityn frppt 
AeH?J[ljB,^.^fo.fftt€if«d .the tow^i, carrying thcmfclye* 

an 
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H they had done be/ore td'thofc otBezierti^ fbrtlicy 
put ;hem all to the fword arid fire. 

Whilft tlicfc things were doing; tlie king ofArrai^k 
arrived at the army of the Legate ; and went firft to 
the tent of the Earl Reymond^ whq was conftrained to 
give his affiftance at this iiege agaittft h» own ncphe^. 
From whence he went to the Legate^ and told \AA 
that having underftood, that his iLinfman thie Eail of 
Be%krs was befieged wttfHn Cartaffonne\ he was comfc 
to do liishcil endeavouFi to make the laid £arl to on- 
derdand his duty tovtrards the Pope and the chufch ; 
which he prefumed he fliould the more eafily do^ be*- 
caufe he knew well^ that the ibid Earl,, had alWa/s 
made profefBon of the KomiJOlk reIfgR>B> 

The Legate gave him leave, to undertake wtoaf Ifc 
had faid* The king o£jirragon^ made his approach to 
the rampart. The Earl of ^r«/Vr# canre to parley with 
kirn. The king o( Jirrag&n defired to know of hitn, 
what had moved him to (hut up himfelf withlb the city 
^ACarcaffonm againft fo great an army of Filgriosk 
The Earl anfwered, that it liighly became him, hav- 
ing fo neceflary and fo juft caufe, to defend his lift» 
his goods, and his fubjeds ; that he knew well that 
under the pretence of religion, the Pope had a purpofe 
utterly to overthrow the Earl R^mond his uDcle» and 
himfelf. That he found by that mediation which be 
had made for iiis fubjeds of Bezieri, the Roman Cs- 
tholickf whereof he would not receive into grace and

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l^vocir) neitlKr had fpared the prieils themfelves^ wh^ 

were all cut in pieces, even adorne.d with their prieftL^r 

ornament s> jand under the banaer of the (Sl-ofs. That 

thif example of cruel impiety, added unto that ^hich 

h^djpaffedin the town of Carr^^^^^^' where they were 

all expofed to 'fire and fword, witiiout di(lin£iion of 

9ge or fex, had taught him not to look "for any mercy 

cither ./at the hands of the Legate or his Pilgrimsi 

And that^ therefore he ch«fe rather to die with his fub» 

jefts defending himtelfy uhan to be eXptffed >to the 

mercy of fo inexorable •aiii ^^aemy as the Legate wsa^ 

And that tiotwilhilanding thcJ^.were within the city 

of Carcajgi'anne divers of his fu^je^ that were df a ton>* 

trary religion to that of the c\iVL'r€\Moi Rome ; yet th^y 

were foch a^ people as had n^vet wrooged any ; /*nd 

were cothe to fuccom^'him i^'his jgrcA^^. extremity^; 

and for this their godd fervice, fee watsirfefolved not 

toaWnBon t'hem> as ^iey had pronfdfed^V their part

ThcKiag df^msr/oii retired htmftlf^ nt^t witliottt'^ 
j^eat^iicoiitent at thiBviinjuft proceeding. T^f Le* ^ 
gate hereupon commanded all his engines tof wai? to 
play, and that they fhould take the city by force. But 
It was a fpcdacle little pleafing to him; feeing heivas ? 
an eye-witnefs of the lofs of a great number of his Pjls.. 
grims. For they of the city threw down fuch a quao* : 
tityof great fiones/ with, fire, pitch, brimfloncaiid 
boiling water;, and galled the afTailants with fuch in- 
finite numbers of arrows, tlftkt tbe^arth was covered, 
and the ditches filled with the dead bodies of the Pil- 
grims, which cauled a moilAoifiar^e ftench, both in the 
T • camp 
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camp and i» the city. Thk tude ot^dthr^pr <sm^' 
many of his ibUicrajof the. crofii to forag^e and feek for 
booty ahroadfl as having ancompliihed tl^eir term ^i 
forty dayat^urini^ the w)iich they had gained Paradik;^ 
«nd ^fafed to conquer any mor^aft^r fo fatr.a p^r* 
chafe, for fear they (hooldchai^ their fj^^'y Tor 
deadly hkwa.

The inhahitants of Carcq^onnehzying underftood of 
the imprifonmcnf of their Lord, brake out into tiari, 
knd, were Aruck with ftrange afionifhinent, info- 
much that they now thought of nothing fo muehj «i 
hovv to efcape the danger they were in ; but all means 
of efcape, to the outward appt^arai^ce were takeo awa]i:» 
for they were (hu^ up on all fides, and the trench^ 
full of men. But one among ther^ft told them, tb^t 
he did retnembcr, that he had heard fpme ancient mep 
of .the city fay, that there was in Carcaffpnm.^ certji^

agree in the nomination of a Captain; with one mutuiil^ 
.^bft&tit they named two B>ihop«, with the Abbot ^f 
C'tft^auKy Legate of the apoftolic fee, and four men ^If:, 
•rira, to wh m they gave poiycr to choofc Kim, thait 
liercafter ibould lead the army of the Church* 

l^bey named the Earl Simon of Montfort^ notice 
whereoT.be»og givc« him, he cj^cufcd Jiimfclfy allcdg.ng 
his incapacity and inability: but in the end he accepted 
of it, after that the Abbot of Ctfteaux had laid his comr 
mands upon htm^ enjoining him by vfrtue of obedit nee, 
to accept of the faidnonunation; whereupon h^ pro* 
mifed to do his bcft to vex the enemies^of our Lord, 
£)r fo they termed the ^#/^^9/^i.^ < 

The Earl of M-antfort^ being General of the Army 
of the Church, made big abcwJe at Carcujcmne^ witL 
four thoufaud of his Pilgrims,, which as vet rtmaine^ 
of that great levy of three hvindred thoufand m«rn» 
Montr ealy FaviauXf^nd Zimowj, contributed great fume 
.of money for the garrifon. For they were nil to har- 
bour thofe pilgrims that were not bound to any feN 
riirc, their time of forty days being expired; but f«ich 
foldiers as were well affe^ed for the guard of that 

place.

lutton toachini^ the faid mardcr, anddretartog that he 
held him in this regard fuflicicntlyjoilified. 

•rtie Earl of Beziers Mng prifimer at Canafime^ 
diedftortly after, notwithont fufpicion of poifbn^ and 
the Earl of Mwffrri was pnt in poffcifion of his hadsi 
The Earl SimM made ftew of great forrow, and caufed 
lira to he interred in the ^reat Chnrch of CartaJ^mmt 
with great pomp ; and withhin face nneovered, to the 
end that none of his fuhjefla might afterwards dooKt 
•f hit death. Prefently after he made chaReage of 
the inheritance and whole cAatc of the ^td E^rl, hf 
tirtoe of thofe donations which the Legate of the Popf 
tad conferred npon htm, and that charge that was lai^ 
upon htm for the Chutcb. 

In porfuit whereof he demanded of th^Kingof iA^ 
fagotis tfic t nvcfl It tire of the Earldom of Asi«ri,ahA

All the bordering^ neighbours of the Earl Simon b«- ^ . 
gan to fear him, upoh a report wjiich he iffued :Outf 
that in ^he fpring following, he would have a great / 
army of Pilgrimg at his copamaiid, and then he would 
challiie thofe who bad not acknowledged the authd- 
rity whcrei.nthc Church Kad placed hiftr. Quires ittA 
unto him the keys of their city by fome of their Bur- 
geifes* The calUe of Pamiee was , yielded unto him ;, 
every, onjp fubmittcd themfelves to his command, rouwd 
about Carcaffonne^ and the vifcounty of Be%iers;. Bat 
he received a back-blow in the midft of his profperity,. 
ydiich waft a prefage jinto hiiri of fomc evil. 

For the King of Arragon keeping fecretly the Gen- 
tlemen of the vifcounty of Be%iers in breath, encou- 
raged them to bring to terms this petty tyrant, fay;ing. 
That if b« had always a world of Pilgrims for hiacoi^* 
quefts, be would take heart to invade the property of 
a}l ibofc who are ii^ar, under a pretence of that charge 
|he haitb from the Pope: but if he once knew hojv dan-

Matters 1lan4ingthti6, the;1Elarl4$iffion^btatiuog new 
iuccours, to0k the caiile of Beron near Montreal where

polled put, and cut qff their nbfes, leaving only Qn« «vith 
ojne eye to be a guide to the reft, ^nd to condud them 
to Caharit% ill is ft ir red up the AlUgenfet in fuch fort, 
that had not fuccours inllantly come, they had ibut

*' 'Hi^fuctour^ of PUgrims €wnt to the Earl Simm. 

>N the yean' 1210, the Earl ^^imoii being ^t^up^ 
fi^itti; the ireafux^ of biftorteSf Withiii Cattdfimtu^ ' ' 

for 
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•for want of Pilgrims, lie underflood that the CountffSh 
his wife, came from France^ and bfeugbt with her a 
'great^utfber oi^ Pilgrims f which ga?e him great eom* ^ 
-fort, and he went out tocneet her. 

A ftrange war it was, wherein pHefts levied the fold* 
iers, and a wosiaa conduded tbem to the «£eld of 
battle. 

The PJlgrimswcpe employed in'4he recovery of the 
tiSilc of M^nefhe^ a place very ftrong by nature, upon 
the frontiers. of iSj^A. This fiege was procured by the 
4Dtreatiea of Amerit Lord oiNarhnnii and the inhabi- 
tants thereof, who complained that always in former 
times this place had been as -a thorn in their feet* 
They yielded themfelf es for want of water, to the dif- 
cretioQ'Of the Legale, who-caufed the Pilgrims to en* 
ter the place with the crofs and the banner, and iinging 
Te D$um bmdamuu The Abbotof ^tftfx would needs 
-preach to thofe that were within the caftle, and to ex* 
hort them^ to acknowledge the Pope, and to ftick to 
the Romiih Churchr; but they* not ftaying till he had 
ended his difcourfe, all 'cried oat, faying, IVe wHl not 
forjake Qur faiths ^e rtjta tbi Rontt/b fahby you labour 
but in vain ; fornatber life nor deatb Jball make w io 
abandon our belief. Upon this anfweis the- Ear} Simom 
and the Legate, commanded a great fire to be made, and 
caft into it a hundred and forty pcrfons, sis well women 
«« meh, who went iAt6it'withjoy,givihgtha*nk» fin to. 
'Ced^t it>pleaied Urn to4ioi|oiur thcm,r- to faffer and 
V to 
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to die for hit ftiQif '« Uu* Thoa Sd tfaeSe tnie mtv 
lyrs of Chfift Je(iM 6allh their frail iiTe* in the muUb 
of Ac fl«mei» to live eternally in htaMPea. Aed tb«d 
did they triumph over the Legate of the Pope, rcfift^- 
ing him to hift face ; ai^d thrtatning the juft judgment 
of God opon the Earl ^iMMi» aad that one day he 
«Poa(d pay dtfarl)r fm* bts cnwlfriea, when the books 
ihould be opened. There were a number of Fneflte 
and ^onkt who exhorted them to take pity on them- 
felvM, promlfing them their fivet^ if they wottid li?e 
tetierr^ftg to the MSeF of the chinch 6f Rmt.

It was bf fieged whh new troops of Pil^nms^ wfiich 
came from France,' whlleft the fiege was at Tetm^sp 
that M to fay, the Bifliop of Ciarires, of BeauavU,, 
the Ear] of Drcux^ a/)d the Earl of Pantieure. This 
place was upon the river of //^o//f, about five leagues 
from Carcajfontf^^ towards 7i&oi(/(?»/2r, whereof the fifter 
of Lord ^<?«/r««/ was lady. The Jugate had t^kea 
from the Lprd of Montreol all hia places, whicfa wair 
^he caufe whir he put,himfelf into the crty de /# Faur 
%sy defend his fiAer.. There were within thU place 
snanir honeft men s There came Pilgrims from all partar 
to. tb^ i*rgate : From Narmandy the trooips beings 
CjOndu&ed by: thcTr Bifhopjf, efpccially. by him of 
Jf^fieum ^and tberp <;igne .alia unto him fix thoufand: 
44Iffi|aM^ Th#> Earl of /Vt^. being advertifed whicb 
^«9^ they earner urent andlay in. a/nbufli.for them, and 
%{teeyed.t^em §11; notaay efcaj^ing, but i^ceruln Earl^ 
HboJitthe. firjk encpontery ran. away tq .carry news to 
the Eurl Simw^ w|u> RnHue4 ^^^ Earl of Foi«^ v^tk 
14,000 men, but in vaiui for he had before retired 

Uj by 
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by affaulty where all were put to the fword, except 
fourfcore gentlemen » whom the Earl Simom cauCed-to 
be hanged, and Amcri was hanged upon a gibWl^L 
higher than the reft ; and' the lady of Lavar wa& caft 
into a ditch, and therein covered with ftones.' One 
only a6i of humanity we read was done by. the troops 
of the Earl Simon ; and that is, that a gentleman oa<^ 
derflaading that there were in a houfc divers women 
and children fick, he begged them of the genera), and. 
they were granted unto him; who conduced them fafe 
out of the city, not the leaA indignity being offered 
them. 

' Tliefc were the principal places that the Legate 
rook in the year 12^10. We muft now return to the' 
liarl Reymond^ of Tholoufe; who at his return from 
. Rome^ with letters of favour* from the Pope, gave the 
Legate Mllon to underftand, that he was reconciled* 
ihito the Pope, and had received from lit m his full ab- 
folution, and that he had beftowed upon him fome pre-' 
fen^ts. This affair iff related olherwifc in the treafm-c of 
hiftortes, fof there it is faid,- That the Pope tvrti fo the 
S'ljhop of Rhodois, and Theodofius, that if the Eari 
^ould purge himfelf fufficiently before them^ of the death ef 
Friar Peter, and the herefy for which he waijiijpeffedf 
that they Jbould give him his ahfolution. 

This claufe gave authority to the Legate, to pei^ 

plex the Earl, touching the aforefaid bufinefs, and to 
Ifring him bavk again lo,t)i^ bcgidniqg of all bit nif- 
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€ly. Tfc^ Earl 5liif«« ^pr<{Ied the I^ateto procee4 
i(i the fad ojftbe Ead/^i^^nonVy either to abftilve* or to 
^bndernp him ; to the end he might koqvir, whether h^ 
Aottld hold. him for a friend. or for an enemy, of thd 
Pope and of the church ; -Jo be at pwcc with binOf oc 
to ngiake war siga^ft bun. 

TKe^Hega'te MiHn commanded Him to ap]]tcs(r in Kii 
own perlpni becaufe he wouM know once for nU, how 
£^e and hts fobjedla h\ed with them, that i9|,with tb^ 
Stirt Simon and the church. 

THe Carl ^jf/wDiwfanfwered; that neither Tie nof Wk 
IRbjeVis had any thing to do with ~them ; that he had 
made bis agreement artd reconciliation with, the Pope, 
which the Liegate coUld not be ignoranf qf^ to whom 
fee had (hcWcd'the Fulls; and therefore be intfeated!' 
them to fbrbear any farther todifqoiet hina. The Earl* 
^^011 and the Legate writ unto himagain, tt^t^it wag' 
^ry tieceflary, that he fhould repair unto him to fulf3** 
the contents of the Butls. He anfwered tbaf he had ra- 
ttier take the pains to go to FhiUp^ king of F>ance|^ 
and to the Emperor, yea to Romr<t to the Pope btmfelfj 
to complain of the wrongs they did bim> than to put 
bimfelf any more into their hands* 

, Wheu*the Legate fawthat he could not win Mm by 

letters, he refolved to play tlie fbx, and' to. win himbir 

fobtlcties. They fent untohim Fo^quet^ Bifhop of 

Ti^«/o^,and inftru6ied hfm howbe Jhould ciurry Kim.

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fr ) f t o deceive h iin. ThU was a capblr inftramicnt fSor 
tlif premeditated treafon. H« went therefore to the 
£ar1 Reymond^ infiutiated himfelf into his favoury with 
feigned prineftaiioiis of his defirc to ferve hinif and 
his gneF to fee fo little love betwixt the X^egate and 
himkK; \vi(hing that it wire' in liis "power to ftand 
h'ln ill anv ft cad thereiti, though with the Tofa of hil 
owu bloody and ofTcring unto him all favour and affift* 
ance. That he had far greater reafon to pmciire the 
pp. fervation of his good, than any mber pcirfoo what* 
ioever. IMiat he would advife him-as a /ri end,. to take 
Jroin the Lej^ateall prettnceof iufpicion. That when 
le had once fhewcd himielf confident of him^ thef 
wi'iild no longtr doubt of his fidelity ; and th^t e*eil 
aow a fair occafioii was offered, to bind the Legate 
and the Earl Simon unto hi(n ; and that wait, that 
>»rherca8 he knew they were ftiortly to come ta ^bou* 
hufcf if he would offtr unto them liis caftle Narhonni. 
to lodge in, it would be an excellent teftimony of that 
confidence he had in them, and bind them to love him* 
The Earl Reymond being thus gulled by this bishop, 
offered them his caflle^ and they accepted it, and pre- 
fently placed therein a great garrifon. TRe word had 
no fooner dipt the EarPs mouth, thao he was fure he 
fhould repent it, but it was now too late to recal \U 
TIecurfed his own imprudence, his too great facility ; 
for he faw them immediately fortify his caftle, that \t 
'flight ferve them for a bridle for his owu fubjeAs : As

•found that they jgrew bold to fpeak'^all the ill they

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«oii)cI of bim, and that with open mouth : faying that 
lie had mocked the Pope, giving him to undirrftand 
that which was falfe ; and promtfihjjr that which he 
would never perform^ infomuch t^at he was as great an. 
Iieietkk as he was before his abjuration* 

That in the ruin of the Earl RfymonJ^ they judjjcd^ 
the defttudlion of the jllbigenfes cotififttd : but on rhe. 
contrary, though the ground w^re covered with the. 
d^ad bodiea> of the AUngenfes^ if the Eatl Raymond 
fluuild remaiiv^hey- would alwa>8 bud aitd fpri'-g up. 
ag^in ; and therefore it was refolved to rxtcrminate. 
and utterly todtftroy the houfe of Reymnnd U\ m the 
bottom to the top. But when men purpofc that whit-h* 
God hath otherw»fe difpoftd, they come many time's 
(hort; fo it was with the Earl Smon^ who was fruftrated^ 
of this hope, by the fu<1deaand uitexpc^lcd death of the 
Leuate M//oit,'which changed the face of tht affairs oF 
the Earl Simoit! For he was fain tofptnd many years. 
in the ruinaimgof that h«>ule of the Larl Reymond and.. , 
his adherantSj which he had promifcd to do in a £eir 
day^

N the year 1211, ThcoJofiui^ whofucceeded theLc-r

Ulirg, and* with fair words pcrfuaded him to Come to

without confideration of ?^y precedent juAifitatioo, 
ipid eiicomixiunicated the Ear] Reymond^ Qot as being 
guilty of" the death. of the faid Monk* but becaufehe 
had nut driven the Migenfif ant of his country as he was 
bound by promife* The liarl i^^m^Whaviog felt the 
blatl of the (aid excommunicaltony retired himfelf ta 
IFkoukufi^ not fpcakfng a word|. before theJUe^ate had 
X&eans to publiihthe (entence* 

The Bifhop of Tbouloufi knowing: he was cxcom* 
tnuntcated, fcnt one to warn him to depart out oilho* 
iinfcf during the time Mafs wasfinging; it beinp:i'n« 
^oper to fay Mafs, while an escomunicated perfon 
was within the city. Reymofidhe\ng much movrd with 
the audacicy of the B'ifhop, fcnt a frenikm^n, to tell 
bim, that he tnuft depart, and that fpeedily out of 
his territoiics, upon paio^ of death. iThe Biflifop de- 
parted and fent l<> the Provc^ft of the cathedral Chutc!^ 
and to the Canons, that they were to depart with the 
Crofs, and the Banner, and the HoH ; and tor 'he 
greater (how of dtvption, they fhould go bare- foot ill 
prcicfflion. In this equpa[jc ihcy arrived at the. army 
of the Legale, whtrre they Wne received as Martyrs, 
j)erfcciited for the Mafs, eveii w ith tears of the Pilgrimh, 
and the general appjaufe o£ every one* 

' . ^ The 
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Th« . Legate thought now that he had. fufScient 
c^ufe to profecute the Ic^^X Rcymondy . as a relapfcd and? 
impeniteat man, but yet he defired much to get hold 
of him ; becaufe if he could once apprehend him, he 
"Would quickly force him to conclude that bufinefs as 
the barl of Bezkrs did. Tor this purpofe, he flattered 
him by letters, and by this means drew him once agairv 
to ^rles* The Earl intreated the king of Arragon 
thafe^ He would be there, to hinder, if need (hould be» 
any foul play that might be offered* Being come ta 
the T>lace, the Legate commanded the king of Arragouy 
and the faid Earl Reymondf that they ihonld not depart 
the city» without his leave, upon pain of indignatiquy 
and to be profecuted ^ rebels. touthe cburqh. . Some, 
friend of the Earl procured him a Tight of the articles. 
af the ftntence, which the Legate intended to publiih 
againft him, which were as follow.

Tlie Legate and the Earl Simon befn^ 'much difcon- 
certgd, that this. pi^ey had efcaped their hands, and 
knowing that he would no morcfuffer himfclf to be 
abufed and over-reached ty wdfxis ; they endeavoured 
to get that^by f©rce^>hich*Ky Swords they eoHld not* 
Whereupon they went pre(ently>rid befiegcd the caftle 
of Montf errand^ into whkh Che Earl Reymond had put 
the Earl ^«/ft«/v Ws brothef, .Wth the Vifcourit of 
Hjontelarf znd di'vers Other valiant mea to defend that 
place, which he knew to be of great importance. . Af* 
ter fomeaflaultSy the Earl Simdn being out of all hope 
to win thia pkce by' force "of arms, ctcfired to fpe^k 
with the Earl Baudoni ; which' havin? obtained, he 
told him that his brother made it appear onto the 
World, that*^he deffred to ttndo him, in that he had 
ftut. biav il^'liifo 'fallry aplati^ whidi he^ery well 
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-faw he could not lonfrdefeid ; for that at tbe artiTral 
lof that woild of- Pilgrims, which were now marching 
towards hiin, he Would ^Sckly kn/oW,' how great an 
Wrfightil was 16 lock "up hitnieif «^ithia fo weaka 
hold : That if he did w«it the violent afianlt of thrfe 
PilgTimB, there would be do more place for mercy. 
^hat if he would *yitld himfelf ahd the phce,' he would 
.leave it to his guard for the church^ a6d b^fides, Iffc 
would make him, for'the time tocrome, a partner of 
liis conqUefts,- with futh advantage, that he Aould 
'fhortly i)c a greater *ft»an than hh brdthtr, who bad 
procured untb hitofelfi by hiv irbeifion^ hir utter' over- 
throw. That he could never have power fufficient to 
rcfift the force of £o many Kings, Princes and Poten- 
tates, who feiit their people to this war, rewarded by 
thtir own zeal, witfiout" any phargtf to the Churbb. 
That e very^mstn would commend Tftnd adnlire ^his his 
"retreat, befidts the happinefs he (hould gain utito 
liimffclf, by confccrating himfcFf to threlfervfccofGod 
and his Church; and acquitting4)imfelf of that people 
all judged by the Clhrrch, wbrthy to be condemn- 
ed to the fire. The Earl Baudom fuffered htmfelf t5 
'be carried by* the promifes of the' Earl Simon ; andfo 
delivered up th^ place, and'put hinifelf into BrUhi^h 
'a place very ftrong, which belonged to the Earl Rej' 
' yuondf atid promifed n^ver to bear aVms, butnn defence 
"of the Church. 'Thefc two places drew with them, 
to the "EzrYSimon^s party, other places adjoining. 

The Earl R^pionJ being much aftonifhcfd -to- fe« 
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himfidf betrayed, and abandoned by his^ own' brother^ 
4>ewailed his mislartunes at Thouhufe; when he undtti^ 
flood that the Legate aiid the Earl Simony had wo& 
over the king of ArragMf \m only prop upon earthy 
under God. For 'the Legate, wrote to him, that he 
fhould do greater Urvice to the Pop&and to the church, 
if be would onceagaia^^ecome a me<fiator for tfie peace 
of the church. And to that end th^y intreated him to 
come to Narhnntf where they hoped to lay a good 
^HiAdation* 

He ^ook4ii9joariiey^thither» where the firft thing 
they propofed, was, to make Xome agreement betwixt 
the Earl of Foixf and the church, and the Ewl Simon. 
A premeditated defign again to fpotl the Earl Riy* 
mondoi his fuccouts. A&erWainis they gave. him to 
tniderftandf that the Earl Simon defired to live with 
mm, as with his beft ktnfman and fri^ndlhat he had 
in the world; and for this caufe ^e was very willing to 
join in alliance wkfa him; if he would be pleafed tp ao> 
cept of a daughter of the Eari'^rmoiB, to marry with 
his ^Ideft fon. And fneh conditions they propofed 
unto hiro^ that he w4m fatisified his fon ih«mld marry 
the daughter of the faid Earl^ffiioii; in regard of 
which alliance, the King of Arragontg^vt to the Earl 
Sim&n the invent tire of the Earldom' of ^»i«r/, which 
before he wonld -never agree to, nor to that of Car^ 
cajfonne^ which he likew'ife at the fame time obtained*. 
But that which hurt the Earls of Thaulmfe and ef 
^oi9t isefti wasi that ihey Qaufed th^ king QiArrugm ^

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to fwear, that lie wooTd no more fknmr tbt JB^et^f 
bot carry himfclf aa a neuter in tliit wat lletwiit tk 
church and them. " * 

The Earl Ssmon haviiig obtained bis deite, tlm i% 
to alienate the King of Arragom frote the £ai^ ^ 
Thtndoufe, and of Fotx, be took tune to* btod hl5 
forces both againft the one andthcdtbcn

pafE^ tfeebrMg^i aod purfiied the Earl Reymondt eveo^ 
to the gfiUi of ThuUtf/ii but the Earl Raymond re 
turnml and made fp f^ddea and fo fiirious attack upon 
thea»» that be baat .hick, hia enemy unto the bridge, 
nvhicb waa.not large enough to repetve them ; fo that 
ih^y -were ^Ifa^ft all fiatn before they were at the foot 
t}kerei%f« 4imfi ^hc {pn of the ^v^ Simon oi Montfort ;. 
was taken prifbner*. 

The Sari Simn feeioff this Ibfs, and his fon tak^n 
nrifoner» animated his Pilgrlnis to the combat. They, 
endeavouring to be revenged of his overthrow, ran 
ipto -the ditchesy and fet upi their ladders, but they 
Wcjce valiantly repulfcd. The ditches were filled with 
the 4e^d bodies of the Pilgrims, and^into/f was beatei^ 
from his hprfe* la the mldil oi this conflid, arrived 
the Earl of C^am^agnef with a great pUmber of Pil- 
^ritns, and W ^ame in g.oo4 tjnie to be well beaten. 
^in^on cpmmand^d all to go to the fpoil ; whereupon 
ihe Pilgrims ran jnto the vineyards, orchards, and gar- 
dens, cut down all trees that bare fruit, plucked up 
, the vhesby the roots ; at which time the Prefidcntof 
^n^^j caihe forth of Tkouldufef with a great numbei^ 
of the i^hsfbitante thereof; who feeing them fpoil 
their poffefflons, ran apon the Pilgrims, fcattered here 
and ibere through the fields, and Uttvr a great numbdr 
i^ Uiem. 'On the o^her fide the Earl oiFoix conduft^ 
xX a rfn|r 
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ing fome troops of horfe and foot, flew as man^^as 
' he net with. The Earl of Bar held his troops in bet- 
ter order, and feeidg the diforder» efpectally of thofe 
that were fifing away, he cried out, a Bar^ a Star ;. 
which the inhabitants of Tbouloufe underftanding, 
charged them fo braTely, before any of them could 
gather themfelves unto hiiiiy that -he was defeated with 
the reft. The Earl Reymond retired his troops into 
Thouioufif and commanded fqjemn thanks to be 
given unto Godp for {o admimUe a viAory over Us 
enemies. 

The fame of Reymond*s viftories being fpread a« 
broad, there came unto him divers fuccours^ from all 
the parts round about him ; for they were all weary 
of the troops of the Pilgrims, and willifigly offered 
their goods and lives to drive them out of the country. 
Stman being in fome fcarcity of provifion, becanfe the 
toads whereby they (hbuld be relieved, were ftoptf 
was conftrained to raife his fiege* And befides, the 
Earl of ChalonSf the Earl of Bar^ and certain other 
German Lords*, retired themfelves, their forty days bc^. 
ing expired ; but yet he would not be alt<>gether idle 
that autumn* He therefore marched into the coun- 
tries of the Earl of Foh, to refrefli the reft of his af» 
-my, and to poflefs himfelf of fome places. He weot 
as far as the town of Foix^ feiz'd all that was about itf 
and then fet fire to the town. Being at P^niiAv, the 
X^egatc took the opa half of the army to^accompaay 
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and in his way he tdok th« tewerof Caffat^ and a*

Earl Simtm was t«>o well known. That is, that he en- 
deavoured, to make himfelf great and -rich with the 
>sealth of another ; under a pretence of religion, «f 
hiB ambition and avarice were not ftaid, by the com* 
iDon arms of thofe, whom he had already fpoiled' of 
their goods ; that having brgun with their neigh- 
bours, he would like wife defire to follow that courfe 
^ithout end, the covetous defires of men being end-« 
|efs. That he knew very well that he did nut feek 
kis alliance, out of any dtfire he had to be iionoured 
fhereby ; but only to hinder him from fuccouiing 
^hoie whom he defired to ftrip of all they had.. 
Jit likewife exhorted by letters, Roger^ the fop of the 
* Earl of Foix^ to fortify himfelf againft the unjuft 
ufnrpatidQS of Monifort^ otherwife every man would 
laugh at hLm ; that the Earl Simon was but weak, 
accompanied with a few Pilgrims, ready out of dilcon* 
tent to retire themfelve^ : that he (hould therefore en*

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«.1%e E«rl JUpMndhcmg^ much »ffliaed with the 
alienation of the King o^ Arragon^ by the marriage of 
liis fon with the daughter of Simony, of Moniforif; 
tboQght it oecefiary to cgdeavoar to regain ^im, bj: 
another marriage. He offered therefore his only ^oa r 
and heir in marriage to a daughter of his ; unto which: 
motion,, the King of Arragon yielded his confent. ; 

The King of ^rr^^on. knowing the murmurings ofSi— 
tnottf did not fear, with open mouth, to puMifh his pur*« 
pofe to defend the Earls of Thouloufs and of Foix; ihet 
one being his brother- in- law, the other his fubjcdi ;.. 
afTiircd hunfelf of a day» in which God would enable- 
them, to make him^ repent his unjuft conquefts. 

Simon being apprifed of the threats of the King of 
^rragon^ intreafed him to blot out thofe bad imprt (li- 
ons, which he had conceived of him, and he would 
make him the judgei of the difference that was be-^ 
twixt him and the Earl of Folx. The Earl of F(Ax-^ 
on the other, fide, inlreated the Kiiig of Arragon to- 
yield thereunto ; wha obtained of the Earl S'llmon. the^ 
r^ftitution of all his lands and territories, except Fu'-, 
mui* Which. exception, when his fon Rogqr under- 
fiood, he prcfently faid, he knew very, well how to re-*, 
cover that with his fword, which very unjuiUy he had. 
taken from him by fpul play,, and. faife pretences.. 
Whereupon he entered the field,, foraged and- took .^ 
his meafures fo feafonably, with fuch incredible dili- 
gencc; in aU hit exploitsi that he iz^^dc the army of *

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thaiCr^ft'to feci t^e e§e€ti of hi» valour. ' Ob tl»o- 
tW fi )(-, the Earl of Tb^uhufe took the «dvanta};e oP 
tbe tiiae, to no4iri4i thofe fpark4i of divtfion, fought 
to win t<he love of the Earl of Fm^ and to makt be* 
tween them and their aHtes,. a league offeniive an(hde- 
£in£¥ef again ft the £ar4 Simon tl%eii> common eneaiv ;

oath^and fo rhey prepared chcmfelves for he war,evei^ 
one contributing according to his ability tQwards ao^ 
a^iun of fuch importance..

THE fird exploit of this war whtehittie confeder- 
ates undartook, was t-he fiege of C^hnaw 
i* Arrt^ whither they marched in this order. The van 
was condudWd by the £ar^ of Foix^ ana Frince R^ger 
his fon. fhe niain bgdy by Reymond Earl of Thwdwje^ 
Therearby the prince of -^Mr^ff. The army was compolc(^ 
of fifty rh<)ufa«d foot, and ten thonfand borfe ; and 
befides that the city of Thouhttft was furnifhed with 
a good and ftrong. garrifon, a^d inilroments of war. 
The Earl Simm put himfelf into Cqfttenau d* ^rr'u 
. The fituation of this piace was good^ and the cadle 
one of the bt?ft ;* and there were in the city many fol» 
ditrs and grejft captains, and pjreat (tore of animnniti* 
Oiw for a long fi^rg^^ The Earl Foix made his approach,.- 

lodged 
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lodged himfdlf near the ramparts. Iii the meair thsi^ 
the. enemy faQied forth of the ciiyy upon the van, but 
they were fo repulfed, that divers remaining dead with- 
in the trenches, the reftretired to bethink themfclvea - 
of a better courfe. The fuburbs were faken by the 
befiegers. The Earl Roger was wounded with a ftdne» .. 
caft from the city by oac of their engines. The Ear^ - 
of Thfndouje eqcamped himfelf upon a little hill^ right 
over againft the.caftle, intrenching and environing^ 
himfelf with rails and barriers.. The Prince of Beartt * • 
lay on the other fide of the city* The artny of the- 
Alhigwfis increafed dally, upon a report given that 
the Earl Simotk was there ih'ut up, fo great a defire had 
eveiy one to fee his ruin. And becaufe there were 
loo many of the AUngenJes at this ficge, it was ^houghV 
good that the Earl jRfjrmW fiiould take a part ofth« 
army to furprife certain fmall holds and caftles, whichi . 
were fomewhat anoyous to the army* 

Smtm faw trie error in fuffering himfel f to be uiclofed 
within Cajtt'tnau d^Arri^ inafmueh as he was the Ge* ' 
ncral, it was fit he (hoald be at'liberty> to provide fof 
al? other places depending upon his authority. Hft 
kft wit)iin the place, Guy de Levm^ called the Marfhal 
of Faith, and to the end. he might flip out thebettern 
he caofed a fally to be made upon the befiegers, engag- 
ing certain troops, Whilft he in the mean tiftie might 
make hir efeape. 

Rfywifind being 9ppriftd pF the deparlore of the Earl 
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Siftiottt waa much ofFcnded therewith, more For fliawp,i.' 
than for any ill he conceived thereof : becaufc* the 
report had been every where fpread abroad that the 
General was in the Cage, and that he (hotiM not come 
forth but bare headed, the halter about his neck, and 
btrgging mercy. They complained one of another. 
The Earl of Foixt that they had Uh him without 
fwcc^)ur«, and /?fj>ifM>w//i that he would put himfclfift.

Filgrinu too weak. And doubting if the fpring fol- . 
lowing the j4ldigenfes would take the field ; he thought 
of nothing fo much, a« to flfengtben the places whtch 
he held, to maintain the ficges. Among the reil, bC'* 
ing defirous to provide for Fdntauxj a place of great 
Importance^; ./^og^^r perceiving it, lay in Ambiifh in 
fuch a manner, that he difcomfited all^thofe thai 
broaght either victuals or ammanition. \ . 

In tbie mean time the Earl^lf»ioii, who diftrufted 
iione fo nmch'.as the King of Arragortf caufed tb&'Le» 
gate to write unto him, that he, fliould.no more m«d« 
dle-with the affairs of the Alhtgenfu^ except he would 
involve himfelf in the fame miferies with them, and 
bclnde hi^oiCelf iiT the fame'^ccommunication. He 
likewHc caufed /'^'/y^. King of Pranttxo^vixWt unto ^ 
biroi intreatiiighim not to.fai^diir thofe that were ene- 
miesto the Pope and to the church. The Legate like- 
wife caufed him- to writer to the Pope, touching the 
Itaie matter^

That the Legate wti 
in'COtinfelwith aU thofe of hit part, that hevoiU 
write unto tliem, and that if be ctiiiild not.obtsft 
what he dafired by Jetters, he 'wobld' force them hj 
arms. ' Hewt^e therefore toihe couniel; befecchiog 
them to end thefe deadly wars, carried on under a pit- 
teoce of religion* ofiering for the £arls, their obedi- 
cnce to the Pppe and the chorch of Ronu / bat neTcr- 
thelefsthey (hoold never promife any peace before reC* 
tution was made unto thelai^Earb, of all their hadi 
and goods* 

The counfel de ta Vaur io aiiftrer, gwe lltm good 
« wordund high compliments; but took care, to deny 
-his requeft, vilifying thofe noblemen io whqfe^bebalf

The King of Afra^ok being mtfeh^noved with this 
. afifwer, fent again to theCounfel, demadding a truce 
for the fatd. earU, until they had received anaiifwtr

The Earl of F^s^waa well Contented, that tiicCoo9» 
^1 had yielded nothing to the requefts of the Kii^ 
p\ ./frr<j^o>i,^becafife'h>! nsiift have been eogsgcd by 
promife for him, that heflfodld acknowledge l|i&te«Ht 
of the Pope and the Chorch «f Rfku i and which 
:was more, feeing that the King perfiftcd in this o|iia* 
ion,, that, fuch promifes were fo be made, to ve^obiam 
their^oodsi as'tbey could- not-perfonQf haowiogthat 

tte 
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4be £iog of jfrr^goof the Xarl of ThQuhyfe^ tod 
C«iMim^> were afiembled at Tijouloufi, to provide for 
a&irsy he came.thlt)ier ; and fpake to the follomcig 
«fiFedy ^^That^if menxwould quit cafe and iafety.on

All fides prepared for war. The Earl Simon fent 
into France^ to the Archdeacon of Faris^ and Mafter 
Jaques de Fiiru to preaeh the Cnifade* The King of 
France would not have thia levy mi4e ia h« rcaiafr.: 
yet neverthelefa, there went a great nomber from 
jlwrgiUt Normandy f and about Lyont, The Pilgrima 
arrived before the King of Afragon had prepared h» 
army, which gare great advantage to the earl ^cnwa^ 
for he came into the earldom of^ Jai«» co^ Tndelk 
from the AlBtgenfes^ and flewaR that he found tail^ 
without diftin6kion of age or feat befiegoi St* VnAyiai^ 
and took it» and caufed thirty ot theprkidpalof tlm 
place to be hanged in tdii btood» afttrh^ h>ad graaied 
them their Kvet } and ^erm^ted the convent of>M6f^ 
which vat in th^t pYaee> to be ranfacked^ He'bei^vd 
Fenetf and received it by compofitlaoi as be did liki^ 
wife Marmande •* He feia^d on the! eaRfe of Bhr^ 
near the fet % and eanfed Marih jfiquay to be tM f9 
the taih of a horfei and- draggai through hfp «nAy» 
and aftersranda hdnged hkn^ becanfe he^fcadbefi^'de* 
livered up the place to the tM\ReymohJ, Moreover^ 
the caKlc Sammin zni -^^a were yielded to him, and 
Mt^Jac opened the gated to the foldiers of the crofsy 
and all this did the earl 5?flWfl, before the King oFifrn^

IN the^ 7€ar .1113, and the istli of Septembert the' 
King of Arrag^m with the enrl R^fmmd of Ti&otr* 
Imfi^ Rvfmmnd earl of /W% asd the earl of Coi»f*i«^ 
Od Prince of Btmnu^ appeared in the field with their 
annjy iwipafidof fcveo thotifimd hor(e» and thirty 
Aoofrnd^M. The]f took ifnr#r, a little city upoo^the 
kordei«*ol the earldtoanKof FmK% ^attd upon Gdrohmef 
but tlitf eooh nolHihe catle. The earl Simon was of 
opiofoa» that thaf wat the pkee where the army of 
hisenenieaiionld wafte and ^end itfetf, becaufe the 
«al9e waa good 'and Ikwtgt and thi^ if he made refift* 
ance for fbme time* k woald of ilfelf be fcattered and 
«fenhf«Mni. He therefore pat himlelf into that 
faftle« with a iiaMll nvaber of his moft expert and 
^iant feldierst ^nd furntAcd it with ammumtion^ 
and gave by his prefencc fuch aflurance . unto the 
hefieged, that they thought themfelves inviocible, of ' 
foch power is the good opinion that the (bldi^rs 
have of their General, to confirm tho£c that ate moft 
weak- 

Theie were fbme who began to confider the pro* 
tettdifigs of the King of Arragm^ in that he wouki 
not imepi of A eompofition fo ndv»otageoiisior:him- 
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felf and the Lords of the AKjgenfiSf as the fiarl 
Simon had offered kiro, .wjien. he fao^tbe inequality of 
their forces* For the Earl Simon had not above .ie« 
iwen hundVcd mtn Oh Um.r and '§m hisnittA koA. 
It is not good to affauk a inaa, that hath no hope to 
«fcape but by arms ; for there is not vroo/c violent 
iffbool-teiftreHi.tliari accsffit^. But the'Kan|[ol<A* 
,ragwi thought tf n6 time to ftsoatbandAoSifttteivafttr 
lb Riany iarfolcnt btaiMsca agalnft. h^ JLond* . 

Having thefe ikifolcM ^etdiei ctogjra>«ftob liu^ait% 
mqrjp he thought bim uni^rthyi ofaiiy gmi^e or fstvoif 
jn this his weakpffsi ef)»^i|Uy imiigfaing.that'tlNs bil 
fubmiflion tnigbt only be ^ivoid (bin dnrigt»)«sftock« 
and afterwards be mor^ tnMent thad bef<irc ; and as 
at other times when (he waafoUowed by a hundred 
thoufand men, it was bis manmetr . alwi^ys to fcoff at 
the Earl of Ttpnhltfft asd of Ftrntt aad that it was 
therefore great weakncr8.mit to retiirh like foriikfta 
that be would afterwards mbtk theov tf l/hey (hould 
]^ve compaffion on hi nil thai nev^ had pity on any* * 

The King of Arragon iherefgrfe thought it was fit 
he ihould take advantage again ft a man fo malicious 
and fo infolcnt. But none can promife himfelf the vic- 
tory, but the eternal, who ts the God of war ; for 
neither the number of men, nor the equipage, can gist 
the vi6kory, but only God, who many times maketh 
his power to appear in the weakefl ofitien. 

Their aifluei w<sk irnnged in :chi» miipnrr^ Tto

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EarFoCjRopct ated his fon R^fr\ \tA tlie van'of th^ 
armf of tiK King of Am^tm^ confiftdig of three t\)on^ 
faad liorfe» «od ten thonfand foot, bowmeir^ and ptke^ 
fnen^ which were the f ureft «rai8 1 n thofe tim es. The 
HoARt^^mimdi^ Jkouhufi^ Commanded the batdr^ 
affiled ^ the £arl of i,ammmg, aod fhie Prtn€< oip 
Amrmef whemia there were above fouf thoufapd hCirfe» 
aod'^^wenty^htfufilfidfooty without any rear- 

The van of the earl Simon was cpndufked by Guy dt 
JLewkt Marfhalof the Faith, eonfifiing of five hui3dre4 
horfe^ and^hree hundred foot. The Eat) was in the 
battkf with a thotifand horie, and four hundred meo 
on.foot^almofl all French ^ witl^out any rear* 

The Kin^ of Arragon expofedhisperfon too much 
a| the head of his arm^ ; which was thought to bt a 
great overfighty becaufe the General of an array 
mud n(»t carry himftlf like a captain of a company, 
for in the lofsofhim, confifts the lofs of the battle, 
and the country which he defci\ds ; but he muil keep - 
himfelf in the heart of the army, to direfl by his Judg- 
ment, as occa^ons fall out, the whole J)ody of the 
army, which is not to flir but by his command and 
dire£^iou. The earl Simon quite contrary, came down 
from the callle of Muret with a (low pace, fhut np, as 
It were, and in good order : The King of Arragon 
fecinjr him, thought he came rather to caft hjmfelf 
doi9H at his feet, than to fight. The Kinp of Arragon 
bad lodged hifi array ia a place very^advaiitagiQus and. 

favour* 
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hmmrMe., Thtj joined btttlctsadrpreTai^f ibe 
van of the Etrl SIiimmi ivaa«linoft ciitto.piecet^< wmA^k 
went fo ill with him aikl liia» that it iVeawd imlo Ji{ii% 
that was the place whither Ood had ^oa1l«d htm^ t# 
pay with afury* for aN his • former cniellrea and iii(<K 
knclea, to his own (haner when the King of Arrof^ 
at the head of his van approached for his own raia 
and deflrn£kioii ; for^ heing cmnc near anaailnifli of 
four hundred Arquebufiers^ which the Eatl ^naoa 
had plactd in certam ofd^decayed houfH» he was wonnd» 
cd to death, and feil from hir horfe.. Whereupoa 
they fell preftntly ihto Itich difbrd^r and a^onilfafnent». 
Aat the earls ReymondolTtouTovJef of Fmx and Cm^ 
mingf could not ftay this cowai'dly army, but Wert 
forced to follow the track, and commit themfelns to 
the hazard of this fhaoieful retreat, flying directly to 
Tiwuloufi. The Earl Simon taking the advantage of 
hfs victory, and following the chafe, even to the gates 
of Thou!6ufe^ flew fo many men Tn this days fight, that 
himfelf was moved with compaffion, grieving for the 
hard fate of hfs Lord, the King of Arragon ; and 
caufing a fearch to be made among the dead, com* 
mahded him to be interred, not in the ground whicli 
they call holy, becatife he was excommunicated,, but 
in a field near St.. Granies.. 

The Hiftory of Langucdoc faith,* that they got the 
advantage, becaufe they had' received the benedidtoa 
ftotn the Btfhops, and had^dored the wood of thc'true 
Crofs ivL lire hands of the Bifliop of Thwlovfa ' ' 
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9n tke oth6r fide, the Albigenfes acknowledged, 
that they faw herein an extraordinary proof of the 
jud^rmcut of Gody in that the King of Arragon attri- 
buted at that timey mor^ to his own power and provi* 
deoce, than^thehclpandfuccoursof the eternal God» 
Sot yet for all this they loft not their' courage» thouglv 
they had loft in this battle, fifteen thoufand men; nei- 
ther did they defpair of the joftice and goodnefs of 
their caafe, it not being the .iirft army that had been 
beat in a juft quarrel, nor the firft bad caufe, that had 
been maintained' withviAory. Thus four hundred- 
thoufand men of Ifrael, were beaten by twenty- fix. 
thoufand of the cliildren oC Btnjamln^ who. maintained 
a bad caufe^ and flew in two battles, two and forty^ 
thoufand men. Judges 20. So the Philtfisanst hemg' 
Idolaters,. gQt ihc better in two battles againft the 
Ifraelites, and flew of them, thirty- four thoufand meii^ 
and took the Ark of God.. And Jofiab who waft 
zealous of the fervice of God,, received his deadly 
blow fighting againg the King of Egypt at Megtddo^ 
So King J'o&i, having an army of fixty ihonfand men, 
was defeated and taken prifoner, by the Prince of . 
WaifSi who bad not above eight thoufand men. 

The war of the AWtgtnfii increafed ; k\ the Earl 
Simon thought it was necefiary he fhould purfue hi^ 
enemres, being half dead and overthrown^ an(^ the 
Mbigenfis fox their part, knew that they muft of ntctU 
fity defend themfelves^ or be vaiiqnifht<f and brought 
into bondage*

SIMON being;puffe^up with thit n&oix» £ent*OBC 
to fiinunon the Earla. of Tbwhiifir, Foixf aod 
Commin^^ and the Prince of '^^^viVr to del:v<pr unto htm 
the keys of thofe citie« and cafllin that.the]ir pofleffedi 
and that they fhould fubfcribe to what it j^afed the 
JLeg^ite to dilate,, or mifejrabty perifiu 

He received no anfmr, but every one betook himfelf 
to hta own territories, there to proiride the beft they 
could poflibly for their aflVii^*' The Earl Rtjmumd 
retired himfelf to Mountaulan, and wrote to thofe of 
!fi(oM/oa^, that he underftood, that RadoJfh the Biihoy 
of ArratWtts Opining with agre^t. nwberof.Pilgrimi^ 
therefore,, forafmych as he few^^that th^y had no meai^s 
to defend the city,, againit fo great a force, that they 
Aould treat with ^^noif^ until God ihould give mcan^ 
to free theoi from thofe miCeriet* wherein they, wc^ge 
plunged, by the infatiable avance oF their common 
enemy* In the mean time, he, the ^ads oi AfW, 
4;;i^inm««^, and thf Pidnjce ol Aorii^ did their beft to 
trouble and to lofeft^ the enemyft armies, with all the 
power they could for their common good. The city 
^ Tiwhufi de{»uted.Sx of the principal men of the 
<tty, ta oJfcr Sim99 they }uj$ of Ibouiot^e. He itfc- 

w?c4 
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i^eftredriiein honorably >kut pomiMHided them nol to de* 
^it without his permiffioii. In the mean tmie he wrote 
to X^mr the fon of King FbiS^^ that^fiace the battle 
1^ Mureif they of Tbouiou/e oScicd to yield themfelvea 
unto htoiy bntvhis-defire^waf, Ulat^eftould have the 
prjiife of that conqoeft^ betn^ ^^vorlhy of ^himfelf. 
PbU^ his father, would Jiotheretofot^ pirnnity that he 
fliould waragainft the AJbigeafes ^'beidailf& he had pro* 
nifed the King of Arragon, to carry himfelf as a neu- 
ter betwixt both $ but now hearing of the dfath of 
the Ktngt)f ArragoD» "^le ftdRnried him to go. The 
Svtnce being at Thoukufe^ the city 4¥a8 delivered into^. 
his hands, andprcfently thcLegate, hairing afiemhled 
the Bifliops ^f his: rank, it was condaded that the 
pilbge ihould be granted to the Pilgrims, that the ci*' 
ty (hpuldfie dtfmanlied^ thccaftle of Narhonne ^cept* 
ed ; which was immediately executed, . contrary 
to the promife' which had .been given thc»i, that 
nothing Aould be altered within ..the /otty. Tfaia 
good ufe did the fiarl $im9n make of the prcfence 
and forces of Prince Lewis ^ for otherwife he. durA 
not have facked and difmantled this goodly and great 
city, without the indapgering of his fieArtuncy were hit 
forccaCT«rfogrciit. 

At this time arrived BcnaviatttU^ the "Pope's nim 
Legate, and thofe that topk on them the cro(s, nami** 
ly, the Biihop of Beauvols^ the Earl of St. Paui^ the 
jjEerltof Anrqy, the Earl of wir/nw«ff> VifcouBt of Meltm^ 

Maitkm 
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MtUtbem de Montmartmci^ and «ther gveat JLmcSh dat 
sccoffipanied hkn. Tfae Legate feeiog fo many P2- 
grims, began to fear kft Prioce Lewis ihould difpofe 
of divers places which the Albigenfes facldi to the 
prejudice of the Pope's aothority, under-whole .name 
all thofe coaqucfts were maderforthe avoiding* where- 
of he ieat unto all thoie places that held for the faid 
Albigenfes, the abfolution and fafeguard of the churcb, 
10 fuch fort that the Prince thinking to make sbaf- 
fault upon any <>f them^ they produced their abfoluti- 
on, and fiiewed that they n^re undci the protedioo 
4>f the church. Aod tbia Legate grew^io aodacioot 
as to tell Prince Le^u, thkt fince he was become a 
foldier.of Ihe. crofs^ be- was fubjcd to his commaod^ 
beeaufe he did reprefent the perfon of the Pope^ \fhofe 
pardon he was come to Abtain, by obeying the chuitb* 
«ot by commanding as tbe.fbn of a King ^^reproach* 
ing him befides^ that the King jiis father did nof Coo- 
tribute 10 the .extirpation of the Aibigexifes, 'vheii 
• there was an opportURity : but now, after thofe vlfio- 
lies miraculoufly obtained, he.came to glean the cares 
^f that gloi*7, which were due unto thofe only who 
had fpeot their lives for the church. The Prince 
diifembled this audacious boldnefs. • Narhonne wasdif- 
mantled by the agreement of the Ifaid^ Prince, wkich 
neither the Jugate nor the £arl Stmun^ would not have 
dared without his prefence. The JBifhop 6f Norhmf^ 
did what he could r to hinder the difmantling of, it, 
^rmiag It did much impoci^ that.aplace in the 
* .fronticis 
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fnmtiers of Spain fhould be preferved with the wdh 
:and ramparts thereof: but Simon and the Legate were 
very inftant to the contrary, and they obtained their 
defire. 

Here eiideth the good fortune of the Earl Simon ; 
for in the end of this levy of Pilgrims which Prince 
Jie^pit brought with him, he had enough to. do to dc- 
fend himfelf from blows ; notwithftanding the Jl&i* 
,g^fi^ were alfo wearied with continual wariy and vifit- ^ 
ed from time. to. time with new expeditions. 



CHAP. xn. 

.The 9»ar is renewed againft the Earl of Vobi* 

PRINCE Lewit^ fon of PbiUp Kiqg of Frames 
retired, his forty days being expired, with much i 
difcontent, to fee in thofe wars againft the AUngenfu% 
fo much tyranny. The Earl Simon befieged the caftle 
oLFoix, but with gf cat lofs i for there died before it 
many gallant men. Having lain before the city tea 
days, he railed the fie^e, finding to his great coft that 
the place was inipregnablc. His brother kept hia 
quarter at VarilUs : but the Earl of Foix dislodg- 
ed him, and flew him with his lance» and put 
to fight his whole troop. This was a counter-* 
poifc to Mcntfort'^z profperity, which had made him ' 
«ver infolent. And as one unhappy chance comes ' 
Z Xcldon 
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fcldom «Idnc» c«n then when he did' gnaftvbU teeth 
aj^inil the £arl ofFosx, fwearing that he would make 
him fly ortr the Rreney mountaiof ; a mcffepgcr brought 
him tidings of the arrival in the Earldom of Beii^ters^ 
and about Carcajfonne^ of divera troop3 q{ ArragoniarUf 
«nd Catalans^ who put sdl they met to fword and fire» 
fayifig, that they would revenge the death of theif 
good King Alfhonfus. He was therefore adverti(ed» 
.that if he did not immediatety fuccodr them, the whole 
country would be loft. ' He departed therefore from 
Foix with great ^iigence. The Earl of FqIx who 
knew the ftretghts and bye-ways of his conntry better 
than he, ftopped huupafla^e, and|ay -in^ambMfli for 
I him in a place fo> fitting for his purpofe, that he 
.Hew a freat part of his troops, ^without any alarm. 
lie (^vcd himfelf with a few of his peqple. Being coipe 
to Carcaffonntf it^was well, for him, that he found not 
'a man to fpeak a word unto^^fof the Atragonlans had 
retired themfelves; whereaSi had they attended his 
coming, they might eafily have deftroyed him, cong- 
^ering the fmall number that 'were . with him. At 
this very time, other letters were brq^ht unto hini^ 
^vhereby he was called into paupifnyi vrhtrt Ademar 
^f ^ot$ursi and Psnce oi Mqf^aur, obftru£ked the paf* 
fage of the FilgrimSt /^who\ caipe liow by the river 
JRkp/nSf and were conduced by, the Archbifliops of 
Lyons f znd f^nne* jLikewife ibe cities of MontseU 
amar and Cre/i Amaud^ took^ part with the AUngenfcs^ 
. «nd were si ^reat. hindrancd^to thc^Pilgrimf. ^21000

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€&ntio a treaty with J^emar^^A Mohtaur^ not hav- 
^i power to encounter fb many enemies** 

l^e /IrragMfaM ilfo were returned tboiu C^r* 
tflgonm; and thither he came and wyi wel) beateo; 
iofomuch that he was eonftrained to (hitt qp himielf 
within Citntiffiinntf not being able^to keep the 
field, before hie had new fapply of Pilgrims to fuccoar 
him. Seeing at the lafl that he had got nothing of 
the Earl of Foix by armsy he had recourfe to his ordi* 
nary wiles and fubtihies, hoping to Work hts rmn> ua* 
der a pretenbe of s[mtty» He catofed therefore the 
lAfgait BmmvnOute to write unto himy that he h^ 
compafflon on himV for'that he was fo obftinate in to 
great a war Id Jilt grea^ charge, and the lofs of the 
blood of hit fiibfe&s ; which- he niight end jn a fhort 
time, by talnng a.jotti^ey to Remei and declaring his 
innocency to th^ Pope \ that he would give faim his be& 
affiftairce as far aa'he poflibly could, to pioc^re the 
veftittttioa of all hta lands. But yet it was very ne<- 
i^efiary that the ehijirch (hould have fome pledges ^F 
hia fidelity ; Jhat is, that he fliould deliver into his 
lia'nda the caftle qf Frix^ the only means ta take 
Away all (hadow of falfe play, and that immediately af- 
ter his return, itihould be reftored uqto him with the 
. reft of hia houfes*

. He delivered, unto him the caftle of Fotx^ and took 

his journey to J^on;^.- but if he went a fool thithec, a 

fool he returned^ For the Legate bad written to the 

Z z pope 
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y^fpt^ that the 'Earl of Fom waa the moft dangenMir 
Heretick that was aaoagft the Alhl^nfa ; a man of 
great courage, and moft to be feared : that if he were 
fiibdoed, the Bail of Tbomioitfe would be much weak* 
«ned ; that he obtained by fair words thole placet, 
which the charch would never ha^ got by arms^^ name- 
ly, the caftlft of Folscy and that they were to take heed 
that they made no reftitution of his landsi which if 
they did, it woald be impoifible that the chttrch fhoold 
ever ruin the jilhigenefii. The Pope waS' prodigal af 
his crofies, his IniUff and his words; hu^ iu effed he 
commanded his Legate, that he Aould not reftofc 
mtto htm thoie places^ mtil he had given prooftof his 
obedience and juililicataon. Prefantly i^oo His return 
he addrefled himfelf to the Legate, to fulfil his hkt 
promifes. The Legate gave him to nndevftand, that 
kis hands were boond by the Pbpe, becaofe .there were 
ibme clanfes in his bulls that bo«nd htm^ to a new pro« 
eeedtng ; hot yet he Ihould aiTpre himfelf of bis affedi* 
6n, and thathe nmft not blame him, if he received not 
full fatfsfa^ioo, and that hewcmid do his beft to make 
friendfhip betwixt the Eavl Simm and himfeif- The 
, Eatl Foiif now faw his error, and biamed liimfelf ex- 
' eecdingly, for being again outwittfMl by a crafty prieft* 
The earl oiThmiitmfe^ and the kingof ^rnij'Mi, refolved 
to make a levy of their fubjed% and |irefeiitiy to build 
ft fort at Monfgranier^ a place very ftrong by nature* 
In a few days they made it a place of defence by the 
iBcilns and labours of their poor (ubjedsi wha bewail- 

- iag ' 
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*ftc: their o'^n tntfenefl and their liOirdd, travelled day 
ind night very Willingfly, to bring the work to dn 
tent!. I'his place being built, he put therein a garri- 
fon, and left th^re his Ton Roger, Earl Simon btfirged 
ft, and in the end took it by famine. The com'poG- 
tion was, that I^eget (hotitd not bear arms for one 
^hole year againft the church. An article that trrfu- 
bled iriuch thik Valiant Lord.

•^'^MiltMafin ; heginmng^ with that which had been clone 
-'againft the Earl of iS^s^/y whom hecaufed miferably 
' to pertih ID prifoR ; invaded hit lande^ and ruined 
' his fubjeds ; and fo proceeded to all that had pafled 
againft.the other Lords, who were conftralned to de« 
firadthemfclves ^ainft his violences. • 

The Pope was much moved with thcfe ootrages, 
and would willingly have done fomc juftice, but that 
it was toM him, that if he fiiould canfe the Earl bf 
Montforf to make reftitution, of that which was taken 
f6ic the fervice of th^ Church, that he fhouhi not fnini 
benct forward, find any that would fight cither for^ 
the Pope or the Church* . 

He turned over thefif afFaira to the Legate, com- 
manding him in' general' terms,, to reftore the lands to 
all tbofe that (hewed themfelves faithful to the Church ; 
and as touching the fon of the Earl Hrymondj hip 
pleafure was,, that the land which the Earl Reymond 
liad- in Province^ that is to fay, The Earldom of 
Ven'iJlt fliould be rei«rved either in part or all for the 
maintenance of his fon, provided that he gave good 
. and alTured teftimonies of his loyalty and good con- 
Tcrfation, (hewing himfelf worthy of divine mercy. 

They being returned, demanded of the Legate the ' 
execution of their JBulls, requiring the reilitution of 
their lands. The Legate anfwered, that he had cer- 
eain rcftraiatsi for thedctenaing whereof there required 
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' fome ffme ; tliercfore tlicv fhouM in.tne rti^tiii wnc 
ihew fruits wortliT their atncndmeDt, and tlien tlicy 
lhoii!d receive %H|ftt the Pope" hzA decreed. dlK^- 
vrifc not*

Reytnond /i^y^n <>/Mf Earl Raymond t$0k Beaticatr^: 

Simon of Montfort isjtain^ 

THE firft cxpTorts of Reymondj the fon of the 
Earl of Reymond^ Was the taking of Beaucaircy 
\Vh<frc he made himfdf mafter of the city : afterwards 
liavingalmofl faminitrdthofein thecaftle,thc Earl^fWn 
Leing no way able to fuCcour them, made a tompofi* 
tlon for tliofc that were withia it, that is, rTiat they 
fiiould depart, only carrying with them their baggage 
and nectflary furniture. The "Earl Simon loft at that 
place, a hundred gentlemen, whom he liad laW \ti 
timbu^, near the city, they within perceiving, made 
a fally, and cut them In pieces. The youi^g Earl 
Reymo7id won great honour at this fiege, and gave 
the Earl Simon to uhderfland, that his fon /itmeri 
ihould find in tliis young Lord, a thorn in his fob!> 
th:^t (hould make .him f'mart as much, as in his tirti'if he 
*lxad eivcO cavtfc of trouble And' vj-xatibli to hfe fat*ef. 
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?be Earl Mmafort went from hence to ravage and~ 
nuke fpoil at Thouioufe. The Biihop was gone thithar 
before, and told the confui »nd principal of the city^ 
that they were to make tlietr appearance before the 

. Harl S'man.^ They went ta him, but to their great 
lofsy for they were no fooner come before the £aiJ» 
but he commanded them all to be bound with cords; 
whereof fonw^taking notice> that had mtant to efcape 
to the city, an alarm was given within the cky^ fo hoty 
that before hia^arrival all the people were in arms: but 
being entered by the caAle Narhtnne^ they recovered 
certain towers which were yet reniaipingi and put 
themfelves into eertam places* and having already bf • 
gun to pillage near the c^9i\z Narhonne^ the people 
fbrtified themfelves^ and gave the chafe with fuch 
violenoey that they drove them to the caAle of NaT" 
honne. The ITarl Gu^ came upon the very inftaat of 

, this combat> ^o the fuccour of his bnother the £arl 
Simony but after he had fought a while, he was fain 
in the end to fty to his brother. A great part of the 
people of the Earl Simon wfle forced to ret ire them- 
felves to St. SUvenSf and the tower of Mafcaro^ and 
the Biihop's houfe, where a great number were flain. 
The Bi(hop» who knew that he had been the caufe of 
this misfortune, having counfelled the citizens to make 
their appearance before the Earl Sin^tm^ and the Earl 
Simon to feize upon them, went forth of the caffle 
Niurbonne into the ftreets, crying out nnto the people 
to make themfelves eafy, for the Earl determined tor 

•end thefe differencea with mildncfs and gentlenefs, and 

that 
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that they ftouM- not fefufc the' ways of peace. ¥Lc 
alledged fo many reafoni nnto them, that In the' end 
they gave car unto him, and were williflg to hearken tor 
Tdconciliation, feeing themfelvesdifmantred and brought 
ibnder the fubjeAtott of t- caiHe and ilrong^ garnfon ; 
•aftd knov^ing tbowefl, that at the firft fuccbura of 
■ p^gn'ms their city would he expofcd to pillage. When 
they were to know the condftions of their peace, the 
'f!rft irticfe waa r Thht the fiarl SimWwQ^X^, yield to 
'^thfhg, before all the inhabitants had earned their 
irms to the Town-hobfev 'fMs poifii wiir hardly ob- 
' iained, but at laft they yiMBeil ;' iihtih tding done, 
^e Earl ^mon caoftdhis^eo^le tbtnake ati'aproach, 
End fo fefzing on the Town -hioufe s(gain^ a- people 
difermed, ^nd Kslvrn^'cdntrfeycd thefr areolar to tBe 
caftle ^Nurhokntf he imprlfon^d the prfnctjial men of 
the city, and caufed them to befcntoutbf Thohloufe 
>hithfer he thought good, irtd wifcfi fuch iuhiim^a 
crtidtiesi thtit a great nuinberdie^ byihe Wky; Thus 
'wzsTAoiHtn^ difpreopfled of its pfihcipd' fnhabltant6» 
ind the reft J)at to ihti? fanfcfm, where% 'the £arl 
Simdn did greatly inrhdh himfcFfr And ffiiortly after 
returning from the conntiy of Si^orre^ where hecfitttd 
hot ta"ke the caflle Loitrde^ he difchard^ his fury up- 
tin thlsjpoor city, permitting it f6bfe pfllaged by his 
$9gr?ihs, arid then catffed the reft o'f th'fe tov^r^ tttit 
W6f€ yet about the dityj to be beaten iaoWit; 

In the mean time, the pooi^ Earl of TW^ltntfi #iAt

Al tbU time» that is, in the year 12 14,,' the Legate 
held, a Coutw^il^t Montpelter^ for the renewing ef tjic 
army of the Church, and to conErm the authority of 
the £arl Simon* 

The Council feat to him to come and receive the 
dignity of Prince and Monarch, tie entered into the 

^4city» and being in thi^ church of our Lady des Tables^ 
vhere the Prelates of the faid Council were to pro- 

. nouoce their fentence in favour of the faid Montfort^ 
they heard a rumor in the -city. Thc^, fent to know 
what the matter was: It was told them, that the peo- 
ple underitood, that the Earl Simon of Monifort wjsls 
within the city, and that thereuponthey betook them- 
felves to their armS) rcfolviqg to kill ;him> as being 
their chief enemy* He was advifed to ftial away a- . 
long by the wall^ of the city, and to fave himfelf, for 

. iesir Jeft the whole Council ^ould fuffer with him. He 
vrent therefore tm foot, without company, left he 

, Ihould have been known .at the gate, and efcaped tliis 
great danger. So that he faw. himfelf in one hour 
honoured almoft as a God) chofen and faluted Prince 
and Monarchy and obliged tafly "difguifed, and to hide 
liimfelf like a bafe fcoundrel, for fear of the people. 

In regard of the rclplution of this Council, the 
^.Xofie ever wrou. to hio), as to a Monarchy ftiling him. 
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Tie oBiv^f dextertous fildur vf Jtfw Chrtfi. The »• 

vincible defender of the Catholic Faith* And in the 
year 12 15, be fent him a Bull». dated the fourth of 
Apnl, "by which he ga^vc^ him llie, authority to ketp 
all thofe lands he had gotten under his powery grants 
ing tmto him the revenues} profits, and power to ^- 
niinidef jndice, confidering) faith the Pope» tluft 
you neither can, nor ought to make war at your own 
charge. This the .Pope's Inyinfy df another maft's

made hi^i to go to the JCing of France, ta1>e invefttfd 
into the Dubedom o( Narhounef the Earldom of 
Tbouhufe, together with all the lands, which the 
foldiers of the Crofs had con^ered and taken from 
thofe they call Heretickf, pr the proteftors of thcnii 
ivhich he obtained of Ch^.King to hdd in fee* 

In the year 1 2 r6, lie returned hata' France with as 
hundred Bi(hopSf whqliad caufed this expedition of 
the Crofs to be preached in their Bifhopricks, being 
refolvcd with this great army, to mak^ himfelfMaftei^ 
Prince arid Monarch, of all 'thole lands which the 
i^ope had given hiqfi. Andlomiike jt apparant, t^ 
he had not treated or made any agreement With GuitatSi 
Lord of MonieiU Aimar, ikor^ Wfth jfimar of PoitierSf 
-hut until fuch.time as he had power to devour them; 
lie^pafTedihe Rhofne at Viniert^ and befieged Mogteil* 
jlimar. . Guitaud ma^e ^reat.reiiilance; but whentlie 
inhabitants faw the great army of pilgrinis, they en-^ 
4ftatedHheh' Lord to come to *compo(ition| for fc^r

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left the city ihould be pillaged. Which be did, though 
it was with the lofs of his caftle. Fromthence he went 
and befieged the tower of Creft-Armaud^ belonging 
to jiimar of Poitiert. He that commanded within , 
yielded- it up out of cowardice^ for otherwtfe it had 
been impofiible the pilgrims could have taken \u 
Afterwards the Earl Simon gave a daughter of his to 
a fon of the faid Poitiers, and there was peace con- 
cluded betwixt the , faid Poitiers and the £i(hop of 
Valence f againft vi^hoiii he had along time before made 
cruel war. A little before, the Earl Simon had mar* 
ried one of his fons to the daughter of Dauphin of 
FlenntuSf and another to the Countefs of Bigorrem 
All which alliances fortified him maph.againft his en- 
emies. All men trembled before him, and with this 
great . army of pilgrims that followed him, he took 
Pefquieret near to Nyfrne^ and S^zonce, and put all 
to the fword he found within^ not fparing the women. 
He took his way to Tboidoufe^ to pillage and to rase - 
it, and to feek the Earl of Thotdoufe, even to the centre 
of the earth, if he were there to be found ; at which 
time be received letters from his wife, advert ifing; 
him, thkt he (hoiild-ipecdily come to deliver her frona 
the hands of the Earl of Tbouhufe, who had befieged • 
her in the cafile Narbonne ; that he was very ftrong 
and had all the people at his devotion, who had receiv-> 
ed him with great applaufe, crying out with a loud • 
voice, Long live the Earl of Thotdoufe* That he waa 
accompanied with his Nephew, the Earl of Comming^ > 
Oajpar de la Barrep Lord of Caramanp jirmand d^ 
A t M^ntagup 
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Montagu f and Eftcphe de la Folate ^ ^ brave ^Ald val* 
iant mea» and wcU attended* 

Thit was abeut the end of the. year 12171 ^^^ ^^^ 
£arl Reymond entered into Thouloufiff the drums beat- 
ings the enfignsdlfplayedi aad the trumpets fcfunding. 
The people prcffing to caft therofelves down at his feecy 
to embrace his legs, and to kifs Che hem of his garmentt 
9nd killing as many as they found In the city» thit 
took part with the Earl Mant/ort. Whereas, had the 
£arl Simon come diredly to* MontauBan^ at his return 
from France^ the Earl Reymohd would not have known 
what to have done ; but he flayed at Monteil-jHoiar 
and Greft Amaud^ and Bejinct^ and Fi^qwres^ and 
^ade delaysvabout the marriages fo long, that the Earl 
had time to gather his troops together, and to prepare 
liimielffora ftrong aflault. In fuch fott, that when 
lie was advertifed that he was at Thoahmfe^ the greater 
part of hifr pilgrims were returned into Franc4. But 
yet It waa necefTary he (hould go' to Thouloujk with 
tkbfe forces that he had : for his wife was in danger of 
being loft« And he that hadbeeti the death of fojmany 
women and ichildren, was doubtful what would become 
«f his, falling into the hands of his eneoiies. 

• The Earl RiymonJ created an office;-, which they 
called Vignter^ or Froivofl^ to whom all were bound to 
obey, upon pain of death. This was the firft Figmer 
that was edabliftied at Tbouioufe. His charge was to 
provide fbr the defence of the city> to keep (he moats 

or 
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or ditches dean, to repair the breaches, to appoint to 
every one his quarter^ and his captain, efpecially in 
times of combat. There came from all parts, troops 
for faccoursto the Earl Reymondj of thofe that defired 
(atisfadtioo for the violences of the Earl Simon. 

^he Earl Gujfvrzfh one of the firft in the oombat^ 

for his brother the Earl Simon^ but he was beaten and 

put to flight: The Archbiifaop ofyfixi and of Armagh 

na€i with their pilgrims retired themfelves without 

fight k}^« The Earl ^imoii being come, made a^fh^w 

of befieging Ticulaufi g but the frequent iflues of 

thofe that were within, gave him to underftand, that 

it was not for his good. He therefore affemblcd the 

Prelates and Lords,^ t^o take advice what was to be 

done* The Legate perceiving the Earl Simon fomc-r 

what aftonifticd, faid unto him, •* Fear nothing, for 

<* in a (hort time we (hall recover the city,* and deilroy 

** all the inhabitants ; and if any of the foldiers of 

** the Crofs (hall die in this purfuit, they (hall pafs to 

^* Paradife as Martyrs, and hereof they (hall affare 

^* themfelves.** To whom one of the great captaina 

atifwered, " Monfieur Cardinal, you talk with gf«at 

«< afluraace;.but if the Earl believe you, it will be 

^< little to his profit. For you, and all the other 

«* Prelates, and men of the Church, have been the 

*« caufe of all this evil and ruin, and will be yet more 

♦• if he believe you.** 

It WM no tinse for tht Cardinal to be offended' wkh 
A a a thii 
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.this bold replf • The refolation was, that there ihouU 
be no more any aflault given, but that the city fhonld 
he beCeged on the fide of Cafcoign. For which canjc 
the Earl of Montfcrt caufed one part of his army to 
pafs thp river Garonm^ towards St. Soukra ; but they 
within the city made fo noble a Tally , and to fuch pur- 
^fe, that they put thefr enemies to ^ght. Dtiring 
this combat, came the Earl of Fo\x with his frefb 
jtroops, as well of his fubjcAs, as Navar^ant and Ca^ 
falatUi who violently let upon the Earl MontforU pur- 
suing him even to the brink of Garonne; where with 
fright and precipitation, they caft themfelves in heaps 
^ into the boats, and many were drowned in the river. 
The Earl Simon alfo fell in, all armed, with his horfe, 
and hardly efcaped. 

Reynumd caufed a general affe mbly to be made at 
St. Stturmnf wherein he exhorted the people to give 
thanks unto God for this happy beginning of vidory, 
which they had obtained again ft their enemies, which 
was a teflimony of God's love, and that they (hould 
hope for better. He exhorted every one to give their 
helping- h^nd to build and to prepare, and to caufe 
their warlike engines to play againfi the caftic Nor* 
honm^ bccaufe this pkce being taken from the enemy, 
their total ruin muft needs follow ; and being once 
recovered from them, they (hould be in fafety. In a 
very (horr time were their wooden engins to caft ftones, 
their lUngF, theit mangonels to dart their arrows, their 
crofi bovt and other inftrumcnts whioh were in i](e in 

thofe 
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Ihofe times prepared, and all of them mounted againll 
the caftle Narbmne ; which made thofe trembk thsiLt 
%erc within* 

The Earl Montfort being at MontaReu^ took couff- 
^1 how to carry himfelf in this tedious (lege, and a- 
•gainft enemies fo animated- The Bifhop of Thovloufi 
jkid unto him, to comfort him, that he was to take a 
good heart unto him, for Monfieur the Cardinal had 
fcnt letters and meffengers throughout the world, ' to 
jfive him fuccours % and that fhortly he (hould have fi> 
many people, that heihould not want power to do 
what he pleafed» 

After many combats, the winter came on, and ftay- 
fd the courfe of the befiegcrs, who withdrawing 
themfelves to quarters where they could about *thouloufe^ 
and the Earl Reymond on the other fide, fnclofed the 
chy with a rampart^ and fortified himfelf againtl' the 
^ftie Harhfitme^ and prepared io receive the piJgrim# 
whehfoever they (hould prefen't themfelves unto blm« 
In the itieaa time he fent his fbn to feek for fuccours. 
fn the end, about the fpring time^ in the yeariiiS i 
there came to' the Earl Simoii^ an hundred thoufand 
Ibldiers of the Crofs, and to the Earl Reymond^ great ' 
fiiCcours from Gafcot^n^ conduced by Narcis tU Mon» 
Affquiou: As Jilfo yoiing Reymotid of ^houloufe'^ and 
j^f/iwt/r brought Un^o fiinri goodly troops.' This great 
multitude of pilgrims being conie,' tlhc "Legate and 
SImfi'li thought good th^y' fhontd earn their partlon, 
A a 3 knowing 
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knowing that at the end of Ibrty days, thtegreat dmiA' 
of pilgnms would vanifli. They therefore coiai&aiided. 
them, in ft ant 1y to give a general affattU^ whidi imtm 
deferred to the nextmorningy by which time they had 
other. work to do; for thr very firft night of theur 
arrivaly putting their confidence in. their great rook** - 
tude, they kept no good guard. Whidi the Bar! of 
IThottitw/e ptTceiwlngt made a f^ly out upontfaeni^ and. 
,4^at with fo good fuccefs, that the next naoforng aft 
the fiekl was covered with dead bpdie«« The TA&u* 
Uufiani being weary with killings returned to. give 
thanks umo God for bis afiliftance* 

The whole country was an enemy to tke c9A',Smtcm^. 
^hich was the caufe of the famine in his army ; but 
on the contrary, there was withia Thouloufo abund%i»<3e» 
Upon St. John the Bafiifi's ere^ betimes in ^he m€>rtt4. 
XOg» the troops o£ the Earl Rtytwnd went.fofth of 
Thiadtmjet killing as many as they encountered. A 
foldier ran to the Earl Smon^ and told him, that.tbe. 
enemy was come forth ; divers others cameuoto hina^. 
crying out. We are all undone, if no tnai» wtlticoroe 
oat and command the army which flies before the* 
^houhufians* He anfwered, that he would not ftir 
^ '£oot from the Mafs, though he were there to die,, he^ 
fore he had feen his Maker ; infomuch, that had not 
the Prieft that fung the Mafs, dipt and curtailed it a . 
little, he had been taken or fkin belFore the Altar.. 
JVbfwiVrj faith, the Earl Simon having mounted hishorfe^ 
hb horie which was wounded in the middle of his bead

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vnik%ngam>W9 ,wliWv the bonfc fodifl|?> . got .pr«fc»tlf,, 
tb« bit b©twjc«i his t^th» in fuch fon» th»t tr!oiftf9fi, 
cotild not kold him, but he carried him here and thero- 
in fptte of himfelF, which a loldierof the^ctty feeingy 
aflured himitlf of hifn^ (hot him ,whh bis croiii bow 
through the thigh ;■ with whicb wound. Montfort lod 
great ftore of blood* and.JBndiBg>himie)f much ipaiaed 
thcrewitht .oatrea.t.<d thi»J&ari Q^y luV brother, to ka<J 
him out of the. pjitfta to.<ftop>4iifi blood. In the tinxs 
whik he* was talking virith his brother, a (tone out of 
an engine, which. a woc&an, thinking notliin^ ler fly^ 
hit Montfott^ yet talking, with bis brother, and parted 
his head from his fhoulders, fo that his body fell dead 
to the ground. 

'Naguierj^ a Hiftorian of ihofe times, hath fpokeiv' 
of this man, as of one that was carried away with paffion 
and • unfatiable covetoufnefs. He was (lain that verj/c 
inftaiity when by three CouociJSr he had been, pro-- 
claimed the Monarch of his conquefts, the captain oi 
the armies of the Church, the fon, the fervant, the: 
favourite thereof, and the defender of the faith. , A- 
dored of the people, feared of the great, the terror 
of kings* Thus you fee* that as Abtmclechi^ was flaiot 
with a piece 6f a mill-ftone, which a woman caft from. 
a tower, which brake his flcull ; fo this deflroyer o£ 
the people,, ruiner of cities, devourer of the eftatea 
of other mcn^ .yvas dain with a (lone from a fling, by 
a woman; as Hiilorians have obfervcd.

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The LegKe Bonaventure bad only time to tAV /B* 
marlcf Ton of Montforfy that he was named by htm ani 
the Bffhops there prefent, Succcfforof the ^nqueftft 
ihd ch^f^rs of hi's father the Earl ShnoH ; and inftantlf 
they betook them to their heels, flying with all the 
Btfhops of the Crofs, to Carcajbnney not ftaying itk 
any place, fo great wa« their aftoniftiment, fearing'to 
be piirfued. The pilgrims diftanded themfcWes, fay- 
ing they were no lt)nger bound to any (ighr» their forty 
days being almoft expired. In the time of this con* 
fufion, the Earl Reymond fallied out of Tbouloufe^ and 
gave fo furious a charge upon the enemy that he made 
them forfake their trenches, and £ew a great number 
of pilgrims, who were without condofe,.' and with* 
out courage, infomuch that they kilted and cut ia 
pieces all that were in the camp of Montelieu^ and de- 
ft roycd thoffe that were incamped at St. Sobra*, Th^e 
remained the caille Narbonne^ which as yet held Tor 
the Legate. The fon of Mohtforl gathered as 
fpeedily as he could, as many of his troops together 
as hfe w^s able, and making hafte tothe caRle, got 
out the garrifbn by a falfe door ; and fo fled after the 
Lei»'ate, carrying the body of his father with gr^at* 
fpe'td to Carcajfonne-. And it was wdl tor him, that 
the Larl ReymnnJ did not purfue him, for the fear' 
thereof was fiifScicnt to kill the pilgrims that accom-' 
pan led him. But the Earl Reymond retired himfclf 
W:t^1 his trqops, to provide for tlve prefervation of the 
city and cartle Narhonne^ to which the enemy had ftt* 
fife tvhcn they left it. Moreover, he caufed the bell * 

to 
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tt>:ttirH» to gather the people together, to give thanlcs 
unto God in their church, for the happy and miracbF- 
0U6 vidory which they had obtained; for that this 
audacious tyrant was overthrown, who had expofed 
them many times to pillage^ raifed their walls, beaten^ 
down their rampartsi deftroycd their towers, violated 
their wives and daughters ; killed their citizens, cut 
4own tb«ir trees, fpotled their land^ tnd brought th^ir 
whole country to extreme defolttionf 



CHAP. XIV. 

7be Earl Reymond rteovereth all that the Earl Simqm 
had taken from him in Agenofs* 

THE Earl Reymond followed the vidory, mak- 
ing himfelf mailer of the caftle of Narhonne^ 
and fortifying it againft the pilgrims, why:h he knew 
very well would come the year following: in the mean 
time he fent his fon into JigenotSy who brought untp 
the obedience of his father, Condon^ Marmande^ AuglU 
lany and other places adjoining. On the other fide, 
the Earl of Fotx befieged Mirepotx^ fummoned Roger 
de Lent to re ft ore it unto him, telling him, that he 
was not now to hope any longer in the Earl Simon^ 
for he was dead : That it muft fatisfy him, that he 
bad now long enough and unjuftly kept that which 
was his. %That if he changed his patience into fury, 
he would lofe both his life ^d Mirepo'tx toi^ether. . it 

vexed 
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log the word giycDi they (hould all die. It was the 
iprill of Prince Lewis ^ that the compofition , jhould 
tand. Almaric neverihelcfs, cauied his troops tQ>ilip 
into the city, with charge to kill«alU mea, womea 
and children. They did it, whereat the Prince be- 
ing offend td» departed irom the Legate znd Aimarii 
and palling along* funainoned thofe of Tbouioufe to, 
yield They defended, themfelves agaiaft him. He 
received n«ws.of the death of his father, which caufcd 
him to. retire. Thus you fee all the effe^s of this 
l^reat expedition, whicli (hould have buried all the 
4^\gtnj€z alive, vani/hed without any afikult given. 

The Legate BonavMture^ heing weary of thdo^g 
labours of this war, and perceiving that therein the 
danger was greater, than either the pleafure or the 
profit, toqk occa.fion under.a pretence of .his decrepit 
age, to retire, himfelf to P.ome; even at that time, 
when Pope hnocent the third, departed* Pope Hono-> 
ri'jtf his luccefTor, knpw neither Jthe importance of the 
war, nor what dire^ion to give, and therefore had need 
to be informed by hts^Legate, touching the .mcans,.Qf 
.the, continuaoce. thereof, aqd the commodity that 
might 'arife unto his fee. JBonavmture. cntrczi^d him. 
to depute another Legate^ and told hixn, .that the,oe* 
cecity of this war »'as.fuch, that it concerned net 
only ,the lofs of all thofe lands of the AWigenfes^ which 
W5pre conquered, becaufe they might eafily be recover-. 
«d by them, if no oppofition were made ; but alfo the 
7\MA of the:cI)U(ch of Romff becaufe the dgilriQe.of 

the 
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the tf^ahbnfii M$ Jlh^infei^ 4}d dir«aiy (hiake the au^ 
Ihority of die Popj^v* and aveithrow the fUtutes of 
^he Church • That thb war had been very .chargeable^ 
fpr within the /pace of fifteen years and left, there liad 
died above three hundred thoufaod foldicrs of the 
Crots^'^ho al dken. timi^ had come to end their Uvea 
in LaagHi^t %^M th^re were trot enough elfewlvefe 
to bury theai^ : oras if there were a neceffity in tbofe 
limes, to be born in jPr^£tf» and to die encouotering 
the AlHge^fes. That all thb would hre loft« if they 
continued not to fpend and weaken them, until they 
Were utterly dcftroyed. The Popt delegated one 
named €(Matt who west thither. 

Almark was irefy valmnti yet hohad not obtained 
that authority which hia father hadf who had made 
himfelff at the expenceof the Alh^enfes^ agreat<»p* 
tain ; lovtd of the foldiefs^ of 'great cootaget patient 
in; afflidioa, invincible: in hia travels^- dil^»ent in his * 
cnterprifes^ forefeeing and providing^ for the necdfi> 
ties of. an army ; sifable^ but of* an trrec6ncileabfe 
enmity againfk his enemies^ beeaiife'he hated^hem only ' 
to^ poffefs their goodsi and thefe he conki not have biit 
after ihehr death, which he procured and haftened ai - 
much as he pofiibly could, and that under the mantle 
of a planfible pretence t>f religion. His Ton was a 
trne inheritor of the hatitd of his father ^ butHoW' 
andfluggiih, Idving hircafe, aiid'no way iit for an 
aftion of great importance. Befides, hie ^as deprived 
ofdK Monk DontinUt of whom his fiither had made 
fib very 
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^eiy profitable ufc : for lodging him in €lic conquerel 
dttesy he gftve htm in charge to finifli^hat deftruSiori 
by his inquifition, which he coaM not do by wars. He 
died in the year iiao, thcfisth ef AugUft, fo rich 
that notwithftandingbe was the founder of the Jacobii^ 
Monks* an order of begging Friars, yet he made k 
Imown^beforehistieath, that a fcrip well Ordered was 
better than a rent ill affigned ; for he left many houfes 
and much goods, (hewing thereby that he ufed hk 
fcrip but for a (hew and appearance of poverty* 

The death -of this Monk was a giteaft tfdief to the 
jUKgenfeSf feeing iie had perfecuted them with mock 
violence ; but yet they were more weakc;ned by xbsi 
cieath of the Earl Reymond of Thouloufey the Bail 
Raymond oi Foixf and the Lady Pbi^feof Mimcadt^ 
iprife to Reymond Earl of Foix* ^ 

The Earl Reymond of Thoulw/e^ died of a fickneCii 
tnuch lamented by his fubjeds,- if ever man was. He 
wasjaft, gentle, valiant and courageous ; but yet too 
<afy in giving -ear unto thofe that gave him xoonfel for 
bis ruin. ' He was carried at the firft by a true love . 
s^nd charity only towards thofe his fubje^a, that made 
profeffion of the religion of the Jilhtgenfet ; but after - 
vrards having been bafely and difhonourably handled 
by the Legates of the Pope, he knew both the cruelty 
of the Priefts, and the falfehood of their dodrine, by 
thofe conferences that had been in his prejience with 
the Paftors of the AlKgenfet^ 
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. The Hiftorion of tmguidot^ iatth» T\M ht dlcda 
ladden death» and that he wai oarricd into the houfe 
ef the FriafA of the Hofpital St. y^bfif Und tiiat be 
was not buried^ because be wa# an ^xcttmmtuiicated 
yerfon.. 

At touching the EdjlReymonJof Foix^ he was a 
Prince of whom Hiftory gives ibis teftimony^ that 
he wa& a pattern of juftice, clemencyy prudence, valour, 
magnanimity^ patfence, and continency ; a good war« 
nor, a good htifbandy a good father, a good houfe- 
keeper, a good governor ; worthy to have his nanae 
Bonoured, and his vrrtuea remembered throughout all 
generations, When this good Prince faw that he 
was about to change earth for Heaven, he defied death 
wfitik an afTured conftant courage, and took comfort 
in forfaking the world, and the vanities thereof ; and 
calling his fon Roger unto him, he exhorted him to 
ferve God, to live virtuoufly, to govern his people 
like a fatheri under the obedience of his laws, and fo 
gave up the ghoft. His wife, the Lady Phiiippe of. 
Moneade^ followed him (hortly after, not without 
fiifptcion of poifon, by fome domeftic enemy of the 
jilhtgenfeSi whofe religion flie profeffed with all devo^ 
tion, A Princefs of a great and admirable prudence, 
faith, conftancy, and loyalty. She uttered before 
)ier death many excellent fentences, full of edification,. 
and in contempt of death, which flie received with a 
ju^rveUoua grace; fortifying her fpeeches with moft 
" B b 2 Chrfti^ 
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Chriftian confolationsy to the great comfort and edi6« 
cation of ill that were prcfent, and in this date ihc 
exchanged this life for a better* 



CHAP. XV. 

Alfnarlc tie Jan of Montfort rejiores to King Lewis 
' thi nghihf the conquered Countrtet of iht Atbigenfcs. 

ALMARIC had not the fortune of his father in 
the wars of the jilUgenfes* For he had neither 
King Philips who permitted the levy, of pilgrinas, 
nor Pope Innocent the third, to appoint them. More- 
over, there was neither city nor village Jn France^ 
where there were not widows and fatherlefs children^ 
by reafon of the wars of the Migenfes* And befides 
all this, the Prelates were many times put into great 
fears, by thofe cruel combats that were ordinarily 
made, and many of them left behind them their mitres^ 
and fome Abbots their croffes. The talk of the cX; 
peditions of the crofs was not fo common. This wag 
the caufe why j^Imaric did not, long enjoy his con- 
quered countries, wherewith being nauch afflided,.he 
went into France, and delivered up to Lewis the eighth^ 
King of France, all the right that he had to the faiid 
countries, which the Councils of Faur, Mout* 
petter, and Lqtran had granted unto him ; and in re^ 
compence thereof, King Lemf created him Conft^blc 
^f France^ ia the year izz^p 

T4 
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To put himfelf in pofleffion. King Lewh came 
£nto LanguedoCf and coming to the gates of Avignon^ 
he was denied entrance ; becaufe the citizens profef- 
fing the reh'gion o£ the AUngenfes^ had been ex« 
communicated^ and given, by the Pope to the firft 
conqueror. The King being much moved with this 
denial, refolved.to befiege it^ which continued for the 
(pace of eight months^ in th^ end whereof they yielded 
tkemfelvea about Whitfuntide, in. the year 1.225, 

During, this fiege, almoft all the Cii\t'^o{ Langvedoc^ 
acknowledged the King of France^ by the mediatioa 
•f Meltfi^. Archbi(ho|^ of. Narhonnt. The King 
eftablifhed for governor in Languedoe^ Imbert de Beauieu^ 
and took his way to Frances but he died by the way 
ac Montpenfier^. in September,, in the year I22l5. 

The joMtk^ Rr^mand^ YatX oi Thoulouftt was bound* 
by promife to the King, to go to receive his abfolutioa 
of Pope Honoriusy and afterwards ht (hould give him 
peaceable poffeffioa of all his lands ; but the death of 
tHe King in the mean time happening, he faw the, 
realin oiFrancty in the hands of Lewis the ninth , a child 
in his minority, and the regency in the power and 
government of his mother. He thought that having: 
to deal with an infant King, and a woman regent, he 
might recover by force, that which he had« yielded by 
agreement. He therefore refolved to take arms, bc».^ 
lag encouraged thereunto, by the fuccours of the 
/Ubigenfii his flibjeds, who were in great hopes to

maintiio their part in flrcngtb and vigottr»^ dariBg 
the minority of the King of France^ but they were 
deceived in their projcA. For though Levm the 
ninth was in his minority^ yet he was fo happy as to 
have a wife and prudent mother, if ever there were 
fvch. For King Lewis the eighth, before his death, 
liad appointed her the tutorefs of his fon, and regent 
«f the realm ; kr. owing very well her great capacity 
and fuificiency. Beiides, Imhert de Beauteu maintain- 
ing the authority of the King in Languedoc; took arms, 
and made oppofition againft the Earl Reymond^ and 
the Alhtgenfes, The Queen fent him divers troops, by 
the help whereof he recovered the caflle de Bonteqve^ 
near to Thouloufe. All the Alhigenfei that were fbund 
within the caftle were put to death ; and a certain 
Deacon, with others who would not abjure their reli- 
gion, by the command of Melin the Pope's Legate, 
and the advice of Guyon^ Bifhop of Carcoffbnne^ 
were burnt ajive, in the year 1227, fuffering death 
with admirable conftancy. 

The more the perftcution increafcd, the more the 
number of the Alh'igenfes multiplied ; which Ifnhertot, 
Beauteu perceiving, he went to the court to let them 
know, that without fuccours, he could no longer de- 
fend the country, and the places newly annexed to the 
crown and patrimony of France^ againft xht jllhigenfes^ 
and the Earl Reymond* In the mean time whilft be 
WIS abfenty the Earl ReymonJ took the caille Sar- 
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rosiiif one of the ftrongeft places that Im^erth^^, and 
keeping the field did much hurt to his enemies. 

Imhri came from France^ at the fpring of the year 
1228, accompanied with a great army of the Crofs, in 
vrhich there were the Archbifhop of Bourget, the 
Archbifhop of Aouch and hourdeaux^ each with the 
pilgrims of their jurifdidion. 

The Earl Reymond retired hirafelf into Thouloup, 
where he was prcfently fhut up, and all the country 
round about, and even the harveil v/^^ all fpoiicd and 
vrafted. Being brought to this extrc mity, the Abbot 
of Grandfelue^ named Ellas Gat'wy came from Melin^ 
the Pope's Legate, to offtr peace to the Earl Reymond 
and the Thoulovjians. He was rt ctivcd with great joy, 
offering peace and plenty to thofe that were almoft' 
famifhed, and wearied with war. Neverthelefs, the 
fvifcft amongft them, who better forelaw the event of 
things, knew well enough, that fo foon as they had 
got the Earl Reymond into their hands, they would 
make ufe of him to pcrfecute them ; that they would 
eftablifh the Inquifition, and kindle their fires again, 
and fo utterly deflroy them both bodies and fouls: 
but the reafons of thofe men were overcome by the 
importunate cries of the common pet»plc, almoft fa- 
mifhed. Befides, the enemies wanttd not people in 
Thouloufe^ that were willing to terrify the Earl Rey^ 
mtmd; faying, that he was not now to deal with ' 
^manc of Mont/ort, but with a King of France, 

who 
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who had power fufficieot to overthrow him: that 
continual fevers kill men, and lonpr wars would at the 
Uft bury them all. The Earl ReymonJ promifed the 
Abbot to be on a certain day at Vafieges^. there to 
rcfolve upon what was to be done to bring the peace 
to<a perftfciion. In the nnean time a truce was agreed 
upon with the Tbouloufians^ for certain days. The 
Earl Reymond came at the day to the place appointed* 
and fo did the Abbot of Grandfilue. After much 
difcourfe touching a peace, ^he Abbot made him be- 
lieve, that it would- be for Ihs greater advantage to be 
in Franc€f. than in that place ; and that forafmach a» 
the btifincfs concerned the Ring,. 1t was neceflarys 
%hat the Queen- mother being tutorels unto him, and 
regent of France^ fliculd be prefent ; and that more 
would be done in a few dayS) than in a whole year^. 
the buiinefs requiring £o many journies and goings: 
and comings,- which peradventure would be 4ong andr 
uo profit able :. and fo pledged hia^ faith that hereby he 
fliould receive due fatisfa^on.. Being- vauquifhed^ 
by thefe promifes,. he confented to come into France^> 
whitherfuever the Queen- mother (hoiild. appoint.- 
MeauK was the place fhe made choice of,, and his- 
time was appointed.. He came thither, but he was 
BO fooner arrived, but he repented, and acknowledged 
his- great ovcrfight^ in that he had given credit to the 
words of a Pricft j efpecially,. knowing that his de- 
ccafed father*, always iped io ill by truing thofeWha> 
hekl this for a maximi that Faith is not to he h^: r Hh. 

Bcretkhp 
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fferetlcks^ or their favourers. That he being held 
for fuch a one* had no reafon to look for better fuccefs.' 

There was therefore now no more queftion of trea- 
ties or communieatibiiSy but of fubmiilion to whatfo-r 
ever fhould be enjoined him. He had now no longer 
freedonr of' ipeechy but he w^ carefully guarded, for 
fear left he fhould fly to the Alhigenfes.. The Hiftonaa 
of Lan^edo£^ though in other matters much animated^ 
againft th« Alhigenfity yet he Could not write of thi» 
without commileraUon» fo laiptntable wjis the .condU 
tion of this. Lord, Thefe are his words : 

•« It was alamentabre thing to fee fo brave a maoji, 
•* that was able for fo long a time, to make refiftance 
*' againft fo m^ny people, to qome in bis (hirtand hia

bimfelf without reply.

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Artick u That after the ]f arl Rtymond^ fkJXzif 
pardon, according to the order appointed, that it to* 
&y» bare'headed»> bare*foot». in hie (hirt, with a torch 
in his hand, for all thatbe had done againft th&Church; 
he (hall promife to defend the faith, and drive away all 
Hereticka^, out of fiia lands and territories.. 

2. That he ftall' pay to the Church fo long m he 
liveth, every year, three m^l^s of filver*. 

3* That he ffiall give immediately, (Tx thoufand 
marks of filver for the reparation oi the cities, caftleSy 
^d houfes, which had been either by himfelf, or his 
lather^ tjeftoyed and ruined duting^the wars pad*. 

4* That he (houlS give for the repair of Monaftrica^ 
and the maintenance and nourifhment of the Monka 
ftf Ctfieauxf two thoufand marka of Glrer«. 

5. For the NFonks af Clepvaux^ five hundred mairka 
•f filver- 

6* For thofe of Grand/the^ and the reparation of 
their Monallryy a thoufand marks of filver*. 

7, For the Church of Bilte Perches three hundred 
marks of filver. 

8/ For the reparation of the caftle Nariomift B$ 
thoufand marks of filver, and that the Legate (hoold 
)Lcep it for ten years ia the aamc of the Church.

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^. For the inaiaUnaBCe of fouf Mafters in DivinitXt 
two I>o(&on of the Canon Law, two Mafters of Art« 
and two Grammarianii the fum of four thoufand 
marks of filvcr. 

10. That he (hottid tslke the Crdfs, at the handa ^f 
the Legate^ to make war againft the TWi/and Sara* 
tens I and (hould go to Rhodes^ where he (hould ftay 
for the fpace of iSve years, from whence he (houkl brin^ 
a certificate from the great Mafter of Rhodes. 

1 1. That from thenceforwardf be ftould eaterprife 
fiothing againftp the Church* 

1 2. That he Hiould make war again'fl the Earl oiFoix 
and his allies, never making peace witJi them but by 
the leare of the Legate.

14* Thlit4ic fliotjhd tftteirly deftrojr, thirty-five cities 
iBX caftlest which (hould be named unto him by the Ler 
l^ate, and ^hichhe-ihouid not rebuild without his leave. 

15. That for ike acoftiplifhmeftt of ail this, he is to 
yield himfelf prifoner at the Louvre in P^rh^ into ■ 
the hands of the King, from whence he (hould not de- 
jpart^ ttatfl be had firft.oaufed a daughter of his to be 

brought ' 
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lirougbt ta Catcifffonne^ and committed to Clietiuftoaf* 
of the King, in the hands of fuch-asihaU be deputed 
thereunto.

All which being performed^ the Legate^are 
liim hia abfoluttofi and delivered it in writing.

total dtdru^ion ; becaufe that thereby their own Lord 
waa bound to do his beil for their eztirpatioBi and 
'they faw beiides that a Q.eiK^heiiP was their fwxinixnemf •'

^^uifition, they called a Council at Tiiouioufe, in the 
year 1 229, whereat the Archbifhop of Nnrbotme, and 
divers other Bifhops and Prelates wereprefent ; where- 
in amongft other articles that were concluded uporii 
this one (hews by what fpirit thefe Prelates were led.

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. Now after the treaty made with the Earl Reymond^ 
lie remained a prifoner until the paynlent of th^ fums 
fpecilied ; and in the mean timet Peter de Colmieuy 
Vice- Legate, took his journey to Tlfouioufei to hring^ 
the city under the obedience of the King, and caufed 
the walls to be razed, and the towers to be beaten 
down, to the end they might have no more means to 
rebell again (I the King. He brought like wife to the 
Queen-mother, yoan, the only daughter of the Earl 
Reytnond, being nine years of age, to the end 
file might be brought up with her, until flie were of 
years fufficient to many jllphonfus^ brother to King 
Len/if, The removal of this young. Princefa did great- 
ly afflift the fubjefts of the Earl Reymond; for feein<^ 
that this change of dominion would bring' with it, an 
afteration of their peace» as it came to pafs. 



CHAP. XVII. 

The Earl Reymond of ThouloUfe, folUclteth the Earl 
' 9f Foix, to range htmfelf under the obedience of the Fope, 

THE Earl /np/V, of Commingf and the Prince of 
Beamy were yet to be conquered, or won by 
art. The Legate Colmeiu thought the Earl Reymoml 
a fit inftrument to affed the latter of the two, and 
therefore he commanded him to write to the Earl of 
Foixf Thai he /houidyoUow bis example^ or refolve mi- 
/orably to perijb. ^ He wrote to him in laving terms:

The Earl Reymond was not fatisfied with this anfwer, 
much Icfs the Legate, who foand another way to win 
him ; and that was* that there were within hig landi 
and territories, fubjeAs of hts, who being frighted with 
an appr^heniion of their ruin, fliould entreat him to 
liave compaffion both of hin&lf and his poor fiibjedsi 
vvho would be overthrown by this laft violence. And 
at the very fame time^ he caufed the. Earl of Tbmdouft 
^o write to the principal m%n of ihe terriioriet of the 
Earl of Feiix ; that there was an excellent oppertunity 
offered their Lord, if he made not himfdf vnworthf 
thereof by hU obflinacy : that it was the only means 
to make them live in perfed peace ; that tliey ihoidd 
perfoade him, whilft the occafion and time fervedj bc« 
hn ^c t%Tf^ii\i9^ of (he Cfoff w^r^ oa font. 
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. The fwbjeds. of the Earl of Foixf partly for tfeeir 
#wn intertils, aod partly for fear, lead th.eir Lord, b?- 
tng ftricken in .years, without wife and chlldr^n» 
.flit; old leave .them to the mercy of the firft conqueror^ 
if he fhould depart .this life without a lawful heic;. 
they joined together in humble fupplication, to> their 
Lord, and obtained by their requefts and tears, that 
which the Earl of Thoulouje could not by threatt, 
.prayers nor promtfes ; for* he promifed them that he> 
. would treat . with the Legate, for their peace, and 
contentment* . ^

. The Pope was advertifed of the intention of the 

Earl of Foixy and therefore he joined with the firil 

Legate in the Earldom of Foix another, namely, the 

Cardinal of St. j^nge^ accompanied by the Archbifhop 

of Narhonne^ the BiChop of Couferans^ and, Pettr, dc 

,^halames^ the Legate's Lieutenant, and divers othen. 
Being arrived at St. John de B§rg9s^ in the Earldom 

..of Foix J there appeared alfo the Earl, of Foix^ with 
the nobilky and principal, men of the. land.

Jatisfadion the Pope had, to hear that after £b.man^ 
combats -and bloody wars, there was hope to finifh 
ihero in peace : that he was come to conclude and 
bring it to effed, which was begun in behalf of the 
Pope; that there remained nothing but to know 
•what his refolution was, and to receive from him the

^At for the Earl of Comming^ and tiie Prince ^f 
Searnf it was trnpoffible they fhould ftand iirm in their 
wciolution^ to make rediiaRce* being deftitute of ihdk 
two props, the EarU of Fotx znd Ihoidoufe. For they 
were but weak, both in money and men. Behold 
then the end, to the outward appeaKance, of the jUti^ 
genfes, when in the year 1234; there appeared a natural 
ion of the Earl of Be%lers^ who took arms for the 
Jilbtgenfss^ or craved their afiiftance, to revenge the 
fteath of hfs deceafed fathet : this wa&' Traneav^, 
who as yet had only appea ed as a private man, 6fr 
^aH importance ; but the Mblgenfes being dettitade 
<ef all fupport« they awakened in tuts foldier, a feeling 
femre of the outrages done to hi<^ far her ; deprived fiH 
bie lands unjulUyy berrayed, imprif<)nedy andpoifoned;

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by a number of valiant captatnst alt brave Tea^n% 
who had a numhcr of men at their coiDmand: aad be- 
for*; thf encny took- any notice of hisdefiefn, he feezed 
Upon the calUes of MontrcalU . MontolieUf Limoust and 
others. 

Mcftn the Pope*8 Le^ate» and Bllbop.of Tbouloufu 
being much aiionifhtd to (ee thofe that took part 
with the ^U^genfeSf whom he thought to be utterly 
buried, fpring up again ; he had prefently recourfe to 
the ordioary meaus of the Pope and his agents, that is, • 
to caufe the pardon of iinato be preached, to whom- 
foever would fi^ht under the banner of the Crofii^ 
a kind of pay of lefs value, but more common in 
thofe times. The Archbifhop of Mir^ofliie animated 
alfo the .people of his Diuccfe, to go and make an 
end of that poor remainder of the Mbi^tnfcs that 
were left^ 

Thefe Priefta \vitb their troops, prefented themfeIVe» 
before the gates of Carcqffonrut. The city receivef( 
them, but when they came to the town, the gat^ 
wertr ihut againd them. Meltn made afpeech to tbo& 
that ihewed thcmfelves upon the ramparts, telling 
them, that he was come thiilter for their prefervation^ 

They thanked hin^, but told him withall,, that if 
be did not inllantly retire himfclf,. they would give 
him the cliafe. Upon this conference came Trancavelf 
nho fct fo-botly and valantly upon the troop o^ pil- 

gu'ais 
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0riA$ that nccompatiied the Legate, that he chafei 
theoit beftttng sad killnig theniy till he came to the 
^tes of the city of Careuj^nnet and the Legate. hiaA 
enough to do to fave himfelf : bat that which offend 
tfd kirn moft» was, that the gates of the town were 
«|>eD;d to Tirancavilt who lodged there, and made it 
Iris priacipal retreat; from whence he hurt and kindred 
the pilgrima of the city, in fuch fort, that they hardly 
jdurft come forth of the ^tes. And whenfoever \tc 
Ikeardfif any troops of pilgrims to come, he went to 
«tieet them, laymg amhufhes for them, and mmny 
times overthrew them before they could jok tbefliv 
pelves to the l^egate, 

Tliis man kept the field, until the year 2242, bco 
«aufe when any pilgrims were required to go againft 
l9>e baftard of the deceafed Earl of BMen, every one 
believed the forces that were levied within the Princi- 
^ity, might fuffice for fo weak an enemy: but Me&n 
wrote Co the Popr, that if in good carneil he Gauf<4 
not the expedition of the Crofs to be preached il 
many places in Europe^ the Church was like to receive 
# great bfs by tfais laft enl&my, who had taken part 
wnhthe Jiiigettfes% and was more erud, and more 
fttbtk, tban any nehervvbo had fnnotained their cauft. 

innoant the foutth, caufed the expedition of tbtf 
Crofii to be piiblsihed in divers pMrts of Europe. Trm^ 
Mw/being ^prtfed, thatavery great army of pllgrtma 
1iNB^tfmxil^^wtW9ff9is^ finding himfelf iii^l 

ftron^r 
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Ibong enough in the town of CarcaffoufKf retired t# 
RealmonU whither-tbe pilgrims followed and befie^ed 
him. He coiirageoufly refifted themy having many 
times defeated the pilgrims, in the end Mdin feeing 
there was nothing to be obtained of a man, whom he 
thought fad (hut up, entreated the Earl of Fohc^ to 
ufe his bed endeavours, to bring h«m to fome peace- 
able terms» a-nd to treat with him ; which he performed 
with fuch fuccefsy^that he promifed never to bear armt 
either againft.the Legate or the Church of* i^ojBik 
Here you fee the laft attempt which we find the AWi" 
'genfet. have made, and the laft expedition of pilgrims 
levied again ft them. All the purfoit againft them 
afterwards, was made by the Monks, the Inquifitors, 
who kindled their fires more than ever ; and fo taking 
this poor people difarmed, and fingltng. them out by 
retail, it was impoflible for them any longer to fubfift. 
And if at any time they happened to fet upon the 
Inquifitors, it was but to give them a more fenfiUe 
apptehenfion of their extreme violence, whereof we 
. have a notable example in what follows. 

In the yeqr 12431 ^^^ ^^^^ Reymomi having paid 
his pccttniary penalties, and being returned to his fub- 
je£^s ; . certain of the coixntry complained of the unjuft 
proceeding of the Inquifitors, who without any dif- 
ference fo intangled all forts, of people, that there 
were fcarce any whom they did not condemn either 
for Hereticks,' or favourers ; or kinsfolk, or allies of 
Hercticks \ not being conteajt to proceed agajnit thofe 

that 
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^ii made public profeffion of the belief of the JiM* 
^im/eSi in fuch fort, that under the cloak of the In* 
^^bifition ofEce, they committed ft range robberies* 
This accufation agamft the InqnifitorB war before tht 
£arl Reymondy in the prefence of live Inquisitors, and 
four ofEoers of the Inqtftiitioii^ tn ^ tiie Diocefe of 
S'bouioufe. 

The Inquiiitors wtfuld *repljf> aiVfl frame their in- 
oHidmenta againft thofe that had thus accsfed then^: 
-to the impeachment <jf their honoor^ terrify ifig them 
*vith threats ; which mtRle thbfe that had thus moved 
their patTence, to enter into coniider^tion wuh them- 
selves, that^nce they mull fall into the fnare of the 
liaid Inquifttors, and ib be utterly undene, it was bet- 
ter for them to deliver themfelves this once^ and that 
they (hould teach others to carry themfelves more ad* 
♦ifedly. -So -growing ^ill moj-e eager atid violent in 
their difcourfe, they came to blows. But the Inquif- 
hors and their officers wigre overnratched,' for nine were. 
Ijflain, namely, five Monks, :dnd foUr officers. 

The 'E.zrVReymond made it mdnifeiij that he was no 

-way confentiag to this riot ; for he made an exa^ 

-fearch and eriquiry after the authors of this fedilion-, 

but he could not free himfelf from fufpioion. The fame 

Hiftorian faith, that the atrocity bf the faft, con- 

^-'fttained the authors to take arms, and to begin again 

a kind of war; but there is not any other writer that

authorized tl^e iaid Inquifition by fetters^ which are 
ftiU extant. 

The continuance of this pcrfecut ion, by the faJd 
Inquifition is proved in the year 1264^ ^Y ^^^ cbnfti* 
tutions of. Pope Clmmt the fourth. Alfo in the year 
1276, under John the twenty- fecond, they were per- 
fecuted with all manner of rigour. And by the record 
^hich foliowethy it appeareth that in the year 12S1, 
under Martin the fourth^ there was a perfecution 
sioved in the quarters of Albif where at that titee a 
great number, made profeffioa of the religion of the 
'Alhigtnfes*

Thus you fee the very laft iriftjitiraent which halli 
come to hand for the proof of the perfecution againft 
the JUigenfes. Though it be very certain, that they 

have 
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fiave been continually perfecuted by the Inqulfition* 
though their enemies could never prevail fo far againft 
them, but that they ftill lay hid like fparks under the 
a(hf8, defiring once again to fee that which their pofte- 
rity bad enjoyed ; that hf the liberty to caU upon God 
in purity of confcience^ without any conilraInt» ai^d 
fo fccrctly inftrufted their children in the fervicc of 
God, that the fruft of their piety might take life again, 
when it (hould plcafe the Lord that the light of his 
Gofpelihould appear amongft them once more. And 
many of thofe places that had madeprofeffion of the faith 
of the jtlbigenfisf have received with grecdlnefs, the 
dodlrine of the Gofpel, namely, the city of Realmont^ 
where the preceding thunder- bolts were darted ; and 
iiotwithftanding that gireat didance of time, durin^^ 
which they appeared not, -yet the eternal God hath 
not given over his work ; but to make manifefl that he 
can preferve his faithful, even in the midft of the 
confufion of Babylon, as diamonds. in rubbifh, wheai 
amongft the draw, or gold in the midft of the Rre. 
And notwithflanding the inflru£lion hath not palTed 
from the father to the fon, until the time-of the re- 
formation, yet the goodnefs of God ceafeth not to be 
wonderful, in that many of thofe places, where this 
firft dew of Qod's grace hath fallen, have been abun* 
dantly enriched with his heavenly benedifiibns in thefe 
latter times ; an excellent provocation to oblige them 
to love the truth which hath teen freely manifefCed 
unto them, and to bring forth fruits worthy thereof^ 
As it Ihould be a.a extreme grief to thofe places that 
PdSi hare 
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have nfgleft«d and rejeded it, that God hath aban- 
doned them and left them to their own darknefe which 
they loved, and fuffcring thofc to perifli in their enor 
who have preferred it before the truth. 

. 1 have now given the heft account I can of thofe 
ancient reformers, and fuffercrs in the caufc of pure 
and undefiled religion ; and although they were called 
by two names, viz. WaldenfeSf and Albigen/eSf yet 
thefc were the fame in dofirine and difcipline, and only 
their local fituation occaiioned their being <;^lled by 
different appellations ; and after the final fobduing of 
all thofip Princes who had taken up arms in their de* 
f<fnce,' they appear to have gone under onie name oalff 
that of WaJdenfes. How long they exilled before the 
year 1 150 no one can afcertain ; but it is judged they 
never were corrupted with the errors of Popery, and 
very likely might lie concealed in thofe remote nllict 
for feveral centuries ; and the wars which were pe^ 
' petually raging from the fionrth century till the b^in- 
ning of the twelfth, might be in their favour. More- 
over, their numbers would continually increafe whi<Ji 
muft unavoidably difcoyer them ; nay, if, as feveral 
writers affirm, above a million of them were deftroye(l 
in France alone» they muft have been a prodigious 
fnultitudcr , 

It appears, not only from the above IQiftory, bttt 
from every teftimony which we meet with, either in 
fltcred or prophane Hillpry, that purC/rcligioDy like 

* the 
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the tun, let it fliine in whatever age or country it t» 
exadly the fame ; yea, whatever form it may ac- 
cidentally aflume, or whatever name it may go by it 
18 ftill invariably love to God and man ; and this love 
mud evidence itfelf by its fruits and cffeRs. It in 
pitre, peaceable, gentle^ eafy to be entreated ; with*. 
of!t: partiality and without hypocrify. It is love, joy^ 
peace, gentlenefs, meeknefs, goodnefs, fidelity: like 
fterling gold, mould it into what form you will, it9 in- 
trinfic value, its inherent worth is ftill the fame ; not 
four wrangling, not dealing every thin^ into noife 
and difpute ; but confifts in right eoufnefs, peace and 
joy in the Holy Ghoft. It replaces every thing in ita 
proper order ; the hufband, the wife, the parent, the 
child; tbemaft'er, thefervant^ the fubje€t, the buyer« 
the feller^ the borrower, the lender ; all like the dif- 
ferent members of the body, or the wheels in a machine, 
are afting in concert each m their proper place. Now 
this is really the cafi where Chrift reigns, where true 
Religion influences tbv foul i Shd fuch the religion of 
the U^aldenfes and AUngenfes appears to have been, . 

We (ee the carnalt perfecutTng fpirit is in every age 
and in every difcription of people the fame, whether th«y 
be called Jews orGentileSyPapifts' or Mahometans,. yea» 
Proteftants or any other name; and indeed I aa» forry 
r that I am obliged to number^ the lad denomination a- 
SBong thofe who have fhed the blood of the Saints.*'

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But names fignlfy very little ; lor the furies txude 
mention of in the preceding ETtftory, were. all callet). 
)}j his name who came not to defltroy men's lives but 
to fave them ; they were called Chrldians. But de« 
pend on it a perfecuting fpirit can never proceed from 
the Prince of Peace ;^ no, it proceeds from the old 
murderer; it is the oarnal mind which Js enmity againft 
iGod. Such are of the worId» and the love of the. 
Father is not iu them. But (hew me a national reli- 
gion which has not been a national tyranny. Point 
out its name, its country, its principles. It cannot 
he ; the very nature of it, its prinqiples, frame and 
ftru^ure are all worldly, and therefore in the aggregate 
cannot belong to him whofe kingdom is not of this 
world. Chrift alone i|> the head of his church, and it 
can admit of no ether, nor of any more, for that 
would be to make his body a moniler ; and therefore 
to fet up' any other head over his church is ablurd» 
as it turns it into a mere ilate machine, yea turns the 
boyfe of God into a den of thieViCs. From hence pro* 
ceed human traditions, dogmas, creeds, ads of un« 
iformity ; all of which fuit the pride of arrogant men 
who wifh to lord it over the confciences of their fellow 
creatures, and which have made dreadful havock a- 
IBongft the human race.. .Reader, ilep out of this 
]>loody rank, it belongs to the great antichrift ; come 
not thou into the afllembly of fuch, be not united to 
them. If thou haft the love of thy Saviour in thy 
heart thou wilt learn of him ; he was meek and lowly, 
peaceable and gentle^ extending his munificent 

hvidf 
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haffds to a[ll who were willing to receive hts help. He 
fet up no inquifitions, no perfecoting courts^ nor ha'! 
he left the fmalleft countenance of any thing of the 
kind ; he exercifed no lordly dominion in the world ; 
nO| he was poor and defpifed in the world, and inti* 
mated to his fervants that they muft not afpire, at great* 
er things than their mafter ; but as the wbrld hated 
him fo it wopld hate them, feeing they were called to 
teftify that its deeds were etil. 

But who were the prime authors and fomenters of 
the perfecutions which tormented thofc early reformers? 
\5J€ fee they were ccclefiallics. The Princes woul^ 
liave been eafy^ and glad that their fubjeds might 
have remained unmolefted ; but they were not fuffered 
to remain in peace ; for if they refu&d to perfecute^ 
the Ptiefts were ft ir ring up all the world againfl them 
as Hereticksy or favourers of fuch ; and the Pope's 
^hunder-bolts were difcharged tvith an unfparing hand, 
infomuch that they were compelled to become the tools 
of church tyranny, though very much contrary to 
their iuclinations. What numbers that raging fury, 
jyomiuiCf fent into eternity by various ftudicd torments 
in the inquifition, which be was the horrid inventor 
of) muil be referved for the great day to unfold ; when 
that noble army of martyrs muft appear again ft him, 
with their fears and mutilated bodies, teftifying what 
tortures they were conftrained to endure from the in* 
luiman influence of that tool of Satan. 

England 
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England has not wanted tnftraments of tbe fame 
bloody fliape. We have had a Bonner^ a Gardiner^ a 
Laudf a Sacheveral^ who have extended thevr fanguiae 
iofluence as far as it would go in the fame red line ; 
end if we may jadge by the caft of many, they are a$ 
ready now as thofe were in times paft to rack, tear 
and deflroy all fuch as fmcerely call upon the name of 
God in fpirit and truth. 

We fee it is not by the fword that our Lordmaintain* 
his tavfe ^ no, the weapons of our warfare muft not 
be carnal but fpivitual^ mighty through grace in pu^ 
Kog down the ftrong holda of fin and Satan. Bbr 
though it muft be confeflVd that opprcffion makes a 
wife man mad, and rulers ought to govern with equity 
and jaftice ; yet ftiil the work of Gud is not carried 
•n by human might or power v for we- fee io^tbe pre- 
cceding Hiitory that feveral Princes took up arms io 
defence of thoie opprefFed and worried fheep of Chrift, 
and for a time made a ftand againft: their opprefibrs ^ 
and multitudes of thofe poor deluded pilgrims, wha 
(;ameto earn Paradifebydeftroying, loft their lives; yet 
in the end they were vanqutfhed', fo that they found 
X\kc truth of our Saviour's words, 7 hey that tote tbe^ 
fword^ Jball perl/b by tic fword* The- fword may 
prove a kind of- a pioneer to fmooth the way for the 
gpfp^l of Chrift, but it never was, and never will be- 
the inftrument of favlng finners. We find the Prince* 
of Germany withftood the Emperor,, the champion of 
the Tope j^ but although they (Irugglcd for a time yet 
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la thdendthey werefubdued* Thefamehappened to the 
perfecuted people in Scotland In the infamous reign of 
Charles the fecond; and it was pretty much the cafe 
with the Huguenots in France; fo that however inilrtt* 
mental the fword may be, in a remote fenfe ; yet it i* 
not the dired ipftriiment of propagating the Kingdom 
©f our God. No> it is the fword which proceeds out 
of his mouth ; it is the breath oi hid mouih, and the 
brightncfs of his appearing which (hall prevail ; and 
•his fervants nmft overcome by the blood of the Lamb, 
and by the word of their tcftimony. The fword will 
undoubtedly make way for the Gofpclby cutting <yffi 
xnultitudcji who will not be reformed tbcmfelves, and 
if not taken out of the way would hinder the convcr* 
fion of others. I have, foroe tioie fince ventured to 
declare my thoughts upon that fubjeft,* and I aoi 
more and mpre eonvineed' dfttly of the r€{llity 
fame. But obferve, wars arc like th^ r^ Qner's fire, 
which only confomes the drofs, that the pure bullioa 
may come forth. As the Pfalmjft fays. Thou puttefi 
away all the wicked of the earth like drofs. (a) Juft 
like thp clearing away ruins andrubbifh, that a good 
foundation may be laid, and a fair firu^lure erei£led, 
a Palace for the King of Glory. The Church hag 
beeo like the boraiog bulb, (b) though in flames, yet 
Dot confumed, beoaufe Jehovah was in it. So many 
times when men havethought all would come to nought 
God has interpofed ; and often by means and inftru- 
n\enta the moft unlikely he has revived bis own caufe«

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Such was the cafe with thofe fuffercrs whofe tUfiory 
1 have been tracing out of oblivion. For although 
they were deftreyed by all kinds of torments, yet thc'r 
blood was like the fowing of feed, it fprung up again ; 
io that light was communicated from them throughout 
all Europe, and by other inftrumentft in fucceffion ; as 
John Hu/a^ Jcrom of Prague, m Bohema ; Luther in 
Germany ; Zulogliut in Switzerland^ Calvin in France, 
and M'icllf, »» England; mjhart 2tnd Knox in Scotland, 
and many oihers in order till our Gofpel-day* O may 
we improve our (eafons, and while we have light may 
walk in the light, fo that darknef;* may never overt:. Ic u?. 

I have in the preceding Hiftory, been fparing io 
ilefcribing the various and horrid engines of torture 
and torment made ufe of by the inqnifitors and others 
to wear out and deftroy thofe Saints of themoft High^ 
'^^ ftlcb infernal inventions often fKock the feelings of 
thofe whofe fenfibility is very- acute ; and fuch as wifh 
to fecor find any fort of entertainment in things of that 
nature, may fee enough in the different Martyrologies, 
the various Hiftories of the Inquifition, the Mafiacrea 
of Paris and Ireland, or Wodrow*% fufferings of tbe 
Church of Scotland, or in his Ahridger Crooi/hanL 

To clofe. May we follow thofe primitive reformers 
as they followed their Saviour,, in purity, in meekncfs, 
in patience, in long-fuffering, in faith unfeigned* ir 
fr iccrity and truth ; fo that in the end, we may ^ th 
.tht ir., receive the end of our faith, the SaltatioA o« 
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
